St. Louis University, which is 
buying 21.5 acres in Mill Creek 
to extend its campus east of 
Grand boulevard, expects to be- 
gin construction next year. The 
first buildings to be erected will 
be Busch Memorial Center, stu- 
dent union facility to cost about 
2,500,000, and a science and 
engineering center to cost about 
$3,500,000. 

The Mill Creek area com- 
prises 454 acres bounded roughly 
by Grand boulevard, Olive and 
Twentieth streets and the rail- 
road tracks extending westward 
from Union Station. The St. 
Louis Land Clearance Authority 
is acquiring and clearing 340 
acres for sale to redevelopers;: 
the remaining 114 acres will not 
be acquired.

‘The only fixed thing in this 
proposal,”” McClellan told the

“The section of the proposed 
amendment which specifies the 
powers is not fixed, except that 
it gives no taxing powers to the 
borroughs. It is a workable docu- 
ment so that the new govern- 
ment can get into operation. A 
charter must be adopted within 
two years.” 

McClellan said the plan con- 
templates eight borroughs en- 
tirely in the city, seven entirely 
in the county and seven which 
include portions of both the city 
and the county They were not 
given taxing powers, he ex- 
plained, because that would de- 
feat the purpose of the consolida- 
tion proposal—to create a single 
government in place of the pres- 
ent 115 governments in this area. 

Disputes Contention. 

McClellan disputed the legisla- 
tors’ contention that the bor- 
coughs were too unequal in pop- 
ulation, but promised that mem- 
bers of the citizens committee 
would look further into the claim 
with a view toward possible 
modification of some boundaries. 

The populations of the bor- 
oughs range from 44,000 persons 
to 83,500, but the smaller districts 
are expected to have substan- 
tial population growth in the 
near future, whereas the larger 
ones are believed to have 
reached their peak, it was ex- 
plained. 

The boroughs prescribed in 
the plan are the same ones 
drawn up by a minority of a 
Board of Freeholders. The Free- 
holders rejected a borough plan 
in favor of a district govern- 
ment proposal wh.ch voters de- 
feated overwhelmingly in 1959.

Approved—Expected 
to Result in $414,759 
Deficit. 


A record $3,395,432 budget for 
the fiscal year that started last 
Friday was adopted by the St. 
Clair county board of supervi- 
sors yesterday at a six-hour 
meeting at the courthouse in 
Belleville. 

The proposed expenditures, rep- 
resenting an increase of $353,392 
over last year’s total, are ex- 
pected to result in a deficit of 
$414,759. The county already is 
indebted in the amount of about 
$1,250,000 and has not been free 
of debt since 1951. 

The county general fund was 
put at $1,448,429, a rise of $100,- 
640 over last year’s figure, de- 
spite efforts of Chairman Dean 
McClane of the finance commit- 
tee and supervisor from Belle- 
ville township to reduce it, 

McClane’s proposed figure was 
increased by $273,040 by the full 
board. His efforts to cut the 
budget of the board of assessors 
were overwhelmingly defeated. 
To achieve the reduction, he had 
proposed elimination of the as- 
sessors’ East St. Louis office and 
a sharp cut in the automobile 
expenses of some deputies. He 
proposed a reduction from $150,- 
000 to $30,000 in clerk employ- 
ment costs. 

In opposing McClane, several 
supervisors conceded the funds 
could be cut by the board but 
they pointed out the board also 
had the responsibility of provid- 
ing services needed by the citi- 
zens, 

McClane retorted that the 
county had. been continuously 
overspending, and this fact put 
the board in a bad light with the 
general public. Numerous suits 
have been filed against the couns 
ty by creditors 

St. Clair county is already 
levying the highest general fund 
tax rate permitted by law—8.4 
cents on each $100 assessed val- 
uation—and cannot increase 
taxes to avoid the prospective 
deficit.

BANKER DIFFER 
UN INCREASE IK 
INTEREST CEILING 


Differences of opinion about 
the effect of a higher ceiling 
permitted om savings deposit in- 
terest rates were expressed yes- 
terday by St. Louis bankers. 

One banker said his institution 
was giving serious consideration 
to early changes in the St. Louis 
money market, but others fore- 
saw no immediate change in the 
present rate of 3 per cent. 

The interest ceiling on all sav- 
ings and some time deposits was 
increased Friday to 34 per cent 
by the Government and the limit 
on time deposits left for one 
year or more was boosted to 4 
per cent. 

J. Rush James Jr., chairman 
of the board of Clayton Bank, 
said officers of the bank held a 
special meeting yesterday morn- 
ing to consider the effect of the 
order. 

Most bankers interviewed said 
they thought the government ac- 
tion was taken primarily to stop 
the flow of foreign time deposits 
to other countries. However, 
James said he thought competi- 
tion from mutual banks and sav- 
ings and loan associations, 
which pay higher rates of inter- 
est, was an equally important 
factor 

The change in the 
ceiling will go into effect Jan. 1. 
James said his group would 
study the possible effects care- 
fully before taking any action. 

James P. Hickok, president of 
First National Bank in St. Louis, 
said he doubted that his bank 
would raise interest rates in the 
near future. 

“The government move was 
not so much for the Midwest, 
but primarily was for the bene- 
fit of New York banks which 
compete with foreign markets,” 
he said,

Carelessness in the installation 
and use of space heaters is one 
of the chief causes of the in- 
crease in house fires that accom- 
panies the arrival of winter, St.

UNIONS PICKET 
BARGE LINE, GIIE 


RUNAWAY SHOP 


Protesting against what they 
call a “runaway shop,” union 


employes of Mississippi Valley | 


Barge Line have begun picket- 
ing the company’s landing places 
here and in other river cities. 


Rick Miller, vice president of | 


the National Maritime Union, 
AFL-CIO, said yesterday the work 
stoppage eventually would shut 
down operations of the firm, 
one of the largest barge lines in 
the United States. He said the 
company has 15 boats and em- 
ploys 250 workers 

G. Chadbourne Taylor, presi- 
dent of the company, said the 
work stoppage is a violation of 
a nostrike clause in the con- 
tract. Taylor declined to com- 
ment on the union’s allegations 
that the company has set up 
a “dummy” concern to escape 
its contract commitments. 

The work stoppage involves 
members of the Maritime Union 
and the International Masters, 
Mates and Pilots Local 28, Mil-' 
ler said. 

Miller said the unions discov- 
ered Wednesday that a union 
crew on one of the line’s boats 
had been laid off and trans- 
ferred to a subsidiary company 
with headquarters in Davenport, 
Ta, He said the company manned 
this boat with 11 men instead of 
the 17 required in its union con- 
tract and it paid them substand- 
ard wages. Union deck hands 
receive $28.20 a day, but em- 
ployes on the boat of the sub- 
sidiary company were receiving 
$17, Miller stated. 

A complaint accusing the com- 
pany of an unfair labor practice 
has been filed with the National 
Labor Relations Board here, 
Miller said. He said pickets were 
posted at the company’s Rutger 
street landing here Thursday 
night and other pickets will be 
posted when necessary in Chi- 
cago, Joliet, Pittsburgh, Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., Louisville, Memphis 
end New Orleans. 

“We are posting pickets wher- 
ever we can effectively hold a 
vessel,” Miller said. ‘“‘We are 
doing this because the company 
has refused to meet with us.” 

Miller said the unions are en- 
gaged in a protest, not a strike. 

The firm operates boats on the 


Mississippi, the Ohio and the 
Illinois Rivers.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (UPI) — 
An estimated 13,000,000 Jews 
around the world began celebra- 
tion at sundown tonight of the 
eight-day Hanukka holiday. 

Hanukka, celebrated annually 
since 165 B.C., is a traditionally 
joyous festival similar to the 
Christmas observance by Chris- 
tians. Jewish families exchange 
rifts, and children of some fam- 
ies receive a present for each 
of the. eight days 

Hanukka started with the vic- 
tory of Maccabbee, who led a 
band of Jewish fighters in a 
successful rebellion against a 
despotic Synan king—Antiochus 

Maccabbee’s victory resulted 
in a rededication of the temple 
in Jerusalem, which Antiochus 
had used to house idols. 

The word Hanukka is Hebrew 
for ‘‘dedication.” 

Among Américan Jews, special 
services are held in synagogues 
and religious schools for the dura- 
tion of the holiday. 

In Jewish homes, one candle is 
lit for the first night of the festi- 
val, two for the second night, 
and so on until eight candles 
blaze in a candelabrum known 
as menorah.

At his press conference his remarks about 
civil defense in the event of war indicated 
that while the Administration had recently 
decided that the Federal Government will 
direct and partly finance an expanded pro- 
gram for community sheltérs it will leave 
the controversial question of home shelters 
up to individuals for their own solution. 

Lack of official information and contra- 
dictory statements by seemingly qualified 
scientists have created confusion, apathy 
and resignation throughout the only nation 
tbat has the nuclear weapons and the 
means of delivering them to deter an at- 
tack by the Soviet bloc. This deterrent 
power is based on our ability to inflict 
devastating retaliation. |

A SMALL MINORITY of individuals and 
communities have sought to protect them- 
selves by constructing and stocking their 
own shelters, usually at relatively small 
costs. The vast majority of individuals and 
communities, despite the fact that three 
Administrations have, had civil defense pro- 


grams in name at least, are still awaitine 
convincing evidence that locallw-financed 
shelters will protect them from nuclear 


attack and its consequences. 


It is the purpose of this series to sur- 
vey the existing governmental plans and 
the available information and opinions to 
assist the reader in making up his own 
mind as to what. he can and will do to 
protect himself and family in a war, 
which in its direst terror could end 
civilization. 


Official guidance was promised by Presi- 
dent Kennedy when he told reporters that 
a booklet long in preparation by the civil 
defense division of the Pentagon would be 
distributed this month throughout the coun- 
try to tell householders. and communities 
what they can do. 

Asked specifically whether he had an 
opinion as to whether or not individuals 
should build private shelters, he replied: 

“The booklet will reflect the decisions 
we made in November. I think it will tell 
them what the Federal policy will be, what 
we hope to do and what each individual 
can do in his own home, which will provide 
greater assurance if an attack should come. 


“IT want to emphasize that the best 
defense still remains the American deter- 
rent. But I do think that within each 
individual home some step< can be taken 
which are not expensive, but which would, 
if disaster should strike us, provide a 
greater security, though, of course, there 
is no security against blast. There is 
bound to be, particularly as these new 
weapons increase in power—there are 
obvious limits as to what any of us 
can do.” 


Earlier at the conference he said that the 
new program, which will require the co- 
operation of the Federal Government with 
the states and communities, would empha- 
size community efforts as the most effective 
use of our resources to provide the best 
security for our people. He said the Admin- 
istration had never thought the Federal 
Government could build shelters in each 
home because it would divert resources and 
vitally affect our deterrent strength. 


THE BOOKLET has been in preparation 
since August and has been frequently re- 
vised. The delay has been attributed to 
confusion within the Administration. Deci- 
sions on the expanded program were re- 
quired at this time by the necessity of 
making budget estimates for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 

In his important radio and television ad- 
dress to the nation on July 25, in which he 
announced increased national security ex- 
penditures of $3,509,000,000, the President 
included larger outlays for civil defense. 
Contrary to some interpretations, he did 
not promise or imply that the Federal 
Government would help pay for home 
shelters. 

At that time, the President announced he 
was asking Congress for an additional 
appropriation of $207,000,000 for civil defense 
for the following immed.ate objectives: 

“To identify and mark space in existing 
structures—public and private—that could 
be used for fallout shelters in case of at- 
tack: to stock those shelters with food, 
water, first-aid kits, tools, sanitation facil- 
ities and other minimum essentials for 
survival; to increase their capacity; to 
improve our air raid warning and fallout 
detection systems, including a new house- 
hold warning system now under develop- 
ment: and to take other measures that will 
be effective at an early date to save mil- 
lions of lives if needed. In addition, the new 
Federal buildings will include space suit- 
able for fallout shelters, as well as normal 
use. 

“In the event of an attack, the lives of 
those families which are not hit in a nu- 
clear blast and fire can be saved—IF they 
can be warned to take shelter and IF that 
shelter is available. We owe that kind of 
insurance to our families—and to our coun- 
try. In contrast to our friends in Europe, 
the need for this kind of protection is new

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The radio and television address was a 
followup to a “‘second State of the Union” 
message on “‘Urgent National Needs’ de- 
livered in person to a joint session of Con- 
gress on May 25. Mr. Kennedy told the 
legislators that the nation had ‘‘never 
squarely faced up to its civil defense” and 
that “public considerations have been 
largely characterized by apathy, indiffer- 
ence and skepticism.” 

His Administration, he said, 
“looking very hard at exactly 
defense can and cannot do’’ and while 
emphasizing that it was no_ substitute 
for invulnerable retaliatory power, he 
continued:

“But this deterrent concept assumes 
rational calculations by rational men, 
And the history of this planet is suffi- 
cient to remind us of the possibilities of 
an irrational attack, a miscalculation, an 
accidental war which cannot be either 
foreseen or deterred. The nature of mod- 
ern war heightens these possibilities. It 
is on this basis that civil defense can be 
readily justified—as insurance for the 
civilian population in the event of such a 
miscalculation. It is insurance we trust 
will never be needed—but insurance we 
could never forgive ourselves for fore- 
going in the event of catastrophe.” 


Mr. Kennedy pointed out that state and 
local governments and private citizens 
would be required to participate financially 
in their own programs. 

‘‘No insurance is cost free,” he said, ‘‘and 
every American citizen and his community 
must decide for themselves whether this 
form of survival insurance justifies the 
expenditure of effort, time and money. For 
myself, I am convinced that it does.”

PRESIDENT KENNEDY made an un- 
announced trip by helicopter to the new 
Central Intelligence Agency headquarters 
last Tuesday to award the National Secur- 
ity medal to Allen W. Dulles, the retiring 
chief of the CIA. 

The medal was awarded for distinguished 
service in the field of intelligence. The 
President praised Dulles as ‘‘an almost 
unique figure in our country,” a man who 
has served the United States under seven 
Presidents as a diplomat, wartime chief 
of undercover operations and head of 
CIA. 


“I know of no man who brings a great- 
er sense of personal commitment to his 
work,”’ Mr. Kennedy said of Dulles, ‘‘who 
has less pride in office than he has.” 


Dulles, who is 68 years old, is ending a 
career of 20 years of active intelligence and 
cloak-and-dagger operations. 


FROM APPEARANCE, one would never 
associate Dulles as an unquestioned master 
of espionage and undercover operations. A 
tweedy gentleman, gregarious, even jaunty, 
with a hearty laugh and a manner exuding 
friendliness, Dulles, nevertheless, had the 
toughness to send friends and agents on 
missions from which he and they knew the 
chances of returning alive were not more 
than even. 

At one time, some years before Dulles 
joined the CIA at the request of the late 
Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, nine out of 10 
espionage agents sent into the Soviet Union 
were caught. :

The report conditionally approved home 
shelters but said: 

“As ‘staging areas’ for recovery, group 
shelters make a great deal more sense 
than family shelters.” 


Every year the subcomniittee has taken 
voluminous testimony from government oifi- 
nuclear scientists, state authorities 
and interested private groups and individ- 
uals. Until Mr. Kennedy -transferred the 
shelter program and many other essential 
functions from the Office of Civil Defense 
and Mobilization to the Defense Depart- 
ment the subcommittee was critical of 
previous programs and personnel, To head 
the transferred agency, Steuart L. Pittman 
was appointed Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense (civil defense).

For sev- 
eral years the Independent Offices Appro- 
priations Act has included an amendment, 
snonsored by Democratic Representative 
Albert Thomas of Texas, chairman of the 
subcommittee, that none of the funds be 
spent for shelters. Thomas is also a mem- 
ber of the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy. 

Under the reorganization plan putting 
shelter construction in the Defense Depart- 
ment, appropriations for the current fiscal 
year were considered by the Military Ap- 
propriations subcommittee, which approved 
$10,000,000 for improvement of existing 
shelter space in Federal buildings and $7,- 
500.000 for shelters in new Federal con- 
struction. To correct this conflict, Govern- 
ment lawyers are studying ways by which 
the Defense Department can supnly its un- 
restricted funds to the General Services 
Administration for incorporating fallout 
shelters in old and new Federal buildings.

Majority Believes the Government Must Protect 
Itself Against Subversion Even at Cost of Some 
Freedom—Minority of Justices, However, Thinks 
This Leads to ‘Government by Intimidation.’

WHILE MOST AMERICANS seem hardly aware of it; there has oc- 


curred within the Supreme Court in 


recent years one of those profound 


divisions of opinion that have occasionally shaken this highest tribunal 


of justice. 

Certain events now coming to pass point 
up the fundamental difference resulting in 
one case after another being decided by a 
vote of five judges to four. The indictment 
of the Communist Party for failing to reg- 


ister is an action unique in American 
history. 


IT BECAME inevitable when the court 
last June in a long opinion by Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, held five-to-four on a point of 
constitutional law that the party had vio- 
lated the Subversive Control Act in refusing 
to register as an agent of a foreign power. 
The Frankfurter opinion was based on a 
paralle] with the Securities and Exchange 
Act in a test over whether a large utility 
company should be compelled to register 
its securities, 


For the four dissenting judges, Chief 
Justice Earl Warren and Associates Hugo 
L. Black, William 0. Douglas and William 
J. Brennan Jr., this involved far more 
than a construction of the law. With 
Justice Black the outstanding dissenter, 
all have in one degree or-another de- 
clared that the issue in case after case 
was one of the right of free specch and 
free assembly. They have said that the 
basic guarantees of American freedom 
contained in the bill of rights to the Con- 
stitution were threatened if not already 
impaired, 


Justice Black has said again ahd again 
that if this can be done to the extreme left 
in a time of fear and suspicion, then at 
some later day it can be done to the 
extreme right or to any segment of opinion 
that is for the moment unpopular. His 
first and lone dissent on this broad issue 
was in 1950 on the requirement of a non- 
Communist affidavit in a National Labor 
Relations Board case. 

The following year he was joined by 
Douglas in a dissent on the first test of the 
Smith Act which makes it a crime to be a 
member of any organization advocating the 
overthrow of the Government by force and 
violence. The point that Black and Douglas 
made was that the law was aimed not at 
an overt act, but at teaching and advocacy 
and therefore at thought itself. In this way, 
they argued, it encroached on a basic right 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 


In one of his most recent dissents, 
involving the contempt citation and con- 
sequent prison sentence against a witness 
refusing to testify before the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, Black 
stressed a theme often repeated, This is 
the conviction that the American system 
based on freedom and the right of the 
individual is so inherently strong that it 
can withstand any challenge in the sphere 
of thought and teaching. He .as repeat- 
edly quoted Thomas Jefferson and others 
of the founding fathers to support his 
case for the force of freedom and the 
capacity of free men to resist alien 
doctrine, 


consequences of the Subversive 
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ent reduction in tension between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 


The really embarrassing aspects of shoot- 
ing down the U-2 were the transparently 
untrue cover story, which probably had 
been on the shelf for so long that no oné 
thought much about it until it had to be 
used, and then the successively changed 
stories until the truth was admitted after 
the United States had 
fallen into Khrush- 
chev’s trap of keep- 
ing secret the cap- 
ture of the pilot, 
Maj. Francis G. 
Powers. 


“Your successes 
go unnoticed,” Pres- 
ident Kennedy told 
Dulles, “‘your fail- 
ures are advertised. 
I have sometimes 
had that feeling 
myself.” 


The most adver 
tised failure was the 
invasion of Cuba. 
Because the whole 
story has not been 
told, CIA was sad- 
died in the public 
mind with the ma- 
jor blame for the 
failure. CIA may 
have underestimated | 
Castro’s strength, 
but this was not a vital error. 


THE CUBAN rebel group taking part in 
the invasion had their own intelligence in 
which they had complete faith. They were 
the men who were risking their lives and 
were determined to fight Castro. Even 
though their intelligence was optimistic, the 
landing was a surprise and a success, 


The operation failed apparently because 
of lack of air cover. The authority for 
“volunteer” flyers to support the invasion 
was withdrawn at the last minute on orders 
from the President. Two ships loaded with 
ammunition and artiliery and one ship with 
communications equipment were sunk by 
Castro’s jet trainers. 

When the invaders got ashore in a suc- 
cessful landing, many of the militia de- 
fected and went over to them. When they 
caw finally that the expedition was a fail- 
ure, as the landing battalions ran out of 
ammunition, the defectors redefected to 
Castro and saved their lives. 

Adm. Arleigh A. Burke, in an address 
in Chicago Nov. 21, said that American 
naval planes were “‘in the air and ready, 
willing and able to provide air cover” for 
the invading forces. The American planes 
were armed and “for a short time were 
over Cuban territory and territorial wa- 
ters,”’ but “did not fire a shot.” 

It is not generally known that the inva- 
sion was launched from Nicaragua, not 
Guatemala. According to former United 
States Ambassador to Nicaragua Thomas 
Whelan, there were 2000 trained Cubans 
ready to sail and support the landing force 
of 1500 men. When the landing force was 
destroyed, through lack of air cover, the 
reinforcements were held back. Whelan 
blamed the failure on the advice Chester 
Bowles and Arthur Schlesinger Jr. gave to 
President Kennedy and called for the re- 
moval of Bowles and Schlesinger. 

Richard M. Bissell, who was Dulles’s 
ceputy for covert eperations, was the re- 
sponsible official in both the U-2 and the 
Cuban operations. He had been selected 
by Dulles as the best man to succeed him 
_ when he retired. 


The CIA under Dulles has been criticized 


first steps taken against the Communist 
Party and its officers. Who and where they 
are is one immediate problem; every known 


member may be prosecuted, 


THE PROSECUTION is, however, a 
lengthly and expensive process, It is first 
essential in each instance to go before the 
Subversive Activities Control Board to es- 
tablish that the individual is a member of 
the party and that he or she refuses to 
register, Next the charge must be taken to 
Federal Court for indictment and trial. 


The estimate in the internal security 
ivision of the Department of Justice is 
that party membership has dropped from 
10,000 to perhaps 8000 or 7000. Prosecu- 
tion of any substantial part of the mem- 
bership would mean the surfacing of 
hundreds of undercover FBI agents who 
have worked secretly within the party 
apparatus. This would do great harm. 
It is hardly necessary to add that con- 
viction of any sizable number of party 
members would present another problem 
in view of the fact that Federal prisons 
are already greatly overcrowded, 


In view of all this the Justice Devartment 
is proceeding cautiously with action to be 
taken against the officers when they can 
be pinned down, The act provides a max- 
imum of five years in prison or a $10,000 
fine or both for refusing to register. A 
$10,000 fine against the party is cumulative 
for each day it fails to comply. Registra- 
tion would be an admission that the party 
is the agent of a foreign power. 


This coming week the court is hearing 
arguments on six cases involving the re- 
fusal of witnesses to answer questions of a 
congressional committee on the score that 
their rights of free speech and assem)ly 
under the First Amendment were violated, 
One of these is the case of Robert Shelton, 
a copy editor on The New York Times, 
who was questioned about early Communist 
affiliations. Once again, with past cases as 
a precedent, the court is expected to hold 
by five to four that the danger of Com- 
munism overbalances the rights of the 
individual, 


In the continuing conflict over the re- 
fusal of witnesses before the House Un- 
American Activities Committee to answer 
questions about their political affiliations, 
on the ground of the guarantees of free- 
dom in the Bill of Rights, the central 
issue is clearly posed. It is the right of 
the state to self-preserv*tion from present 


danger \as against the right of the 
individual. 
One of the latest cases, that of Frank 


Wilkinson who was charged with contempt 
after he went to Atlanta to protest against 
a committee hearing and then was sum- 
moned to testify, makes this plain. On the 
basis of an earlier decision frequently cited, 
that of Lloyd Barenblatt, an instructor at 
Vassar College, the majority of five on the 
Supreme Court held: 

““ .,. As the Barenblatt opinion makes 
clear, it is the nature of the Communist 
activity involved, whether the momentary 
conduct is legitimate or illegitimate polit- 
ically, that establishes the Government's 
overbalancing of interest... .” 


The opinion by Justice Potter Stewart 
said, in effect, that it did not matter what 
Wilkinson happened to be doing when he 
was summoned before the committee and 
charged with contempt for refusing to 
answer certain questions. What mattered 
was the “manipulation and infiltration of 
activities and organizations by persons ad- 
vocating overthrow of the Government.” 


Once again the four dissenters, notably 
Justice Black, spoke out. Black found in 
his dissent that the charge linking Wilkin- 
son to Communism had been made by a 
paid informant. As is customary committee 
practice, the accused had not been per- 
mitted to examine the informant. Almost 
everyone in public life, including all the 
members of the Supreme Court, has at one 
time or another been accused of being a 
Communist, the dissent continued, and Jus- 
tice Black concluded: 


“... The result of all this is that from 
now on anyone who takes a public position 
contrary to that being urged by the House 
Un-American Activities Committee should 
realize that he runs the risk of being sub- 
penaed.to appear at a hearing in some far 
off place, of being questioned with regard 
to every minute detail of his past life, of 
being asxed to repeat all the gossip he may 
have heard about any of his friends and 
acquaintances, of being accused by» the 
committee of membership in the Commu- 
nist Party, of being held up to the public 
as a subversive and a traitor, of being 
jailed for contempt if he refuses to co 
operate with the committee in its probe 
of his mind and associations and of being 
branded by his neighbors, employer and 
erstwhile friends as a menace to society 
regardless of the outcome of that hearing.” 


THIS MEANS, in the gloomy view of the 
court’s most notable dissenter, that Gov- 
ernment by consent will disappear ‘“‘to be 
replaced by government by intimidation.”

Social Security 

A letter signed ‘‘Perplexed”’ in 
the Oct. 16 Post-Dispatch quoted 
several statements that could cause 
concern as to the soundness of the 
American social security program 
of old-age, survivors, and disability 
insurance. 

One of the statements quoted in 
the letter from ‘‘Perplexed’’ is, 
‘The social security system is not 
insurance as we know it and as our 
courts of law interpret it.”’ 

The fact is that the old-age, sur- 
vivors, and disability insurance pro- 
gram is income insurance. The risk 
insured against is loss of family in- 
come because of the disability, old 
age, or death of the family earner. 

The cost of meeting these risks is 
carefully evaluated and contribu- 
tions are set by law which are suf- 
ficient to cover the cost. 

The amounts of the benefits and 
the conditions under which they 
will be paid are stated in the law. 
The right to these insurance bene- 
fits is a legal right enforceable in 
the courts. 


These are the characteristic that 
make social insurance ‘‘insurance.”’ 

The Supreme Court, in a recent 
stated, ‘“‘The social security 

may be accurately de- 
scribed as a form of social insur- 
ance, enacted pursuant to Con- 
gress’ power to ‘spend money in 
aid of the ‘‘general welfare.’ ”’

In the same decision the court in- 
dicated very positively that the 
right to old-age, survivors, and dis- 
ability insurance benefits is a valua- 
ble and legally enforceable right 
protected by the Fifth Amendment 
to the Constitution, and that bene- 
fits cannot be arbitrarily denied. 

The basic soundness of the pro- 
gram has been reafiirmed on sev- 
eral occasions by distinguished 
groups after careful study. In 1959 
an Advisory Council on Social Se- 
curity Financing, made up of emi- 
nent insurance company actuaries, 
economists, bankers, social insur- 
ance and financial experts, as well 
as representatives of management 
and labor, stated, ‘‘The method of 
financing the old-age, survivors, and 
disability insurance program is 
sound, and, based on the best esti- 
mates available, the contribution 
schedule now. in the law makes ade- 
quate provision for meeting both 
short-range and long-range costs.” 

In brief, a social insurance sys- 
tem is financially sound ii the leg- 
islation on which it is based pro- 
vides for income sufficient to meet 
all benefit and administrative costs 
as they fall due. 

The social security system meets 
this test.

Peril or Promise? 

President Kennedy’s request for new au- 
thority in matters of international trade may 
well be the issue of most enduring impor- 
tance on his agenda for Congress. Our posi- 
tion in the family of nations will depend on 
the response of the members. And this will 
depend on the response of their constituents. 
Unhappily, one already hears some of the 
grumbling and special pleading so charac- 
teristic of American tariff debates. 

Industrialists facing foreign competition 
want higher rather than lower tariffs. So do 
their employes, and their home-town cham- 
bers of commerce. From a purely local and 
individualistic point of view this is under- 
standable enough. But international trade 
isenot a parochial issue. It must be shaped 
in accord with international conditions. 

The United States is one of the great trad- 
ing nations. We live not by merely satisfying 
our own domestic needs. The disposal of our 
surplus production abroad is important in 
determining the difference between ‘eco- 
nomic stagnation and prosperity. This fact 
the American people and their legislative 
representatives must keep in mind when they 
ponder the President’s proposals. 

» » - 


These will be proposals for living in a new 
world largely of our own making. its most 
important feature is the European Common 
Market, an outgrowth of Marshall Plan help 
granted on condition that the Europeans 
would co-operate. Hence the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation (OEEC). 
Hence also the incentive for the economic 
and eventual political integration of the six 
major European continental nations. With 
Britain negotiating tor membership and with 
other governments following, the Six soon 
should be the Nine, and perhaps the Fifteen. 

Most of us have been more aware of the 
perils than the promises of the international 
situation. Whether the enlarged Common 
Market becomes a peril rather than a promise 
depends on American adjustment to it. With- 
in a few years we probably will see an eco- 
nomically unified Europe with a population 
of about-300,000,000 people, bigger than the 
United States and about as big as the U.S.S.R. 
It will comprise the most competent and en- 
terprising people in the world. They will 
have advanced productive facilities at their 
command, and advanced ideas for making 
the most of them. Whether they continue as 
our partners—and a great force for peace—is 
up to us. 

- + . 

The Common Market already has gone far 
to remove tariffs and quotas among its 
member nations and to maintain a common 
tariff against non-members. This is a com- 
plete reversal of the philosophy which, be- 
fore the war, built the walls which balkanized 
Europe. Life under Nazi occupation and then 
the Russian threat convinced Europeans that 
it wes fatal to be small in a large world. So 
despite ancient divisions, progress has been 
phenomenal. Aware of interdependence, the 
Europeans extended their first tariff cuts to 
non-members. But it will hardly be possible 
to share further benefits without reciprocity. 

President Kennedy and the new Under 
Secretary of State, George Ball, know this. 
Hence the desire to deal broadly with the 
new Europe. The American pggple should be 
as adaptable as the Europeans: We should 
see the peril of economic isolation for the 
benefit of a few, and the promise of eco- 
nomic co-operation for the benefit of all. 


MATS Aids in Air Safety 


Secretary of Defense McNamara has taken 
a wise step in assigning the Military Air 
Transport Service to a major part in the ef- 
fort to prevent any more plane disasters such 
as that of last Nov. 9 at Richmond, Va., in 
which 74 Army recruits died. The effective- 
ness with which MATS should be able to han- 
dle its new assignment is evident in its rec- 
ord of only one fatal transport plane crash in 
the last three years of ferrying military per- 
sonnel all over the world. Its capability sur- 
vey teams, which see that MATS strict rules 
ere rigidly enforced, now will check closely 
on every airliner of the supplemental con- 
tractors before they haul recruits. Neither 
the Federal Aviation Agency nor the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, both short of inspectors, 
can make as thorough and continuous a 
check as can MATS. It is good to know that 
this step has been taken while Congress, the 
FAA and the CAB seek the cause of the Rich- 
mond disaster. 


Recalcitrant Viet Nam 

Failure of the Ngo Dinh Diem regime in 
South Viet Nam to effect the urgent reforms 
the United States thinks are needed if Viet 
Nam is to turn back the Communists is hav- 
ing repercussions in Washington. As one 
means of bringing pressure on Diem the Ad- 
ministration now is considering the tempo- 
rary recall of Ambassador Frederick Nolting 
“for consultations,” a step which might help 
awaken Diem to the realities of his serious 
situation. 

Mr. Nolting has reported almost total fail- 
ure in his attempts to persuade Mr. Diem to 
give young and capable aids a voice in his 
government and in the army, to end the 
harassment of his political opponents and to 


take measures that will assure productive use , 


of new emergency United States aid. 

President Diem’s reaction thus far has been 
to charge the United States with interfer- 
ence in his affairs. Perhaps he thinks it 
necessary to assure Viet Namese he is not 
being manipulated by a Western power. The 
United States has run into this problem be- 
fore. But it is up to Mr. Diem to find a way 
to conform to the United States suggestions 
and to explain the reasons to the vublic. That 
is, if he wants Viet Nam to survive. Or if he 
wants to survive himself. 

Since 1954 the United States has put two 
and a half billion dollars into South Viet Nam 
but no appreciable progress has been made 
in strengthening the country. Nothing that 
has been tried seems to have worked. Mr. 
Diem is remote from the people and the 
Communist guerrillas and infiltrators contin- 
ually gain strength. Exactly what Gen. Max- 
well Taylor, President Kennedy’s special ad- 
viser, recommended for Viet Nam is not 
known, but whatever it was President Diem 
had better go along as fast as possible. 

Some believe that while it may be possible 
to save Viet Nam from the Communists with- 
out the dispatch of American combat troops 
—and sending troops is unthinkable—it may 


all the time. If Mr. Diem refuses to face 
the facts, the next best hope is that intelligent 
Viet Namese will be able to bring about a 
change at the top. 


Another Round for Reds 


The indictment of the Communist party 
by a federal grand jury in Washington prom- 
ises another long round of litigation over so- 
called Communist-control legislation, though 
the first round lasted nearly a decade. 

Not more than an infinitesimal fraction of 
the American people will have much sympa- 
thy with the Communist party or its leader- 
ship. The party itself is down from 80,000 
to about 10,000 members, though presumably 
some have gone “underground.” And even 
Americans who are dubious about constitu- 
tional aspects of the legislation involved will 
ask why the Communists still defy it, espe- 
cially since the Supreme Court upheld these 
laws last June. 

The fact is that the Supreme Court, in its 
June 5-4 decisions, did not rule on these laws 
in every respect. The court upheld a section 
of the 1950 Internal Security Act requiring 
Communists to register as agents of a foreign 
power, and upheld a part of the 1940 Smith 
Act making it a crime for a person to be a 
member of a group which he knows advocates 
forcible overthrow of the-Government. 

In these decisions the court majority did 
not consider the legal consequences of party 
registration. The minority asked if registra- 
tion under the 1950 law would not result in 
trials under the 1940 law, thus violating the 
Fifth Amendment guard against self-incrimi- 
nation. The majority answered, in effect, 
that the consequences could be judged when 
there were any. This is the future test to 
which both the Communists and the Justice 
Department must look, the former deliber- 
ately by defying the law and the latter by 
doing its duty of prosecution. 

The nation may find it distasteful to grant 
a second round to Communist use of legal 
rights which they would destroy if they could. 
Russia certainly would not grant such rights 
to hostile or even critical elements. . It should 
be enough to say that this is not Russia, and 
the rights involved in the Communist case be- 
long to everyone. 


Next: So-Called Human Beings 


The science fiction writers — especially 
those who have tried to warn humans that 
robots will get them if they don’t behave— 
are again being outdone by the scientists, and 
not merely in the field of outer space. 

Science now has found electrical and bio- 
chemical ways of altering human behavior 
by remote control. It seems that 30 or more 
“sensing” pellets may be implanted in the 
human body, each with a different function 
and each to be activated by radio. “There 
is no question that we can modify human be- 
havior in this way,” says Dr. Otto Schmidt of 
the University of Minnesota. His only ques- 
tion is how far science should go in meddling 
with human behavior. He urges that the new 
techniques be studied as nuclear weapons 
are studied, that they should be perfected 
while thought is given at the same time as 
to how they should be used. 


It is not surprising that this research is 
being given “tremendous” military emphasis, 
and that most of the knowledge has been 
classified as secret. The advantages of a 
man-machine as a soldier are obvious. But 
Dr. Schmidt also sees applications in medi- 
cine, economics and other fields. No doubt 
the “taste-makers” would be in their element 
if they automatically could make a man buy 
Car X or Cigarette Y. As soon as the method 
became sufficiently refined, it would be just 
the thing for a dictator to insure automatic 
acceptance of his orders. 

We are sure that Dr. Schmidt and his col- 
leagues want nothing like that. Indeed we 
prefer to believe that it is impossible. Yet 
the initial success of the new control system 
was announced at the clinical meeting of the 
American Medical Association. And since 
that is no forum for fiction, it is enough to 
make a man think—while he still can, while 
he is not yet radio-controlled. 
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The Coming New Concentrates 

Concentration of beer for shipment, which 
Anheuser-Busch is to start testing here in 
January, may presage some radical changes 
in production and marketing, not only in beer 
but also in wine, vinegar and milk, to which 
the same process is said to be applicable. 

Since the principal purpose is to reduce 
shipping costs by decreasing bulk and weight, 
railroads and truck lines that carry the prod- 
uct would presumably experience a decline 
in revenue. 

A commodity ordinarily limited to rela- 
tively short shipments from ihe plant could 
be shipped much longer distances for recon- 
stitution near the point of sale, perhaps per- 
mitting price cuts which many small brewers 

- fear would drive them out of business. 

Labor fears a loss of jobs. The Internal 
Revenue Service is struggling to produce new 
tax rules to keep up with the new develop- 

-» ment. Anti-trust law could become involved 
if the new technology seriously reduced 
competition. ; 

At the same time, the concentrate process, 
like so many current developments that are 
upsetting to established patterns of com- 
merce, is progress, and progress always de- 
serves a green light. With due care for the 
protection of small business. and the preser- 
vation of competition, the governing factor 
should be the free play of the market. 

In principle beer concentrate—or wine, 
vinegar or milk—is identical with fruit-juice 
concentrates, which have long been accepted 
and widely used. And if the economies are 
passed on, atleast in part, to consumers, a 
broadly useful purpose will have been served. 


The Whole or Half? 


In its Monday meeting the State Board of 
Education evidently will face rival plans for 
a junior college in the St. Louis area. The At- 
torney General has ruled that the board may 
decide which plan should be put before the 
voters. The petitions for a metropolitan college 
district were drafted, verified and presented 
to the state before the proposals for a county 
college district. The main consideration, how- 
ever, is whether the whole area, and not just 
the county, needs new college facilities, and

Human Problems Before Politics Is Rule for UNICEF, Facing Fifteenth Anniversary

UNICEF’s symbol is a child drink- 
ing a cup of milk, and properly so. For 
JNICEF—short for United Nations In- 
ternational Children’s Emergency Fund 
—was created by the United Nations in 
1946 to keep 20,000,000 children from 
starving or dying of exposure. 

Devastated by war, many European 
nations couldn’t feed or clothe their 
children. Hundreds of thousands of 
them were dying in the rubble. The 
first UNICEF teams went in after them 

in a hurry, with 

barrels of pow- 

The Mirror dered milk, bolts 

of wool and bun- 

of dies of hides. While 
UNICEF people 
ladied milk to the 
children, the na-

hired the parents to sew the wool into 
children’s underwear and the hides 
into children’s shoes. 


There was never enough to go around 
—those who ladled milk vill never for- 
get the look on small, pinched faces 
But for a 
few of the millions there was just 
enough to make the difference—a slice 
of black bread spread with lard, a 
horsemeat sandwich, a cup of spaghet- 
ti and fish. 

Babies in Poland got diapers; home- 
less boys scavenging Italian garbage 
heaps got blankets and a warm place 
to sleep. Many nations, including those 
being helped, gave what they could. 
UNICEF warehouses distributed sugar 
from Poland, rice from Italy, banana 
flour from Ecuador. 

No one knows how many people are 
alive today because UNICEF got to 
them in time with a spoonful of cod 
liver oil and a pot of stew. But by 
1950 Europe was regaining its feet, 
and the United Nations was eyeing 
UNICEF’s long range possibilities. 
Here was an efficient, universally 
popular organization with a lot of ex- 
perience in helping sick and hungry 
children. Why not, UN leaders thought, 
expand its activities to help children 
in. chronically backward countries 
around the world? The. general as- 
sembly debated the question and 
voted to continue UNICEF under a 
new name, the United Nations Chil- 
dren’s Fund (which has retained the 
famous UNICEF initials). So was re- 
born the organization which celebrates

its fifteenth anniversary this month. 
Then, as now, UNICEF was volun- 
tarily supported. No nation had an 
obligation to help. Yet in 1950, a total 
of 30 governments gave nearly 38.- 
000,000 to UNICEF. Nations which 
couldn’t give cash continued to give 
rice, coffee, sugar and dried fish. 
American schoolchildren raised money 
by “‘trick or treat” collections on Hal- 
loween. People all over the world 
bought UNICEF Christmas cards, in- 
spired in 1946 by a ‘‘thank you”’ draw- 
ing from a little Czech girl whom 
UNICEF had helped to feed. 

Considering the immensity of the 
problem, the contributions were a 
meager beginning. But UNICEF has 
a reputation for stretching a dollar. 
Even today life (as well as death) is 
cheap in the underdeveloped world. A 
curing dose of trachoma ointment 
costs UNICEF 30 cents. The vaccine 
to protect a child from TB costs a 
penny. The penicillin to clear a young 
girl’s face of the hideous growths 
and sores inflicted by yaws costs 
from a nickel to 15 cents. 

Most of all, the UNICEF dollar 
helped people help themselves. It 
showed the ignorant and the despair- 
ing how different their lives could be 
with proteins, clean water, trained mid- 
wives, penicillin and soap. And once 
they saw, they were eager to win 
these things for their children. 

In recent years about 30 per cent 
of the UNICEF dollar went to fight 
hunger. Another 20 per cent went to 
support 20,000 maternal and child wel-

fare clinics scattered over 72 lands 
around the world. 

Progress has been made, but most 
of the clinics still meet only basic 
needs. Nearly every day the UNICEF 
clinics are visited by two or three 
mothers who have never before en- 
countered a nurse, much less a doc- 
tor. One sent this note to the UNICEF 
office in Manila: 

“I am so ignorant to write, but my 
heart is thanking.” 

The balance of UNICEF’s funds— 
about half—have gone to control dis- 
ease, and with dramatic results. 
Nurses pedaling UNICEF bicycles have 
gone into the jungles of west Africa 
to treat some 400,000 lepers, who are 
traditionally feared and exiled in stock- 
ades. In Ghana alone, 42,000 of 50,000 
leprosy victims have been treated. In 
all, UNICEF supplies 15 such pro- 
grams in as many countries. 


UNICEF field representatives are 
on the spot to make sure that the milk, 
penicillin, blankets and diapers get to 
the children. UNICEF crates, jeeps 
and coveralls are conspicuously la- 
beled. There are big posters at feed 
ing and clinic locations. 


One of the few human problems that 
doesn’t seem to concern UNICEF peo- 
ple is politics. 

“| think we can truly say that at 
UNICEF the human problems drown 
out everything else,’’ says Mahmoud 
Shafqat of Pakistan, a recent chairman 
of the board.

REVIEWING the testimony 
taken over recent years the sub- 
committee found that the public 
attitude toward civil defense re- 
flected ‘‘a wide spectrum of be- 
liefs conditioned by different 
emotions, values and degrees of 
understanding of the problem.”’ 

It listed the principal groups 
opposed to shelters and gave 
some of their reasons. Such as 
the pacifists who are against all 
forms of military preparedness 
and the pessimists who believe 
that nothing could be saved, that 
the world would be a wasteland, 
impossible to rebuild and too 
poisoned to seed and cultivate. 
There were also the few indif- 
ferent, it said, who would yield 
to the Russians on the theory 
that “it’s better to be Red than 
dead.”’ 

It noted that ‘‘an influential 
segment of opinion, official and 
otherwise,’’ opposes a civil de- 
fense program as a move that 
might interfere with arms con- 
trol negotiations and might make 
the Russians doubtful of our sin- 
cerity. Another’ group, it said, 
feared that preparation for a 
comprehensive American pro- 
gram ‘“‘might make the Russians 
so suspicious that they will be- 
come alerted, even ‘trigger 
happy’ and ‘accident prone’ so 
that an attack might be launched 
inadvertently.” 

From studies over recent years 
the subcommittee members con- 
cluded: 


“We are convinced that, de- 


spite the most savage nuclear 
attack that the enemy can de- 
liver in the foreseeable future, 
this nation can survive—if it pre 
pares itself. It can recover. It 
can restore a viable economy. 
It can preserve free institutions. 
It can re-establish high stand 
ards of living. 

“This is not wishful thinking 
or naive optimism. We have 
made a careful assessment of 


civil defense problems and what 


can be achieved by 
well-planned 
ures.” 

The subcommittee members 
welcomed President Kennedy's 
leadership for an expanded pro- 
gram, saying his messages to 
Congress and addressed to the 
American people ‘‘have banished, 
almost overnight, a great deal of 
public apathy and indifference.”’ 

This view was contradicted by 
five Republican members of the 
whole rnment .

THE FEWER PEOPLE who 
know about the CIA operations 
the greater the secrecy and secu- 
rity. CIA employes are covered 
by a special law with ample 
punishment which binds them for 
life not to reveal anything of its 
operations. 

In 1948 Dulles was appointed 
chairman of a three-man com- 
mittee to survey the United 
States, intelligence system. When 
Gen. Smith became director of 
CIA in 1950, he called Dulles and 
said: “You've written this re- 
port, suppose you come down 
here and put it into effect for 
me.” 

Dulles came to Washington for 
a six-weeks’ job under Smith and 
has been with CIA ever since. 
He became director Feb, 26, 1953. 


In the last years under 
Dulles, CIA has expanded 
greatly and its operations are 
worldwide. It is supposed to 
take a generation or more to 
build an effective intelligence 
service. Dulles and his prede- 
cessors in 14 years have built 
one of the most effective intel- 
ligence systems in the world. 


Probably not more than 2 or 3 
per cent of both the successes 
and failures of the CIA have 
been made public. The successes 
are testified to by the tirades in 
the Communist press about 
Dulles and CIA operations.

There 
is no military power that can 
do that.” 

Western observers in Moscow 
thouecht the President's words 
would go far to offset official 
Russian statements that the 
United States and its allies were

President Kennedy pointed to 
the day when ‘‘our two peoples, 
which now live in danger, will 
be able to live in peace and 
with a greatly increased stand- 
ard of living.” 
| That day can come, he said, 
if the Soviet Union will stop ‘‘at- 
tempting to impose the Com- 
munist system (and) permit the 
people of the world to live as 
they wish to live.’’ He _ pin- 
pointed some of the areas of 
tension, particularly Berlin and 
Germany. 

The United States, he said, be- 
lieves in a united Germany, but 
recognizes that a united Ger- 
many is impossible so long as 
Russia opposes it. The United 
States, however, wants a negoti- 
ated settlement of the Berlin 
dispute—and is apposed to pos- 
session by West Germany of 
nuclear weapons, 

As for the world competition 
between the two economic and 
social systems, Mr. Kennedy 
said: “If the people of any coun- 
try choose to follow a Commu- 
nist system in a free election, 
after a fair opportunity for a 
number of views to be presented, 
the United States would accept 
that.”” 

He told the Russian people 
that their government had re- 
sumed nuclear weapons tests 
while the United States, Russia 
and Britain were engaged in try- 
ing to agree on a treaty banning 
such tests.

Monumental Presence at Air Terminal 


Henry Moore Figures—A Fresh Triumph for St. Louis 


By GEORGE McCUE 


THE KIND OF ATTENTION 
that a spectator pays to sculpture says 
a great deal about the quality of the 
sculpture. Although one may emerge 
from the first confrontation with mixed 
feelings, it is worth while to reflect that 
a work which produces a strong reaction | 
has made a strong statement. 

Soon after the announcement last year 
that a project then in the making by 
Henry Moore had been selected for the 
new plaza in front of the Lambert-St. 
Louis Field terminal building, there were 
complaints. One was that an American 
work should have received the honor, 


. and another questioned whether Moore’s 


solid masses were suited to an expres- 
sion of the Air Age, particularly when 
destined for a position before a building 
whose principal architectural effect is in 
its soaring light-swept vaults. 

Since the installation of Moore's two 
figures last week, at opposite ends of a 
raised fountain basin, the two most preva 


lent reactions seem to be: (1) The sculp- 
ture “‘works’’ surprisingly well in har- 
mony with this area’s best-known and 
most outstanding building; but (2) What 
is it? 


HENRY MOORE IS THE leading 
sculptor of Great Britain and, many au- 
thorities feel, of the world. The magnitude 
of his work makes considerations of 
nationality seem irrelevant and trivial. 


The City Art Museum and Washington 
University own small pieces by him, but 
the existence of two of his large figures 
here is really eventful. It is the biggest 


sculptural event since the Milles Fountain 
jets began to play on Aloe Plaza, and 
these two events are related. The Milles 
Foundation project was initiated by Mrs. 
Louis P. Aloe, whose husband was a civic 
leader and a former president of the 
Board of Aldermen. She paid a large 
share of the cost, with the city putting 
up the rest. 

Even now, almost 25 years later, we 
can still faintly hear Alderman Hubert A 
Hoeflinger, a tailor, protesting, ‘‘What’s 
the matter with fig There were 
those, too, whi ized Ww! 
Milles called his fountain, ‘“‘The 
of the Rivers.’’ But the city cou 
ruled that Milles could not be required 
to weld on fig leaves, and the fo 
now seems to be titled ‘‘The Meeting of 
the Waters,’ so we have settled down 
to enjoy the Milles Fountain, to show it 
with pride to out-of-town visitors and to 
see photographs of it turning up in all 
sorts of publications that refer to St. Louis. 

The airport terminal sculptures are the 
gift of Mr. and Mrs. Howard F. Baer 
in memory of Mrs. Aloe, who was Mrs. 
Baer’s mother. They were selected by a 
committee of three, appointed by Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker—William N. Eisen- 
drath Jr., curator of the Washington Uni- 
versity art collections; Gyo Obata, archi- 
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tect, and Richard K. Weil, an art col- 
lector. Obata designed the architectural 
installation, trying full-scale photostat 
profiles of the pieces at various heights 
to determine their most favorable eleva- 
tion in relation to the terminal building. 
Harriet Bakewell designed the: landscapé¢ 
setting. 
THE EFFECTIVENESS. of the 
Moore figures as an adjunct to a building 
that is light and open in design must be 
seen to be appreciated. It seems clear 
enough that the building itself expresses 
the Air Age to the fullest extent, and that 
sculpture that is light in composition 
would be lost in this setting. The three- 
story Alexander Calder mobile in the 
Pittsburgh terminal foyer is an enormous 
construction, beautifully made and quite 
relevant to the Air Age idea, but its 
form dissolves in the vast confusion of 
its environment. The Moore figures, on 
majestically and 
vy establish them- 
that plays up to 
c nearby terminal build- 
ing, and with a presence that is accentu- 
ated when seen against the high-arched 
expanses of glass just beyond. The fig- 
ures come partly into view from the Mark 
Twain Expressway, and they confront 
travelers emerging from the terminal 
doors. The landscaped plaza has a low 
wall which screens off the parking lot 
which formerly almost engulfed the termi- 
nal building. A jet of water shoots from 
the base of each figure toward the other 
figure, crossing in midair between the two. 
And now for the ‘‘What is it?’’ There 
has been some confusion because, al- 
though the works are referred to as two 
figures, there are actually four pieces 
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of bronze. The works are titled ‘“‘Reclin- 
ing Figure I’ and ‘Reclining Figure II.”’ 
Each figure is in two parts. 

The photographs below show the figures 
to be abstractions derived from the 
human image but to be also something 
other than human. For the sake of sim- 
plification, they might be thought of as 
landscape in which we read human at- 
tributes, in the sense that we see a head 
in a cliff outcropping and call it the 
Great Stone Face, or recognize the figure 
of a woman in Mount Ixtaccihuatl, near 
Mexico City. 


MOORE’S SCULPTURE is built 
entirely on this primordial image, which, 
as one walks around it, alternates be- 
tween its aspects of the human figure 
and of great eroded cliffs, pierced by 
holes that both define the figure and 
Suggest deep caves. 

Andrew Carnduff Ritchie, director of 
the Yale University art gallery, who spoke 
at the dedication of the figures, said 
that each of the two parts of the figures 
presents ‘‘a contrapuntal posture to the 
other.”’ 

“Space is only the shape that form 
would displace in air, or the distances 
between two things,’’ Moore said in an 
interview in Horizon magazine last year. 
“The shape the fingers would enclose if 
I were holding an apple would be differ- 
ent from the shape if I were holding a 
pear. . ... The idea that space is some- 
thing new in sculpture is only held by 
people who don’t know what space or 
form is.’’ 

The interruption of these forms, and 
the shaping of the space between them 
by the jagged edges of what is left, is 
a means of causing this open air to 
function as part of a sculptural compo- 
sition. Sculptors always have considered 
this shaping of space. The spectator 
may not be aware of it when the space 
is that between the curved arm and the 
body of a classical figure, because he 
is noticing only the figure. Moore requires 
that the spectator’s attention be called 
to the spaces. 

The heads are small in scale to the 
figures, and this-is a sculptor’s device 
o: making the figures seem more monu- 
mental. Moore has pointed out that 
Michelangelo used the* same principle. 

Since the St. Louis figures were or- 
dered, other casts have been made for 
the Museum of Modern Art, New York, 
and the Tate Gallery, London. The 
Chase Manhattan Bank in New York has 
ordered an enlarged version of one of 
the figures. The first public exhibition 
of the St. Louis figures was at the White- 
chapel Art Gallery, London, a year ago, 
where they were acclaimed by the British 
critic, Bryon Robertson, for their ‘‘maj- 
esty and grandeur . . . two component 
parts that are so flawlessly related and 
unified as to be one, . . . These are surely 
his masterpieces.”

Democracy in Higher Education 


100 Years Ago, the American View Was New and Radical

ASKED TO POINT OUT the 
most important sector of higher educa- 


tion in the world, many people might 
think in terms of Harvard, Oxford, Cam- 
bridge and a few other venerable seats: 
of learning, rich in prestige and tradition. 
Historian Allan Nevins would disagree. 
At Kansas City a few days ago he gave 
chief importance to the public universities 
of the United States. Nevins did not 
labor the point. He said it was so, and 
went on to more pressing matters. The 
fundamental question, he suggested, is 
whether the state universities and land- 
grant institytions can continue to give 
the rising generation free access to 
knowledge and thus maintain a demo 
Cratic society. 

Access to higher education still is not 
entirely free in the United States, of 
course. Many qualified young people fail 
to attend college for financial reasons, 
But the concept of the public university— 
offering instruction at minimum cost to 
all comers, tied in closely with the com- 
munity’s needs, unashamedly concerned 
with the advancement of agriculture and 
the mechanic arts—is a distinctively 
American contribution to higher educa- 
tion. It is part of the democratic ideal, 
subject, as is always the case, to grievous 
shortcomings in practice. 
NEVERTHELESS WHEN =the 
concept began developing in this coun- 
try 100 years ago it was quite new, and 
a radical departure from the traditional 
European view of the college as a San- 
hedrin of scholars at whose feet a fav- 
ored few might be trained in law, medi- 
cine and theology. 

The novelty and usefulness of this typi- 
cally American development were empha- 
sized a number of times at the Kansas 
City meeting to which Nevins spoke. The 
occasion was the Centennial Convocation 
of the American Association of Land- 
Grant Colleges and State Universities. 
There are now 68 such institutions in 50 


States and Puerto Rico in the system, , to be fought against ever increasing num- 


which since passage of the Morrill Act 
in 1862 has received title to more than 
11,500,000 acres of public land. 

Foreign speakers at the centennial— 

British, German, Brazilian, Nigerian— 
heaped praise on the American public 
college or university as a practical instru- 
ment for social change. Britain, France 
and Germany are now moving to make 
higher education more democratic. In the 
underdeveloped nations the concept of the 
land-grant college is seen as a means for 
rapid modernization of agriculture, for 
training in industrial skills, for bridging 
the gap, as one foreigner put it, between 
the educated few and the illiterate masses. 
It seemed apparent that the visitors were 
speaking out of honest admiration. They 
were not just being polite. 
UNITED STATES educators doubt- 
less enjoyed the kind words but they 
were in no mood for complacency. Think- 
ing about the next century, they showed 
concern about money, quality, and the 
mounting pressure of applicants. They ex- 
plored deeply the obligations of public 
universities in helping back up the 
nation’s foreign policy. On the domestic 
front, they asked themselves whether the 
major task ahead is in the cities, rather 
than the rural areas. In addition they 
made some attempt to cope with what 
many think to be the fundamental prob- 
lem facing public education everywhere. 

That is the problem of achieving both 
academic excellence and equality of 
opportunity. While Europe moves toward 
democracy in education, the trend in the 
United States is toward excellence, and 
this is being reflected in the state univer- 
sities. In Bernard Berelson’s ranking of 
American universities, public and private, 
the “Top 12” includes five members of 
the land-grant group—California at Berke- 
ley, Cornell, Illinois, Massachusetts. Insti- 
tute of Technology and Wisconsin. Even 
so, the brunt of the enrollment pressure 

in higher education in the future is going 
to be borne by public institutions, and 
the battle to keep up standards will have 


bers. In some of the weaker institutions, 
of course, there will not be much of a 
struggle. 


Historian Nevins suggested one way of 
stemming the tide of students. Too many 
young people, he said, seek higher educa- 
tion because it affords status and is the 
right thing to do socially. He pointed out 
that there is nothing magic about a 
college diploma. History is rich with emi- 
nent Americans who have gotten along 
without one. Besides, Nevins said, point- 
ing to Britain, the general level of culture 
in a nation is not necessarily set by the 
»roportion of college-trained people. 

“Great Britain with about 55,000,000 

people has today perhaps 100,000 univer- 
sity students,’ Nevins said. ‘“‘The United 
States with 180,000,000 people has upwards 
of 3,000,000. In view of this disproportion 
we should expect Americans to be a far 
more cultured people than the British. 
But is this the fact? Most people who 
spend some time in England return with 
the opposite impression.” 
AS NEVINS SAID, British  sec- 
ondary schooling has been better than 
American. The British seem to be able 
to get more solid material into a student 
in a given number of years, and make 
it stick. Still, Nevins conceded that the 
problem of onrushing numbers could not 
be substantially reduced by a more 
rational view of' diploma values. There 
were 22,000,000 young Americans between 
the ages of 15 and 24 in 1955; by 1975 the 
number is expected to more than double, 
reaching 48,000,000. This means a corre- 
sponding increase in candidates for higher 
education. 

The hand-writing has been on the wall 
a long time. In the richer, more populous 
and aggressive states—California, New 
York, Illinois,—there is action on a grand 
scale to meet the new demands. Even 
in Missouri, which has been grudging in 
its support for higher education, forward 
movement is discernible. In the American 
tradition the youth who wants a college 
education, and is qualified to take it, will 
have to be served,

Classical Records 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


THE TALENTED choral director, Robert Shaw, has used 
a chamber orchestra and a small body of singers, each group 
about the same size, in recording Bach’s Mass in B Minor. As 
the sound is subject to amplification, the result is not exactly 
comparable to a performance that Bach himself might have 
supervised in the Eighteenth Century. It is reasonable to assume, 
however, that Bach was not trying for a thick texture and a 
grandiose’ style. The number of singers in his choir and the 
small orchestra that he is known to have used suggest that he 
expected to achieve a devotional and exalted spirit not through 
sheer force but by expressive inflection. 

The performance by the Shaw chorale and orchestra is thor- 
oughly transparent, thereby permitting a clear articulation of 
all voices. It has fervor and technical excellence. The soloists 
are Saramae Endich and Adele Addison, sopranos, Florence 
Kopleff, contralto, Mallory Walker, tenor and Ara Berberian, 
bass. 

It is generally believed that the B Minor Mass was com- 
posed at different periods of the composer’s life and not with 
an original intention of being performed as a whole. The sec- 
tiong are nevertheless compatible when presented as a whole. 
There is no disparity in intellectual grasp or in emotional ardor 
among any of the parts. (RCA-Victor Monaural, three records 
in album with explanatory notes.) 

A POTPOURRI of operatic experts sung by the late Jussi 
Bjoerling extends througl: the Swedish tenor’s repertory, which 


he was amplifying at the time of his death in 1960. The 
operas represented include Puccini’s ‘‘Tosca,’’ ‘‘Turandot,’’ 


‘The Girl of the Golden West’’ and ‘“‘“Manon Lescaut’: Verdi's 
‘‘Masked Ball’’ and ‘‘Requiem’’; Ponchielli’s ‘‘Giaconda”; Gior- 
dano’s ‘‘Fedota” and Cilea’s ‘‘L’Arlesiana.”” Up to the last 
year of his life Bjoerling sang in a style—brilliant, warm and 
plastic—that has been generally regarded as typically Italian. 
He had something of Caruso’s ringing clang; but though his 
emotional involvement was always complete he never forgot 
to stay within the mood of the piece being performed and to 
use his voice to articulate the character he was impersonating. 

These selections are sung to the accompaniment of several 
orche§tras, and in some instances Bjoerling is joined by other 
singers. The reproduction is life-like. (RCA-Victor, Stereophon- 
ic, one record.) 
ANOTHER Swedish singer, Birgit Nilsson, has an eminence 
equal to Bjoerling’s and she also is dedicated primarily to opera. 
Her latest record, however, presents her in songs by Schubert, 
Wagner, Richard Strauss, Grieg and Sibelius. In any of: these, 
whether Schubert’s ‘Lied der Mignon,’’ Wagner's ‘“Traume,” 
Grieg’s “‘l Love Thee” or Sibelius’s ‘‘Black Roses,”’ Mme. 
Nilsson employs an opulent sound—smooth, deep and clearly 
focused—reinforced by deep feeling. She does not have a wide 
range of expression, however, and in_the end the listener is 
more conscious of the singer’s personality than the varying traits 
of the composers. 

Mme. Nilsson is accompanied by the pianist Leo Taubman. 
(RCA-Victor, Stereophonic, one record.)

Until the first day of tenders 
on Thursday, there seemed no 
doubt, for example, that offer- 
ings of wheat would be anything 
but abundant. Some speculators 
who had scrambled earlier in 
the week to cover short posi- 
tions had believed the actual 
wheat would be hard to come by 
and that therefore the price 
would be bid up briskly in the 
pit. 

All doubt about delivery was 
resolved quickly, however, as 
offerings far exceeded the most 
Optimistic expectations and the 
grain fell u.der steady pressure 
for two days. 

Broadest setbacks were posted 
in corn, though, where dealers 
said they could see nothing more 
than a temporary letup in Gov- 
ernment selling from surplus 
stocks for the next. several 
weeks, at least. 

Until late in the week, soy- 
beans held virtually stationary in 
the absence of any commercial 
demand. However, a revival of 
buying in the soybean meal pit 
impaired strength to soybeans 
and they recgvered almost all 
the earlier losses.

Charley Goldman, who 
trained Rocky Marciano 
through the former champion’s 
unbeaten career, said that 
Rocky had been minus some 
teeth and had trouble with his 
mouthpiece, but it didn’t affect 
him too much. 

Some boxers wear exception- 
ally heavy rubber mouthpieces 
when they lack teeth, but Mc- 
Neeley says he can’t follow 
this custom ‘“‘because the big 
mouthpiece gags me.”’ 

Although he was knocked 
down twice in a match with 
George Logan in Boston, Mc- 
Neeley says lack of teeth has 
not bothered him in the ring. 

The first time he went down 
in the first round and, fighting 
instinctively, was not conscious 
of: what was happening until 
the fifth round. The second 
time he went down was in the 
eighth round. That time he 
jumped up immediately. - 


Ontario Rules 


Rules and regulations of the 
province of Ontario will pre- 
vail for the McNeeley-Floyd 
Patterson bout. And to make 
things clear, the Ontario com- 
missioner spelled them out for 
the camps of both fighters. 

Six-ounce gloves will be 
used. The count of eight in 
case of a knockdown will be 
automatic. The five points’ 
*‘must” system will be used in 
scoring by the referee, Joe 
Walcott, and the two judges, 
to be appointed by the com- | 
missioner. Five points go to 
the winner of a round, a lesser 
number to the loser. An even 
round gives each boxer five 
points. 

When in the opinion of the 
referee or doctor a boxer is 
incapable of continuing the 
bout because of a cut near an 
eye, the referee shall stop the 
bout. If the cut was caused by 
a blow, he must award the 
decision to the boxer deliver- 
ing the blow. If the cut was 
caused by an intentional butt 
of the head, victory must go 
to the injured boxer.

As the minor leagues already 
had passed this new-type bonus 
rule, today’s action by the ma- 
jors at their join} meeting put 
it into the books, effective im- 
mediately. The seven-minute 
joint meeting set a record for 
brevity. 

Although there is no bonus 
ceiling, basebal! men think there 
will be few of the huge bonus 
payments that ranged as high as 
$175,000 in the past, because the 
movement of first year men will 
be sharply restricted. 

The majors jointly approved 
yesterday's separate action in 
agreeing to play a second All- 
Star game July 30 at Wrigley 
Field in Chicago for the player 
pension fund. The first game will 
be played July 10 at Washington. 
However, it appeared certain 
that will not be two All- 
Star games after 1962 as the 
American League is against it. 

Little Trade Excitement. 

Except for three house-clean- 
ing deals by the Chicago White 
Sox, who unloaded veterans like 
Minnie Minoso, Roy Sievers, 
Billy Pierce and Don Larsen for 
younger talent, the week-long 
baseball meetings produced little 
trading excitement. 

The majors renewed their 
pledge of $850,000 in subsidies 
to the minor leagues, labeled the 
Player Development Plan.

“This new bonus rufe the 
first step,”’ said Frick. “I think 
we have taken the most forward 
steps that baseball had made in 
15 years. This rule may have 
some bugs in it, but they will 
be worked out 

“What I like best about it is 
that it is self-enforceable. There 
is no limit. Anybody can pay 
$100,000 but they may lose the 
boy in the draft.” 

Under the new rule, all first- 
year men in the minors are draft- 
able $8000. If brought to the 
major league roster, only one 
can be optioned to the minors.

“Hundreds of campesinos who 
were his friends came to his fu- 


neral. There were three busses 
covered with flowers,”” Whalen 
said. 

Thus, in the brief time they 
have been here, Grubb and 
Whalen have been confronted 
with the realities of life and 
death. 

Zipacon, their headquarters, is 
a poor hamlet of less than 1000 
inhabitants. with another 2000° 
living in the surrounding ‘‘mu 
nicipio.”’ 

Once one of the three capitals 
of the Chibcha Indians, # ap- 
pears arrested in time, hardly 
changed in the last century 

The two Americans and Torres 
share three rooms in a house 
without toilet, running water, or 
heat. They live out of trunks, 
sleep in swayback beds, brush 
their teeth with beer, and boast 
one 25-watt electric light bulb. 
The electricity is supplied for 


short periods twice a day, or ac- 


cording to the whim of the opera- 
tor of a small generator. 


On a sharp hill overlooking 
Zipacon stands a statue of the 
Virgin Mary holding an electric 
light bulb. When lighted, it serves 
as a signal to the villagers that 
the electricity is\on. 


But Grubb and Whalen mostly 
read by candlelight. ‘I’m read- 
ing everything Victor Hugo ever 
wrote,”’ reported Whalen, 

Recause Zipacon is high in the 
hills, the days are often chilly 
and rainy and the nights bitterly 
cold. 

‘Il sleep with five blankets and 
mv socks on,"’ Whalen said 

They eat in what serves as the 
local restaurant. Meals include 
soup for breakfast and ground 
vegetables formed into a lump. 

Like most other Corpsmen, 
Grubb and Whalen were given a 
warm reception when they first 
arrived at Zipacon. They have 
become friends with the mayor 
and village padre, who dresses 
in a cowboy hat and United 
States Air Force flight jacket, 


obtained onlv he knows where. 


Because of the lack of roads 
leading to the “hot country” in 
the lowlands, Zipacon does not 
even hold a market day. Build- 
ing the needed roads, two 
schools, an aqueduct to carry 
fresh water and a soccer field 
are among the projects planned 
by Grubb and Whalen. 

They expect to draft the serv- 
ices of Zipacon’s young men, 
most of whom waste away the 
hours talking in the village 
square. Many have been idle 
since a nearby mine, which had 
been worked since the days of 
the Incas, closed several years 
ago 

“There's so much to do here.”’ 
Whalen said. ‘that when I think 
hack to the good old davs. like 
the time I crashed a coming-out 
party in Detroit, it seems a long 
wavy off, brother.

“other Congo’ this week cele- 


brated its third anniversary of 
independence. It was in sharp 
contrast to the misery and frus- 
tration that plague the country 
on the opposite side of the Con- 
go river. 

That country, formerly under 
Belgian rule, is known generally 
as The Congo. This nation, once 
the heart of French Equatorial 
Africa, is formally known as the 
Republic of the Congo. In Unit- 
ed Nations terms, they are

Congo (Brazzaville). 

The residents of this country, 
poorer and more humble than 
those of the former Belgian 
Congo, are looking back on three 
years of relative stability. 

For the week of the anniver- 
sary, flags lined the streets of 
Brazzaville. Native bands played 
jubilant rhythms. Foreign dip- 
lomats and residents joined in 
joyous receptions and multi-ra- 
cial galas 

100 Franes for Beer, 

The government gave every 
African householder a 100-franc 
certificate for the celebration— 
enough to buy a bottle of beer, 
cheap wine or two bottles 
fizzy lemonade. 

Every yovernment minister 
was credited with 200,000 francs 
($800) for entertainment money. 
Ministers’ wives received 100,000 
francs to buy latest-style gowns. 

Each foreign diplomat was as- 
signed two 17-year-old African 
girls to stand close by as ladies- 
in-waiting for the week. At the 
foreigners’ beck and call, the

girls fetched drinks, told stories 
or made themselves attentive 
and useful. 

Brazzaville is normally a 
quiet city. It is huddled along 
the river like an American fron- 
tier town: the buildings are low 
and spread out, 

The Congolese here live in- 
formally in the equatorial sun. 
Fifteen hundred guests were in- 
vited to a government reception 
this week more than 2500 
people turned up. No one seemed 
to mind, and there was enough 
champagne for guests to drink 
it with their whisky instead of 
soda water. 

Led for three years, by their 
diminutive  president-priest, 
Abbe Fulbert Youlou, these Con- 
golese are probably the African 
people most loyal to their for- 
mer rulers in Paris. The people 
of Brazzaville are also tradi- 
tionally close to their tribal 
brothers in the former Belgian 
Congo—on both sides of the river 
the ancient Bakongo tribe pre- 
dominates. 

Youlou and Congolese Presi- 


- dent Joseph Kasavubu are Ba- 
konge cousins. Youlou, however, 
is friendly to Katanga President 
Moise Tshombe. There is politi- 


cal coolness between Leopold- 


ville and Brazzaville, despite the 


closeness of the peoples. For 


three months the ferry connect- 
ing the two was cut off in mutu a] 
pique. It was reopened just in 
time for the independence cele- 
brations. 

Youlou’s preference for 
Tshombe seems to be based on 
the French interest in Katanga, 
the hope of financial support 
from Tshombe, and a continuing 
desire to weaken Kasavubu. 

Next to Youlou the most rev- 
erend man in the French Congo 
is Charles De Gaulle. 

In wartime he chose Brazza- 
ville as the capital of F 
France—Dakar then was solidly 
loyal to Vichy regime. De Gaulle 
spent many months in Brazza- 
ville and worked out his dreams 
for a French community, along 
the lines of the British Common- 
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look!

* (AP)—Senator J. William Ful- 
bright, facing a possibly serious 
threat to re-election in Arkansas 
for the first time since 1944, is 
conducting an unorthodox de- 
fense 

Instead of apologizing for his 
wide-angle view of a Senator’s 
responsibilities, Fulbright has 
set out to make Arkansas. con- 
scious of world and national 
problems. This is no small task 
in a state where the most suc- 
cessiul politicians in_ recent 
vears have been the loudest ad- 
vocates of states’ rights 
1962 primaries 
away. 


The still are 
Fulbright as vet 
has no announced opposition. 
But the Democratic Senator. is 
campaigning as if the primary 
were tomorrow and he was not 
sure he was going to win. 
Two Rivals in Offing. 

His fears are not without 
foundation. Two political figures 
with potential power to unseat 
him—Gov, Orval E. Faubus and 
Representative Dale Alford—are 
flirting with the idea of contest- 
ing the senatorial nomination 

The possibility that either will 
run against him has sent Ful- 
bright on a 40-speech tour that 
will take him to every corner of 
the state before Congress recon- 
venes in January.

The tour is designed to sell his 
record to voters and implant in 
their minds a clear picture of 
Fulbright’s position in interna 
tional and national affairs. From 
this foundation, the Senator be 
lieves he can wage a vigorous 
campaign next summer against 
whatever opposition material.

Right now, Fulbright’s friends 
consider Faubus and Alford the 
main threats. Rumblings from 
Washington that Republicans and 
conservative Democrats may 
team up to help beat Fulbright 
are not given much weight in 
this state, which does not like 
outsiders meddling in its poli- 
tics. 

First Intensive Campaign. 

Fulbright, a 56-year-old col- 
lege president turned Senator, 
has not had to campaign serious- 
ly since he defeated former Sen- 
ator Hattie Caraway and feur 
other opponents in 1944..He had 
ho opposition for a second term 
in 1950 and no Democratic op- 
ponent in 1956. 

What could lead Faubus and 
Alford to tackle a man who has 
never lost a race? Their ambi- 
tions hark back to the 1957 Little 
Rock integration crisis which, 
in a manner of speaking, cre- 
ated both of them politically. 

Until he used National Guard 
troops to block integration of 
Little Rock Central High, Fau- 
bus was simply a second-term 
governor in a state which tra-

It ls With a Novel’s Personnel That the Reader Identifies Himself 


Ry THOMAS RB. SHERMAN 

THE CHIEF FACTOR in making a 
novel attractive to its readers depends on 
its characters and the illusion of reality 
they create. Interesting fiction has been 
written about characters who are little 
more than symbols, abstractions or man 
nequins wearing labels. In these instances 
the author’s ability to create a plausible 
situation, to argue an interesting moral 
point or to overpower the reader with the 
beauty of his language is a compensation 
for tepid characterization. In most in- 
stances works of this kind should be clas- 
sified as sermons, essays or rhetorical 
exercises. They are lacking in that basic 
‘“‘come-hither’’ appeal of fiction that en- 
ables one to live vicariously in a situation 
not likely to be encountered in his own 
life. 


In my belief a writer is half way to suc 
cess when he creates a character whose 
attributes are plausible and interesting 
He must seem human in order to inspire 
a sympathetic understanding; but he must 
have special qualities too if he 1s to lure 
the reader into the convolutions of his 
imagined life 

How to make a character seem real and 
interesting is one of the unexplained se 
crets of imaginative writing. It cannot he 
taught: the author himself cannot explain 
why his character seems to have a living 
presence. Certainly creation does not oc 
cur as the result of explicit or voluminous 
description. Sometimes a character 
springs into the center of the stage, in a 
manner of speaking, with only a word or 
two of introduction. Sometimes he arrests 
our attention through the words of a sub- 
ordinate character. 


A NOVEL MAY BECOME memor- 
able because of its ideas or its situation 
but those who remember it usually asso- 
ciate its content with a character. In 
some cases the character survives even 
when the book’s literary stature is second 
rate or downright insignificant 

The adventurous action in Victor Hugo's 
‘Les Miserables’’ now seems common- 
place, and hard to remember. “Oh yes,”’ 
you say, “there's something about a man 
being pursued through the sewers of 
Paris.”” Even this much could hardly be 
recalled if the man in question were not 
lean Valjean, the perfeet victim of the 
law’s inhumanity, or if Inspector Javert 
were not the embodiment of a lawman 
who was a slave to duty. Javert exempli- 
fies an ideal or an abstraction. Of him- 
self he would not entice anyone to hecome 
a reader. so we must look elsewhere for 
those unforgettable people who have be- 
come parts of our life

his time and place than Huck Finn 
ONE CAN IMAGINE that Huck 
Finn resembles the adventurous small hoy 
of all ages and all periods. Unfortunately 
this species was never thoroughly exam 
ined by the authors who preceded Mark 
Twain and so Huck becomes a prototype. 
He represents all boyhood, but in partic- 
ular he is the boy from the wrong side of 
the tracks, the boy who hates the fetters 
of civilization and the threat to his free- 
dom represented by book learning. 

He has his particular sense of honor and 
commitment to loyalty. One of the most 
moving passages in the literature of the 
English language occurs when Huck is de- 
ciding whether he should “turn in’’ his 
Negro companion, Jim, to the law. In his 
view he has a duty to society, and per 
haps to God, that requires him to become 
an informer. But his feeling of humanity 
will not allow it; he prefers to court pun 
ishment on earth and the possibilities of 
Hell fire 

It seems somewhat humorlese or even 
pompous to speak of Huck as a univer 
sal figure. Rut what he is 
though his had no intention of 
making him a symbol. The character has— 
hecome independent of the author and his 
origin. and has walked out of the honk 
OTHERS, NOT QUITE SO arrest 
ing as human heings. have 
autonomous and are known to people who 
are quite vague about the books in which 
the characters appeared. Thus some peo- 
ple who read few novels are familiar with 
Mr. Micawber, Betsy Trotwood, Uriah 
Heep, Becky Sharp, Silas Marner, Rebec- 
ca the Beautiful Jewess, Hamlet the Mel- 
ancholy Dane, Pere Goriot, Madame 
Bovary and s0 on. 

Some characters who are not so famil- 
iar as figures of speech or convenient 
tags, are useful to generation after gen- 
eration of individual readers in thinking 
of their own lives. Mr. Micawber, who is 
always waiting for something to turn up, 
is just a trick or a tag; but Becky Sharp, 
the prototype of the gold digger or the 
adventuress, is a human being. She is not 
morally attractive but she has a way with 
men which admits her to an everlasting 
and universal sisterhood 

In ‘Emma Bovary we meet

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haked romanticist who finds in adultery 
all the platitudes of marriage. Tolstoy's 
Anna Karenina has a superficial resem- 
hblance to Emma Bovary, but she is noe 
so easily classified, because the source of 
her discontent lies deeper. Anna is @ 
more important character, and not neces- 
sarily because of the difference in range 
of Flaubert and Tolstoy. Thornton Wilder 
once said of Anna Karenina that she was 
a creature of her times but that she alse 
had her counterpart in ancient Rome, is 
Tyre, in Babylon. 

lt may be noted from the above exam- 
ples, which were pulled from the ragbag 
of miscellaneous memories almost at ran- 
dom, that most of those mentioned were 
not ‘‘good"’ people in any ordinary sense. 
FROM THIS ONE MIGHT infer 
that the creation of rogues and trollops is 
more congenial to authors than to work 
with virtuous heroes and heroines. We 
like Oliver Twist, but Fagin haunts our 
dreams. Tom Jones is a rogue with lov- 
able qualities and Rebecca Western is @ 
model of virtue, but there is no ques 
tion as to who is the more imteresting. In 
fact it is hard to recall an unrelievedly 
good character is fiction who is not some- 
thing of a sap or a prude 

Authors and readers alike hecome 
quickly bored with untrammeled virtue. 
Nobility can be made interesting, but only 
when it is slightly flawed. Conrad’s “‘Lord 
Jim” lives nobly in expiation of an irra- 
tional act committed in a moment of 
weakness. He is a typical classic hero, 
though Conrad never describes him as 
such, in that he is betrayed in the end 
because of that single misdeed. 

The hero who has no enemy within is a 
bore and Siegfried no less so than Frank 
Merriwell. No mature reader could be 
Satistied with tedious perfection but he 
must be just as irritated with the non- 
hero who now dominates current fiction. 
BY NON-HERO I do not refer to the 
character who is beset with evil and who 
sometimes is defeated. The stature of a 
man and the strength of his motivation 
may determine his standing as. a hero. 
Ahab, the central character of ‘Moby 
Dick"’ was so obsessed with his search 
for the white whale that he came close 
to being psychopathic; but Melville needed 
just. such a character to give his novel 
an epic size. He is a hero of classia 
proportions 

Dimitri, the most sanguine of the three 
brothers in  Dostoyevsky’s “Brothers 
Karamazov,” is sometimes regarded as @ 
non-hero hecause he does not take charge 
of his life and in consequence becomes the 
sport of circumstances. But Dimitri’s pas- 
sions are outsized; he is no ordinary man. 
So even though he performs no deeds of 
valor he is far from being pusillanimous., 

The definitive non-hero is indeed pusil- 
lanimous. Babbitt is pusillanimous. So is 
Cousin Pons, the central character in 
Balzac’s novel of the same name, even 
though the novel itself is absorbing. In 
current fiction, however, the non-hero can- 
not claim the dubious virtue of being un- 
usual. He is just a slob and nobody’ but 
the author is interested in him. 

It is the character, in any case, whe 
gives force and direction to a work of 
fiction. When the protagonist is se 
weak that he cannot have a positive 
effect on the course of events he still 
affects’ it; some other character fills the 
void created by his quietism. But wheth- 
er weak or strong the characters supply 
the human element in a story and all 
the great novels are remembered becaus@ 
their characters have an enduring vitality, 

The dynamics of good fiction requires @ 
struggle against some form of real or 
fancied evil. So a character can hardly 
he memorahle who never knows tempta- 
tion, or who always yields to i, 


The Supremacy of History 


A Significant Change in Reading Taste 


By A. MERVYN DAVIES 
**‘WE CANNOT escape 
history,” said Abe Lincoln. 
And today it seems, we cannot 
escape history books either. 
At least that is the impression 
one gets from watching the 
daily inflow of new books. 

History predominates. And 
{f biography is included as part 
of history the preponderance 
over fiction becomes still more 
pronounced, Then you only 
have to detach historical nov 
els from the fiction column and 
put them in with history, and 
what is there left? 

This may he as significant a 
feature of the contemporary 
literary scene as it is news- 
worthy. 


IT NEEDS ONLY a little 
research to confirm the accu- 
racy of this general observa- 
tion. Publishers’ Weekly ran 
some figures recently which 
made interesting reading. They 
showed that whereas 10 years 
ago, in 1951, 20 publishers put 
out 32 volumes of history, in 

1960 64 publishers put out 168 
such volumes—a more than 
five fold increase. 

This compares with these 
statistics for novels: 232 from 
49 publishers in 1951; 198 from 
43 houses in 1960, with a fur- 
ther decline in prospect for 
1961, making a reduction of at 
least 25 per cent in these 10 
years. 

Added to this is the further 
fact that the prices of history 
hooks have increased more 
than those of novels. Novels 
have gone up not quite six per 
cent in price, whereas books 
of history are up 12 per cent 
per volume. This makes the 
shift in reading taste still 
more apparent 

Librarians confirm the 

change. Thus, a local librarian 
informs me that while their 
total book stock of works of 
history is two and a quarter 
times greater than what it was 
10 years ago, circulation of 
these books is close to four 
times what it was—an increase 
out of all proportion to that 
in other categories, and twice 
what the overall increase of 
circulation has been. 
THAT HISTORY is flour- 
ishing in the trade as never 
hefore is a fact easily deter- 
mined by a glance at publish- 
ers’ lists. Numerous. publish- 
ers both here and in England 
are publishing multi-volumed 
histories of all kinds. To give 
a few examples: There is the 
liniversitv of Michigan's His- 
tory of the Modern World, to 
he completed in 15 volumes; 
Hill and Wane’s The Making 
of America, to be completed 
in six volumes; the Chicago 
History of American Civiliza- 
tion, to which three new vol- 
umes have just been added; 
Harper’s New American Na- 
tion series, in which 14 vol- 
umes have been published. 
Both Nelson’s and Oxford are 
bringing out large new his- 
tories of England. 

In the field of religion alone, 
there are at least three multi- 
volumed works in progress: 
Putnam’s History of Religion; 
Henri Daniel-Rops’ seven vol- 
ume history of the Church; 
and Kenneth Scott Latourette’s 
“Christianity in a Revolution- 
ery Age.” 

The reprinting of formerly 
ecarce or unobdtainable histori- 
cal works goes on apace. 
Three universities have em- 
barked on the long term proj- 
ects of publishing the papers 
of great founding fathers: Har- 
ward, ‘“The Adams Papers’; 
Yale, Benjamin Franklin's, 
and Columbia. those of Alex- 
ander Hamilton 

The affluence of the age has 
led to much subsidization of 
research and publication (the 
usefulness of which, however, 
is not always apparent to the 
naked and untutored eye). 

An example of this kind of 
publishing is a 10-volumed 
History of the South, a Louisi- 
ana State University project. 
THE QUESTION if one is 
to see any social] or cultural 
significance in this outpour- 
ing, however, is: 

Can we detect anything new 
and different in the deluge? 

And perhaps we can. While 
doubtless the academic school 
still predominates, especially 
if América, there seem to be 
fewer historians writing today 
Who are content just with 
stringing facts together and 
calling the result “history.” 

If there is a trend it is to 
ward searching the past for 
whatever fresh light it may 
offer for the present. This 
fresh light may come merely 
from a rearrangement of well- 

own facts: it may come 
rom an inclusion of previous- 
ly omitted facts, from an in- 


creased emphasis on the social 
and economic, or from an ap- 
plication of the new findings 
of psychology to old, familiar 
facts. But the aim is: better 
understanding, a more com- 
plete comprehensionsof the hu- 
man experience 

It is notable that the search 
for a philosophy that explains 
history goes on unchecked not 
ending with Arnold Toynbee. 
Garrett Mattingly, who writes 
historv in the great classical 
tradition, has recently, in an 
address given here in_ St, 
Louis, supplied a new formula. 
And as | write, yet another 
such volume claiming to be 
still more scientific in its 
theory has just arrived on my 
desk. 

The range and perspective 
of general history—both geo- 
graphical and chronological— 
have certainly widened. There 
is nothing now in the human 
story that is alien to our in- 
terest. In ancient history, for 
instance, our horizon has gone 
far beyond the_ traditional 
Greco-Roman borders, extend- 
ing to the ends of remotest 
time, While in modern history 
we more and more extend our 
view beyond the narrow con- 
fines of our own separate na- 
tionalisms 

One reason for this is of 
course that we are beginning 
to see that it is not nations 
todav that make history so 
much as it is ideologies. And 
this is a most significant 
change 
TWO HISTORIES of In- 
dia published this season ap- 
pear to illustrate the trend in 
modern historiography. They 
are both by British scholars; 
one is Percival Spear’s volume 
in the University of Michigan 
History of the Modern World; 
the other is by Michael Ed- 
wardes and is published by 
Farrar, Straus and Cudahy. 

Both volumes are strikingly 
similar in content and treat- 
ment of their subject. Both get 
away from the old concentra- 
tion on dynasties and kings, 
conquerors and rulers. Both 
aim at getting at the history 
of the people of India and 
viewing it as a continuous 
process. 

Farlier historians, whether 

tish or Indian, were unable 

this transition from 
tical to the social and 
India’s political sta- 
dominated their thinking. 
But now that India has been 
liberated, its history can be 
seen in a new light. Historians, 
freed from the incubus of im- 
perialism, can study with de- 
tachment ‘all the influences 
from the past that have gone 
into the making of the present 
—Hindu, Muslim, Brtish—and 
center their attention on dis- 
covering the pattern that is 
thus created. 

The lasting contribution of 
Britain to India is now seen to 
be the revolutionary ideas of 
the West which British rule 
imported, and the future is vis- 
ualized as depending on how 
far these ideas are assimilat- 
ed by India. This is a far cry 
from the days when all that 
concerned the writefs was 
either to defend or to censure 
British rule. 

THE QUESTION” we 
should like to propound, even 
though it is impossible to an- 
swer, is this: Is a society that 
is about to be buried, as Mr. 
Khrushchev savs of ours, hkelyv 
to show this particular change 
in its reading taste? Is this in- 
tense interest in the past a 
sign of health and vigor, or a 

proof of decadence and im- 
pending death? Are we turn- 
ing to the past just as an es- 
cape. or are we seeking there 
fuller knowiedge of our roots 
as well as inspiration, hope 
and encouragement into the fu- 
ture? 

One thing we can say with 
assurance: Ours is not a sick 
society morbidly contemplat- 
ing its own navel while wait- 
ing despairingly for the ap- 
pointed hour of death. 

Some of the increased read- 
ing of history can of course be 
attributed to various causes 
not related to anything of pro- 
found significance. Such as, 
the decline of fiction and the 


change in its character: the. 


increase in the actual attrac- 
tiveness of history books, par- 
ticularly for young people (the 
Landmark books are a notable 
example); their appearance in 
paper backs, the popularity of 
the Civil War centennial. The 
element of escape doubtless 
also is a factor, but surely a 
very minor one. 

It stands to reason also that 
the more educated a public be- 
comes the more demanding its 
reading interests become, and 
this is more likely to be re-

TO ANSWER the question 
we need first to ask, what does 
history do for us? What ef- 
fect can any reading or study 
of it have on our minds? Why 
must this apparent absorption 
in the past scarcely fail to 
have some social significance 
that could affect the future of 
our society? 

The answer is, that history 
gives, as nothing else can, 
depth and perspective to any 
view we may have of the pres- 
ent. It is a corrective both to 
over-optimism and to undue 
pessimism. Nobody who knows 
history ever really and com- 
pletely despairs, because his- 
tory is filled with desperate 
situations which somehow in 
the outcome turned out less 
desperate than they appeared 
at the time. 

Likewise, history corrects 
complacency. It is so full of 
awful examples of what can be 
the cost of human failure, of 
incompetence, obtuseness, 
blindness, shortsightedness, of 
prejudice and ignorance. It 
shows with deadly clarity 
what happens to nations which 
make wrong choices. 

Can any of these lessons be 
actually learned and utilized 
profitably? It is impossible to 
say. No precedent exists, for 
no previous society has heen 
as avid in its study of the past 
as ours. No previous society 
has had that opportunity. 

History is not a crystal hall, 
It does not point to any future 
certainties, or even probabili- 
ties, But it can give the POS- 
SIBILITIES. And perhaps 
some of that knowledge will 
rub off on our present genera- 
tion of avid readers, and we

When we Inok 
over at our enemies we can 
take some real hope for the fu 
ture. For what hope can there

Books Make the Ideal is

A BOOK MAKES an ideal 
gift for Christmas. I main- 
tain this in spite of an unin- 
terrupted record of indifferent 
success at choosing books for 
Christmas gifts. myself. In 
the preparation of. this article 
] have therefore applied to per- 
sons who have been giving 
Christmas presents of books 
for quite a while now to the 
general satisfaction of their re- 
cipients. Though thev varv as 
to details. there are several 
common denominafors in their 
approach. 

They give hooks which. he 
cause of their expensiveness, 
the recipients would not be 
likely to buy for themselves 
They hold that there is safety 
in staples. They confine their 
book-giving to a few persons, 
usually members of the family, 
whose tastes they know and 
are careful to please. 


One of the most interesting 
philosophies of Christmas book- 
giving comes to me from a 
charming matron with a head- 
full of ideas who almost al- 
ways gives a few books -but 
does not appreciate receiving 
books herself. She explained 
this apparent paradox by say- 
ing she was ‘‘one of those odd 
people who, when they want. a 
book, go out and buy it.” 
There are two general kinds of 
books that are good for gifts, 
she feels: reference works—a 
dictionary, or a child's ency- 
clopedia—and art hooks. 
COOK BOOKS, particular- 
ly the newer and more lavish 
ones, priced at around $12 to 
$15. make excellent gifts, she 
considers, and she has her 
eye at the moment on the 
Gourmet Cook Book, both be. 
cause the price is right—in the 
luxury bracket—and “‘it is a 
darn good cook book.” 

She doesn’t know if she 
would want to give a novel; 
she would be more likely to 
lend than to give one. Mem- 
ory is still green in her family 
of a novel received several 
Christmases ago which both 
she and her husband found un- 
readable. ‘You have to be 
pretty sure of what a person 
is reading,”’ and the rule ap- 
plies with particular force to 
the selection of books for chil- 
dren. 


Once when she was about 14 
and reading ‘‘Gone with the 
Wind” and “Anthony Adverse”’ 
an aunt sent her something on 
the order of “‘Sally’s Roller 
Skates"’ which affronted her 
right down to her hobby-socks. 
She doesn't intend to make 
that same faux pas. Her own 
choice for a nephew ast 
Christmas was the four A. A. 
Milne books about Christopher 
Robin and Winnie-the-Pooh. 


Another effective Christmas 
book-giver specializes in Amer- 
ican Heritage publications and 
books in his own professional 
field, which is broadly con- 
cerned with children and edu- 
cation. He has about three 
persons to whom he regularly 
gives books at the holiday sea- 
son. One is a sister who 
teaches at a college high 
school in Ohio. There are 
numerous new books in edu- 
cational and nursery work, 
and they are expensive. After 
she has read them she lends 
them togtudents who use them 
te teaching. ‘‘So we 
think they get around to a lot 
of use’’—which is a yery good 
Christmas idea itself. 
HABITUAL Christmas 
book-givers such as these are 
not easy to search out. thouch 
there must be many books giv- 
en by St. Louisans at Christ- 


mas. Booksellers tell me the 
Christmas business accounts 
for something like a third of 
their year’s trade. The Post 
Office is certain a spate of 
books passes through it at 
Christmas, but it has no way of 
even guessing how many. 
Books may be wrapped sepa- 
rately or with a lot of other 
things when they meet the 
postal eye, and the Post Office 
keeps no record of the volume 
of packages mailed at book 
rate. 


In the upsurge of buying 
that comes to the bookstores 
at Christmas time, religious 
and inspirational books are, as 
might be expected, very big. 
One of our largest manufactur- 
ers, departing from the usual 
practices of giving Christmas 
hooks concerned with the busi- 
ness in which donor and re 
cipient are joined, gives large- 
ly inspirational books, 

A couple in Webster Groves 
have given as manv as 45 
copies of a religious book to 
friends in a single holiday sea 
son. ‘The Sermon on the 
Mount,”* by Emmet Fox, who 
also wrote six other religious 
books, and “The Power of 
Positive Thinking,’’ by Norman 
Vincent Peale, have been go- 
ing great guns for more Christ- 
mases than anyone can remem- 
ber. This Christmas’s special 
phenomenon is expected to be 
the New Testament of Oxford's 
New English Bible, which has 
already been on the best-seller 
list for more than 30 weeks. 
STRANGELY ENOUGH, 
there seem to be some knotty 
inhibitions to Christmas book- 
giving, and sometimes just 
plain oversights. The most un- 
expected instance of the sort I 
ran across was that of a hook- 
seller who, although he would 
love to, does not give books for 
Christmas, because his wife 
tells him “it would he ton com- 
mercial.”” Another hookseller 
takes exactly the opposite 
view, pointing out that ‘with 
my discount I can give more 
for the money in books than 
in anything else.”’ 

Customers, I am told, often 
balk at the suggestion of books 
for people in precisely, the sit- 
uations where they most rieed 
something to occupy their 
minds. ‘“‘They tell me,” one 
bookseller reports, ‘“‘that pa- 
tients in hospitals don’t want 
books—they want bath salts 
and perfume and things like 
that. Tut! A book would do 
them more good while they 
were in the hospital, and it 
would last after they got out.” 


For children in orphanages, 
elderly people in nursing 
homes, and shut-ins, as well as 
for patients in hospitals, books 
should, it seems to me, have 
therapeutic as well as recrea- 
tional value. Those of us who 
have heen somewhat forgotten, 
and sit or stand on the side- 
lines, could find in a Christ- 
mas-book a lasting token of 
still being remembered, and

the fact that it was a remem- 
brance of strangers might 
make it more memorable still. 


MANY opportunities of this 
sort, I am convinced, are go- 
ing untaken in St. Louis. At 
one of the large hospitals, for 
instance, I was told that while 
the book cart goes round 
throughout the year, and toys 
are given to the children at 
the Christmas season, there 
are no gifts of books. 

On the other side, I heard of 
a printing company that do- 
nates as many as 600 paper- 
backs for distribution during 
the holidays to children in fos- 
ter homes and correctional in- 
stitutions. This time around, 
let us hope there will be many 
more such gifts of reading 
written into the Book of Christ- 
mas. 


Distant Times 


CAMONICA VALLEY, by 
Emmanuel Anati.

Texas: Of, By, For, About 


And Maybe More Books Than Readers 


By RUTH WALKER 
THE QUESTION IS: 
Why is there so much litera- 
ture in Texas, that fallow, 
Johnny -come-lately land of 
learning; and why is so much 
Texas in literature? Possibly 
the word should be just 
“books."" Can it be that the 
state is just now getting to its 
peak of self-expression, and 
beginning to flower, as New 
England flowered before Tex- 
as was born? Or that hecause 
it is next to the biggest state. 
more writing must .come out 
of it—to keep up with the rest 
of the country? 

It is doubtful if any other 
state—or its writers, rather— 
has produced alike 
amount of published writing as 
Texas has’ in 1961. At last 
count, there had been 15 books 
of considerable pretension pub- 
lished by Texans or about Tex- 
as, and there are two or three 
more that didn’t get under the 
wire at either end. And rest 
assured that if a book is BY a 
Texan, it is ABOUT Texas. 
Only one recent Texas novelist 
wrote about some other part of 
the country. 

It would not be quite fair to 
say that there are more books 
published by Texans than Tex- 
ans who read; but it would be 
quite accurate to assume that 
the number of books about the 
state published this vear is 
more hooks than most Texans 
read in a year. It takes most 
Texans a long time to get 
around to reading a book. They 
don’t have time; they have 
work to do; they must watch 
TV; they must visit and go to 
football games: they must 20 
hunting, they must get their 
Sunday school lessons ready. 

They are brought up on cattle 

country newspapers and the 
standard magazines, and any- 
thing more confining than 
those is more than most Texans 
want to tackle. The books are 
too big, the print too small; 
their glasses are not right: 
they can see a deer at 500 
yards at dusk, but can't see 
print smaller than  12-point 
type. 
ON THE OTHER HAND, 
the state has more compulsive 
writers than most other states 
—that is, writers about Texas. 
If someone has a tidbit of folk- 
lore, old letters or diaries, or 
the memory of some salty old 
character or ancestor, he must 
write it down for posterity and 
get it published. Self-publica- 
tion is not immodest in Texas, 
and there are printers who 
make a dandy living publish- 
ing these writings at the writ- 
ers’ expense. 

Texans also have supreme 
self-confidence in their writing, 
these self-publishers especially. 
And no part of their story must 
be left out. Not long ago, one 
author, now dead _ published 
two books each well over 1200 
pages in length. The effort 
probably killed him. 

Anyone who can recall or 
relate a good yarn about old 
times, a pioneer experience, or 
anything out of the routine of 
life is immediately told: ‘‘You 
ought to write a book.” Quite 
often he does. And some of 
them are good, but not all. 

The compulsive poets are 
something else again. It is 
quite probable that the world 
has yet to see a poem by a 
Texan that was not rather 
puerile, certainly over-senti- 
mental; and each poet laureate 
(named by the legislature, few 
of whose members ever read a 
poem—even E. A. Guest or R. 
W. Service) seems to be more 
amateur thah the last. 


BE THAT as it may: The 15 
new books that have come out 
of Texas this year are all books 
of merit that can stand beside 
the writings from any other 
state. All are brought out by 
nationally recognized publish- 
ers; all are well made, many 
of them unusually so; all of | 
them but two or three have 
been or will be read widely, | 
admired, and sometimes cher- 
ished. Al] but one or two have 
been praised by critics in and 
out of the state, and all are by 
persons who may be called pro- 
fessional writers. 

A neat little book, ‘Texas 
Today and Tomorrow,” by 
four leading Texans, has just 
appeared. It purports to ex- 
plain the ‘image’ of Texas 
against the “reality.” The 
contributors are W. St. John 
Garwood, formerly of the 
Texas Supreme Court; former 
Governor Allan Shivers: Har- 
ry H. Ransom, Chancellor of 
the University of Texas, and 
E. B. Germany, leading Texas 
industrialist. They are lucid 
writers and the book is 
informative. 

The “Image: Texas” books 
also include John Bainbridge’s 
‘‘Super-Americans,’’ which ran 
first in The New Yorker maga- 
zine under the title, ‘‘The Su- 
per-American State”; and 
Green Peyton’s “The Face of 
Texas,” handsomely illustrat- 
ed, but written in a disorgan- 
ized and motley style. Bain- 
bridge’s “image” is of the Big 
Rich almost exclusively, but 
it is a penetrating, highly lit- 
erate, bang-up job. 

One could include, in the 
“Image: Texas’’ group, the 
superb book of drawings by 
Buck Schiwetz which came out 
just about a year ago, and 
which, with little, though au- 
thoritative, text by the re 
nowned professor, Dr. Walter 


Prescott Webb, presents a fine. 


assemblage of pictures of the 
old Texas. 

TEXAS HISTORY, dealt 
with in at least five of the 


1961 .books, can be taken as 
gospel, folklore, or personal 
estimate, depending on the au- 
thor. Herbert and Virginia 
Gambrell’s “Pictorial History 
of Texas’’ (a 1960 book to be 
sure), was good, if somewhat 
sketchy, but brought the his- 
tory only to near the end of the 
last century. Texas had had 
considerable historv since the 
1880s, and it has been rather 
progressive Walter Lord's 
fine book on the Alamo, “A 
Time To Stand,"’ out only last 
month, is called the best book 
yet on the heroic battle that 
paved the wav for Texas inde- 
pendence in 1836 

Frank Tolbert’s ‘Informal 
History of Texas,"’ which ran 
so long it had to be published 
in two books, of which only one 
has yet appeared, is probably 
all true—truer than some of the 
solid history books—but its in- 
formal and detailed observa- 
tions, and presentation of little 
known facts and not always 
noble doings make it highly en- 
tertaining reading. In some 
cases it has hurt the feelings of 
professional Texas lovers. 
PAUL CRUME’S ocollec- 
tion of observations and com- 
ments titled “A Texan At 
Bay” (both he and Tolbert are 
columnists on the Dallas Morn- 
ing News, and are widely read 
in that fairly staid journal), is 
neither fish nor fowl, history 
or folklore, fact or fiction—but 
his own essay-like stories and 
opinions on many subjects, not 
all of them Texan. And Mary 
Lasswell, who wrote the won- 
derfully admiring and nostalgic 
book, “I'll Take Texas.”’ a few 
years ago, came out this year 
with a piece of history from the 
Civil War, ‘“‘Rags and Hope.” 
the memoir of an officer with 
Hood’s Brigade. 


Also much of the history of 
one facet of Texas life, the 
cattle industry, is in Lewis 
Atherton’s ‘“The Cattle Kings.”’ 
a superior round-up of the men 
who made the West and South- 
west the meat bowl of Amer- 
ica. Many of them were Tex- 
ans, and good cowmen, and 
most of the meat was born in 
Texas. 

The Texas writer of wide 
variety, John Howard Griffin, 
who was blind for a long part 
of his life, but now sees, of- 
fered two books this year—one, 
“‘Land of the High Sky.’ a 
lively development of an as- 
signment on the history, whys, 
wherefores and mores of that 
newest of Texas oil centers, 
Midland, in the high sand of 
West Texas; the other, not 
about Texas at all, but a report 
of the journey he took in dis- 
guise through the Deep South, 
to find out just how the Negro 
is treated there . Called 
“Black Like Me,” it is a fas- 
cinating and damning thing. 


TEXANS CANNOT stay 
away from nature and its in- 
finite variety in the state. A 
tremendous book, ‘‘Trees, 
Shrubs_.and Woody Vines of 
the Southwest,” by Robert A. 
Vines, made its appearance 
last year, but few persons have 
seen it, since its cost is pro- 


hibitive for most individuals: 
another, “‘A Field Guide to the 
Birds of Texas,” by that re 
nowned authority (no Texan) 
Roger Tory Peterson, was re- 
stricted in its sales for three 
years after its appearance a 
vear ago, available only 
through the state Game and 
Fish Commission, and not 
widely advertised: and there 
is a new little jewel of a book, 
‘Roadside Flowers of Texas.”’ 
with delicate and detailed 
paintings of manv flowers bv 
Mary Motz Wills, an aged lad 
of talent. 

So now comes the fiction de 

partment—possibly the best 
group of books, certainly most 
talked about, and three of the 
four by beginning authors. Wil 
liam Brammer’s “The Gay 
Place,”’ hit between the eves a 
lot of people both in and out of 
Texas. A sometimes shocking 
novel on the state of politics 
and politicians in Texas, cen- 
tered mostly in the state capi- 
tal, and dealing in honor and 
dishonor, skulduggery, misbe- 
havior and other sensational 
aspects of life among those 
thrown suddenly into public 
view, it was widely admired as 
an outstanding first novel, with 
promise of great talent. 
THE SAME ESTIMATE 
was made of Larry McMurtrv's 
‘‘Horseman, Pass By,” a small 
novel, lean and well done, 
about rough times in the cat 
tle business and small towns, 
as remembered hy one who 
was onlv a bov at the time. It 
had violence of manv sorts, 
good character delineation, and 
much truth: also a lot of filthy 
talk, which too, was probably 
true. Whether McMurtry can 
come through again remains 
to be seen—as fiction readers 
are wondering if William 
Humphreys can come through 
again with as good a novel as 
his first, “Home From The 
Hill.” 

Patricia Gallagher’s ‘The 
Sons and the Daughters” failed 
to cause much comment in the 
Texas literary world, except 
from certain staid and blind 
oldsters who maintained that it 
exaggerated the behavior of 
the younger set. It did not, to 
be blunt about it, and it was, 
as Hemingway. might have 
said, ‘‘good and. true.” 

The white hope of Texas fic- 
tion for the year, the new 
novel by Al Dewlen, who 
wrote the big, amusing and 
sometimes shocking ‘‘The Bone 
Pickers’ a couple of years 
hack, was postponed until 
mid-December, apparently be 
cause it had heen selected as 
a book-of-the-month early next 
vear. But those who have seen 
it say it is “his best to date,” 
and that ought to be some- 
thing, considering the merit of 
his two previous works. The 
title commands attention — 
“Twilight of Honor.”

The Cali- 
fornie collection has the art- 
ist's own favorites from his 
several periods, and most of 
them have never before been 
shown. : 

David Douglas Duncan, who 
has done several books distin- 
guished both for excellent re- 
porting and superlative pho 
tography, is an old friend. He 
photographed every Picasso in 
the villa, and these works are 
catalogued in chronological 
order in black and white. A se- 
lection of 101 of them is in 
color, beginning with an 1895 
“Flight to Egypt.’’ painted 
when Picasso was 14, and con- 
cluding with a still life of some 
ecls that the painter's wife, 
Jacqueline, had got for lunch. 
One chapter shows the entire 
output of one month — April, 
1936—a time when Picasso, 
disturbed over the break-up of 
@ marriage, was presumed to 
be not doing much. There were 
23 paintings that month. 

Opening photographs show 
the painter in his setting, still 
hale and productive. Duncan's 
well-informed writing provides 
a discreet background, and his 
photographs are simply the 
best.

IN FORMAT ‘similar to

He did 
not talk much about painting. 
He was a fairly prolific, if self- 
conscjous, writer of poetry, 
however, and his poetry often 
affords valuable insights. Oth- 
er quotations are found in re 
ports of friends and associates 
om conversations, particularly 
in three “Dialogues"’ with his 
friend, Vittoria Colonna, report- 
ed by Francisco de Hollanda, 
a Portuguese miniaturist 
From these and other 
sources, the author finds that 
Michelangelo disdained Flem- 
ish painting because ‘‘it tries 
to do so many things at once 
that it does not do any one 
thing well.”’ That he attached 
more importance to finding 
form than perfecting it; he 
abandoned or destroyed works

That he could not take criti- 
cism. The figure that emerges

The book is far more than 
just a beautiful presentation of 
bird portraits. Interesting and 
important records and  ac- 
counts left by early ornitholog- 
ical expeditions are described 
and commented on. The his- 
tory and geography of the vast 
area is set forth together with 
the progress made in conserva- 
tion under the various govern- 
ments. Although the pictures 
can stand on their own and re- 
quire no special pleading, Mr. 
Allen points out that really 
good color photographs of 
Caribbean birds ‘still are rare 
and thus the book is more lim- 
ited than he would have liked.

Wilson 
was in some respects a more 
interesting man. 

Born at Paisley, Scotland, in 
1765, Wilson worked as a wea 
er and peddler before coming 
to the United States in 1794. In 
Scotland, he had written some 
pro-labor poems and was im- 
prisoned here. Wilson worked 
near Philadelphia as a school- 
teacher. He hunted a good deal 
and was fascinated by the color, 
beauty and abundance of the 
new worid’s birds. The natural- 
ist-explorer William Bartram 
encouraged Wilson to paint 
birds. Wiison produced his 
great: ‘American Ornithology” 
after much travail. 

His travels in search of sub- 
scriptions and bird specimens 
took him thousands of mileés 
on horseback, to the Caro- 
linas, down the Ohio to Louis- 
ville and along the Natchez 
Trace between the Cumber- 
land and Tennessee rivers. At 
Louisville in 1810 he met the 
young Audubon and examined 
some of Audubon’s drawings. 
Cantwell, the biographer, says 
that the sight of Wilson’s vol- 
umes on birds started Audu- 
bon on his career as a painter 
of wildlife. 


IN THE WILDERNESS 
of the Natchez Trace near 
Nashville, the lonelv Wilson 
had one of the most fascinating 
adventures that Cantwell re- 
counts. In 1809 Meriwether 
Lewis, en route from St. Louis 
to Washington, had died under 
mysterious circumstances at a 
place called Grinder’s Stand. 
Wilson rode there, paid Grind- 
er to look after Lewis’s grave, 
and got a first-hani account 
of the tragedy. From the story 
told by the frontiersman’s wife, 
it was apparent to Wilson at 
least, that Lewis had been 
murdered. Wilson’ rode away 
and, when he had reached the 
solitude of the forest, wept. 
Later he wrote a brief elegy 
on Lewis’s death. 


When Wilson died of dysen- 
tery at Philadelphia in 1813, 
he had painted, drawn and de- 
scribed 264 species of birds. 
The biographer concludes in 
this way: “‘His creation in the 
‘American Ornithology’ was so 
rare, strange and frauntingly 
beautiful, that it transiormed 
a work of science into a work 
of art, the vindication of his 
faith that the wonder of na- 
ture was sufficiently evident

His 
comments about the blues are 
spiced with excerpts from 
some 350 country and city 
blues that speak a wide va 
riety of troubles and joys and 
their lingering moods. 
Mitch Miller, whose

THE ABSENCE of color 
makes Christopher Lloyd's 
“Ships and Seamen’’ just a bit 
dreary in comparison — with 
“The Ship.”

Censorship and Dirty Books 


If Ritual of Calling It 


By WILLIAM C. JONES 


IT SEEMS ODD, in a 
way, that some of the more im- 
portant legal and philosophical 
problems in our society should 
be raised by dirty books. Even 
odder, perhaps, that the argu- 
ments in favor of their free 
sale are dressed in terms quite 
as moral as those for censor- 
ship. Still, stern reformers are 
almost too easy and accus- 
torned a mark for ridicule, so 
it is perhaps quite fortunate 
that we are provided with such 
delights as the testimony of the 
assembled Establishment of 
Literary England on the moral 
beauty of “Lady Chatterley’s 
Lover” all done up in a special 
Penguin which is, in its turn, 
the subject of almost as much 
periodical comment as _ the 
original. 


Not to be outdone, the suc- 
cessful defense counsel for 
“Howl” (the ‘‘beat’”’ poem by 
Allen Ginsberg) has recently 
caused the record of its prose- 
cution to be published with an 
impassioned introduction writ- 
ten by himself. It rings with 
the names of masterpieces 
which the censors attempted to 
stifle. He omits some banned 
items such as “Fanny Hill’ 
and “Three Weeks,” and neg- 
lects to distinguis between 
censorship on political and 
moral grounds, but no matter. 
Freedom has prevailed. There 
is now apparently nothing re- 
garding sex that cannot be 
printed in a book, at least so 
long as one observes the ritual 
of calling it Serious Art. 


WITH MAGAZINES and 
newspapers the situetion is not 
quite so clear, but doubtless 
right will soon triumph there 
as well. Furthermore, if one 
can judge from the underwear 
advertisements and the heavy 
incidence of rape in the cur- 
rent films, there will soon be 
go limits to the photographs 
that can be reproduced legally. 


All friends of freedom should 
rejoice in consequence, but 
somehow the situation does not 
seem to be quite so simple. For 
one thing, it is surely time that 
we admitted that quite a lot of 
great art is intentionally lewd 
(and why not?). Moreover,

much of what. is produced 
under the new freedom is quite 
bad art—if it can be called art 
at all—and much of it is de- 
signed to do nothing else ex- 
cept to titillate and sell. 


Then too, very few people 
really believe in complete free- 
dom of expression in sexual 
matters. Everyone believes 
that he is healthily frank, but 
some men go too far. Even 
Lawrence, in Lady Chatterley, 
concealed (according to one 
theory) the whole point of the 
book because he was unwilling 
to say anything more about 
some sexual activities than to 
make guarded references to 
Greek vases (‘‘Greek’’ has the 
same connotations for the 
knowing that “French” has for 
the mob). 


THE CURIOUS THING 
is that few people suggest that 
the problem of censorship for 
obscenity might be solved in 
the same way that other cases 
of the publication of undesira- 
ble material are handled — by 
having no legal restrictions at 
all. In other words, the right 
to freedom of speech is not 
generally held to include the 
right to publish pornography, 
nor does anyone think it 
should. Yet it is difficult to 
see why the law should not let 
people write, publish and sell 
whatever material they wish 
however lewd it may be, just 
as it permits them to print re- 
ligious, political, economic or 
scientific work of any type, 
however strange. If this ap- 
proach were followed, censor- 
ship could then be officially a 
private matter as it largely is 
in fact anyway. 

After all, no newspaper of 
general circulation dares to use 
the words which almost all 
novelists nowadays use as a 
matter of course. The effec- 
tive censorship of television— 
that of the advertisers — has 
nothing to do really with the 
FCC regulations or any law. 

The current best seller (ac- 
cording to the New § York 
Times) is not the most famous 
dirty book of them all, ‘‘Trop- 
ic of Cancer,” but one 
not at all dirty, ‘Franny

The “Grey- 
hounds” recounts the colorful 
story of the clippers which 
raced around Cape Horn to 
California.

JERRY KORN’S 
Raising of the Queen”’ is the 
story of how two men. one a 
scrap metal dealer and the 
other an ex-Navy machinist, 
salvaged a wrecked tanker 
after a world-famous salvag- 
ing company abandoned the 
job. With shoestring backing 
from two small local business 
men of Ocean City, Md., they 
boarded the 24,000-ton tanker, 
lying 10 miles off ‘shore, and 
six months later, after a gruel- 
ing fight against great odds, 
raised the Queen. But instead 
of the $2,000,000 in salvage 
money that they had dreamed 
of, they got only $135,000—just 
enough to break even. 

The first book-length account 
of the loss of the liner Arctic 
is given in Alexander C 
Brown's ““‘Women and Children 
Last.’’ As a.dramatic disaster, 
the loss of the Arctic rivals 
that of the Titantic. In 1854 the 
Collins Line was America’s 
challenge to the 10-year-old 
British Cunard Line for su- 
premacy on the Atlantic. The 
Arctic, pride of the Collins 
Line. was the United States’ 
largest and most luxurious 
liner. 

When this wooden hulled 
liner collided in fog off New- 
foundiand with a small French 
steamer, the iron-hulled Vesta, 
she suffered damage that 
caused her to sink within three 
hours. The Vesta limped off in 
the fog as panic took over on 
the Arctic. Of the 390 persons 
aboard the Arctic, 86 were 
saved. Not one was a woman 
or child but 61-o0f them were 
members of the crew. 
AMATEUR enthusiasts over 
the days of the clippers will 
find in Robert Carse’s ‘The 
Moonrakers”’ an exciting nar- 
rative related in terms of the 
men who built and sailed the 
greatest ships that ever carried 
canvas. Mr. Carse’s book, with 
far fewer pages than Mr. Cut- 
ler devotes to clippers, moves 
at a faster pace and with much 
more emphasis on the skippers.

People generally publish in 
order to sell, and if the com- 
munity finds material unac- 
ceptable, it will not sell. If it 
then what 
grounds are there for censor- 
ing it? Why should not dirty 
books and clean ones fight. in 
the market in the same way 
as other expressions of con- 
flicting value systems? 
IT IS TRUE, of course, 
that such legal freedom might 
give rise initially to a great 
deal more pornography (of the 
blatant sort) than we now 
have, as writers and publish- 
ers sought to take advantage 
of the salability of something 
new. And this would doubtless 
be offensive to many people. 
But if the purpose of obscenity 
laws is not to prevent offense, 
but to prevent corruption, 
could the aim not be better 
achieved by a strenuous effort 
to teach and inculcate the 
standards which the dirty 
books are supposed to destroy 
than by burning the books? 
The latter is, to be sure, 
much the easiest way and is 
hallowed by tradition. Still, one 
retains, if a trifle wanly, the 
conviction that in this, as in 
other areas of expression, the 
practice of the liberty we 
preach would have salutary ef- 
fects even though one knows 
that there would be grave 
abuses of freedom. That is the 
nature of freedom — to be 
abused. But it argues surely a 
weak faith in one’s cause to 
be convinced that it cannot 
prevail in open combat but 
must have the enemy throttled 
in advance like a gladiator so 
unfortunate as to fight an em- 
peror. 
REGARDLESS (or be- 
cause) of which, such an ap- 
proach is admittedly almost in- 
conceivable in our society. So 
we shall continue presumably 
to permit dirty books to be 
printed and dirty films to be 
made so long as some person

The Exceedingly Bad Writing of Sinclair Lewis 


By JAMES E. CRONIN 


RECENTLY a famous 
weekly newsmagazine pub- 
lished a review of Mark 
Schorer’s biography of Sinclair 
Lewis. The reviewer was an- 
noyed at Schorer’s comment 
that ‘“‘Lewis was one of the 
worst writers in modern Amer- 
ican Literature."’ Most critics, 
said the reviewer, ‘have 
everything a writer needs ex- 
cept the power to create, hence 
they are likely to overvalue 
style.”’ 

As it happens, | am no more 
than a year away from a read- 
ing of Lewis’s works, not only 
the famous things like ‘‘Bab- 
bitt’’ and “Main. Street,’’ but 
such earlysefforts as “Our Mr. 
Wren,” ‘The Trail. of the 
Hawk.” “The Job," ‘The In- 
nocents” and ‘‘Free Air.”’ Only 
one conclusion is possible after 
such an experience: certainly, 
Lewis was a very bad writer. 
Surely he was one of the 
worst writers (for so great a 
writer) in modern American 
Literature. 

HIS EARLY works are the 
easiest to get through. With two 
exceptions, they are harmless 
unpretentious things suited for

A Rise in Stature 


Willa Cather s 


By BROOKS ATKINSON 
IN THE 1920s Willa Cather’s 
sober fiction was overwhelmed 
by the showmanship of Sin- 
clair Lewis and Ernest Hem 
ingway. 

In the 1960s her novels are 
more readable than theirs 
“Main Street” and “Babbitt,” 
which crystallized an attitude 
towards. the provinciality of 
Americans, suffer today from 
the wordiness and flatness of 
Lewis’s prose style. Heming 
way’'s ‘The Sun Also Rises,” 
which electrified the world in 
1926, looks sophomoric today. 
In the intervening years $0 
many novelists have aped the 
Hemingway style that “The 
Sun Also Rises’’ seems like a 
banal imitation of itself, 

But today Willa Cather 
(1876-1947) is very much 
major American writer. She 
was a detached person, pri- 
vate and reserved. Her spare 
and supple writing has a clas- 
sical simplicity. But her sig- 
nature is bold on-every page. 
It is the signature of a dedi- 
cated professional who tries 
without self-consciousness to 
express clearly what _— she 
knows about the men and 
women of Nebraska—the set- 
ting of most of her novels.

a woman of conscience and 
insight who was also a scrupu- 
lous craftsman. 

THESE COMMENTS 
are induced by Marcus Klein's 
illuminating introduction to 
Vintage’s new paperback edi- 
tion of ‘“‘My Mortal Enemy.” 
He quotes Willa Cather as 
saying: “The world broke in 
two in 1922, or thereabouts.” 
He goes on to point out that 
1922 was the year in which 
T. S. Eliot's “The Wasteland,” 
Lewis's “‘Babbitt’’ and E. E. 
Cummings’s “The Enormous 
Room” appeared. 

Speaking for these and other 
writers of the time he adds: 
‘“‘In 1922, or thereabouts, some 
personal possibility of grace, 
of coherence, of achievement

or personal heroism had been 
defeated in America.’ Per- 
haps it was only that America 
had begun to mature. 

From that time on Willa 
Cather was more concerned 
with pain and disillusion than 
with the exultation of life on 
the prairie. Not that there 
was no pain in her prairie 
novels. In ‘OQ Pioneers!” 
(1923) a ne’er-do-well farmer 
kills Alexandra’s heloved 
vounger brother. from whom 
she has heen expecting great 
thines 

In ““My Antonia’ (1918), An- 

tonia, a Bohemian farm girl, 
is hetraved hy a_ cheaply 
glamorous railroad man. But 
her spirit is not broken. She 
hack to the land with 
her baby, and grows with 
the discipline of the prairie 
into. a woman of richness and 
grace. 
WHAT HAPPENED in 
1922? Klein thinks there may 
have been a personal crisis. 
Whatever the reason the ec- 
stasy vanishes from her novels 
and the heroism dwindles into 
tenacity or resignation. 

But the insight into charac- 
ter remains penetrating, al- 
though more ruthless than it 
was in the earlier novels. The 
prose style remains clear and 
firm, mirroring u responsible 
woman.

DESPITE ITS TITLE, which at first blush suggests a 


garden club, moonlight-and-magnolias type of treatment, Har- 
nett T. Kane's ‘‘The Romantic South’ is an excellent anthology. 


It seems to strive less for 


romance than for realism. The 


overall effect is to give the flavor of a region that has made 
a rich contribution to the nation’s history. 

Like other regions, the South has beauty as well as deso- 
lation and ugliness, and virtues as well as shortcomings. The 
selections chosen by Mr. Kane for this handsome and well 
illustrated book do not neglect the dark side, but the curse 
of human slavery, whose consequences still dog the South, 


is not the whole story.

Although a few university 
presses exist in Scandinavia, 
England and Australia, they 
are largely an American insti- 
tution. It began as a monev- 
Saving operation in the latter 
half of the nineteenth century 
Many universities found it eco- 
nomical to establish their own 
shops to print forms and the 
like, and then, found it just as 
easy to print reports, scholarly 
papers and summaries of re- 
search work. 

The first successful trv for a 
university press was an agency 
set up by Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity in 1878 for publishing 
the American -Journal~ of 
Mathematics and the American 
Chemical Journal. This was 
followed in 1890 by presses at 
Chicago and Columbia. Since 
then. many more of the larger 
universities, including the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, have de- 
cided to divert some of their 
funds to publishing. Altogether 
their annual production 
amounts to about 1000 titles. 
MOT: ££ SS ee 
agree that the main _ func- 
tions of a university press 
are to serve the ‘scholars of 
its own university and to pub- 
lish works of local or regional 
interest that might be ignored 
‘by commercial publishers 
However, a university press 
should not he considered a 
publicity outlet for its univer- 
sitv or area. Academic stand 
ards override all other consid- 
‘rations. 

A university press is __ of 
‘reat value to scholars. for it 
rives them access to one an- 
other’s work, and provides a 
link between them and the 
reading public. Besides, at 
many universities, advance- 
ment depends on publication, a 
fact that ‘is not always openly 
admitted but is nevertheless 
true. It is only natural that 
scholarly works, in many 
cases, are not often accepted 
by commercial _ publishers, 
whose first question is: how 
will the book sell?, not, how is 
knowledge advanced by it? 

Some. university presses 
complain that their authors 
sive their books of general in- 
terest to commercial publish- 
ers. while reserving for the 
universitv presses manuscripts 
of only limited appeal. Univer- 
sity presses need books that 
bring in money to compensate 
for those that don’t, and they 
feel that thev are entitled to 
co-oneration from their writers 
in that regard. Scholars, how- 
ever. are not free from human 
foibles and the desire to add 
to their income. 


ALTHOUGH the scholarly 
writer, as a rule, cannot ex- 
pect to Acquire wealth through 
his books. he does not go with- 
out ‘reward. A recent survey 
of 940 publishing contracts 
showed that 55.5 per cent stip- 
ulated royalties, 12.5 per cent 
outright purchases and 12.5 
per cent commissions. In 
addition, many books are sub- 
sidized in one form or an- 
other. That is, their authors 
receive financial assistance for 
their research and for other 
preparation of the book. 

Interestingly enough, over 1I1 
per cent of the university press 
sales are made in the foreign 
market, while only five per 
cent of the commercial press 
sales are made there. 

While there is no uniform 
policy among university

presses, on selecting subject, zine, a quarterly of short fic 
matter, they seem to lean tion 
heavilv to the humanities. and “Some of the 


richest re 
sources and opportunities for

Oscar 
Wilde concluded wistfully, aft- 
er thoroughly discrediting the 
book, “Better that we know a 
painter only through his vision 
Or @ poet by his song. than 
that the Image of a great man 
should be marred and made 
mean by the clumsy geniality 
of good intentions.” | 

Wilde was by no means ask- 
ing that biograph es remain 
unwritten, and that in their 
stead a man’s work he left to 
speak both for itself 
man. He was, however. mourn 
ing the bad perspectives of in 
discriminating biographers who 
render all details of a man’s 
life equally important (Wilde 
was particularly vexed that 
Rossetti’s biographer took no- 
tice of the painter's favorite 
derogative, “‘sloshy’’), or who 
offend by overemphasizing or 
de-emphasizing certain phases 
of a man’s life. 

The biography is certainly a 
very singular literary phenom- 
enon: From one point of view 
it marrowly concentrates on 
the private modus operandi of 
an individual man; and on the 
other hand, it incorporates, 
depending on the prominence 
om the individual and the per- 
ception af the writer, not only 
the modus operandi of the man 
but of his age. Good biography

As David Donald said in his 
introduction, it is hard to say 
something new about Lincoln. 
But even those most familiar 
with Lincoln's life, I suspect, 
will find that reading this se- 
lection of materials consecu- 
tively will add a new depth to 
their acquaintance.

As Tanganyika attains its in- 
dependence Dec. 9, the Central 
Legislative Assembly, as it has 
been constituted for the past 10 
years or more, is outmoded. In 
its place East Africa is to get a 
larger Central Legislative Coun- 
cil to preside over the new East 
African Common Services Or- 
ganization, which succeeds the 
High Commission from the day 
Tanganyika becomes independ- 
ent. “ 

Although larger and more rep- 
resentative, the new council will 
remain a body nominated by the 
respective governments of Ken- 
ya, Tanganyika, Uganda and 
Zanzibar. As a result, party poli- 
tics will play little part. The de- 
liberations will be more on bread- 
and-butter matters. This will be 
its role until federation becomes 
@ reality. 

Worried Over Delay. 

This delay is worrying many 
{fn East Africa. As politicians in 
Kenya wrangle among them- 
selves, prospects of federation 
are fading. 

Tanganyika’s premier, Julius 
Nyerere, is one strong advocate 
of federation. To demonstrate 
his convictions, he has promised 
to mark time in Tanganyika so 
that Kenya and neighboring 
Uganda can catch up constitu- 
tionally and go forward into a 
federation together. Uganda's 
timetable is now fixed—self-gov- 
ernment will be granted in March 
of next year and by next Octo- 
ber, it, too, will be independent. 

Until then, Nyerere probably 
can afford to wait, but if Kenya 
drags its feet much longer it 
may. see itself left out of an East 
African federation. 

Kenya is the most powerful 
economically, despite its present 
recession, and Nairobi is not 
only the Kenya capital but the 
commercial hub of East Africa. 

It is fairly certain thet when 
Kenya’s date for independence is 
settled, concrete talks about 
forming a federation will be 
started almost immediately. 

Meantime, there is no lack of 
applicants to join the club from 
farther afield. Mauritius, the is- 
fand off Africa, recently sent a 
minister to sound out possibili- 
ties. 

Somalia, to the north of Kenya, 
also has given fairly authorita- 
tive hints that it would like to 
be considered as an applicant. 


Fulfillment of Dreams. 


To extend an East African fed- 
eration southward to include 
Nyasaland and even Northern 
Rhodesia would be the fulfill- 
ment of Nyerere’s greatest 
dream. It is even said he would 
like to see Mozambique within 
such a grouping leaving South- 
ern Rhodesia alone and forced 
to look southward to South 
Africa. 

These dreams cannot provide 
the sound foundations on which 
a federation must be built. In- 
stead, the planners see as the 
' main supporters such organiza- 
tions as the large railway net- 
work which embraces East Af- 
rica, together with the complex 
post office and communications 
service.and the many research 
organizations which now operate 
inter-territorially. 

Economically, a market of 
from 22,000,000 to 36,000,000 per- 
sons would prove an immense 
magnet to international finan- 
ciers. 

At the same time, federation 
would provide a solution to those 
communities in East Afria which 
want more autonomy. These in- 
clude the Arabs of the Kenya 
coast, the Buganda of Uganda, 
and, possibly, the Masai, at pres- 
ent divided equally. between 
Tanganyika and Kenya by a line 
drawn last century by cartog- 
raphers in Europe. 


FRATERNITIES ARE URGED 
TO RESIST RESHAPING 


BOSTON, Dec. 2 (AP)—Fra- 
ternities are private associations 
of men seeking out other men 
who are congenial, and as such 
must resist those who would re- 
shape them from whatever mo- 
tives, the National interfra- 
ternity Confrence was told yes- 
terday. 

In an address, the Rev. James 
A. McInerney, O.P., professor 
of philosophy and theology at 
DePaul University, Chicago 
said: 

“The open, the umderhand, the 
half-hearted attacks on lawfully 
constituted fraternities and so- 
rorities are the result of ignor- 
ance or malice. For an institu- 
tion of higher learning to be 
guilty of either is unthinkable. 
To proclaim the .attack in the 
sacred name of patriotism, civil 
rights, man’s humanity, or his 
religion reveals the grossest 
kind of ignorance. 

“To belong to a fraternity or 
mot to belong, to prefer this one 
to that, have nothing to do with 
a man’s patriotism, his duty to 
mankind, or to accurately de- 
fined civil rights.”

In 1792, Alexander Hamilton, 
the first secretary of the treas- 
ury, recommended that the dol- 
lar be defined in both gold and 
silver, hence the term bimetal- 
lism. Hamilton urged also the 
free coinage of both, meaning 
that anyone could take bullion to 
the mint and have it made into 
coins at no charge. 

Congress adopted Hamilton’s 
suggestiong and decreed that 15 
ounces of silver would have the 
same value as one ounce of gold. 


Circulation of Both, 


This law prompted circulation 
of both gold and silver coins, 
but only for a short time. The 
system broke down because sil- 
ver production increased while 
gold output dropped. This meant 
the 15 to 1 radio was unrealistic. 
With the European ratio closer 
to 16 to 1, American gold moved 
abroad where it commanded 
more silver in exchange. Gold 
coins dropped out of sight. 


In 1834, Congress adopted the 
16 to 1 ratio. Market conditions 
changed again and, this time, 
silver dropped from circulation. 

By the time Congress enacted 
a comprehensive coinage law in 
1873, silver had been out of cir- 
culation .many years. The law 
thus paid little attention to sil- 
ver and, in fact, abolished the 
free coinage of silver. This did 
not seem important at the time 
because the market price made 
it unprofitable to present silver 
for coinage. 

Three years later, it became 
apparent— too late—that free 
coinage again would be profit- 
able because of a new shift in 
silver prices. The silver pro- 
ducers protested the repeal of 
free coinage, decrying ‘The 
Crime of 1873.”

No one was very pleased with 
the results.

The next major legislation was 
the Sherman silver purchase act 
of 1890, requiring government 
purchases of 4,500,000 ounces a 
month.

Bryan was defeated and popu- 
lar interest in.the silver issue 
subsided. Silver's loss of popu- 
larity could be attributed to the 
prosperity of the early Twenti- 
eth century and the creation of 
a Federal Reserve system which 
provided for a flexible money 
supply. 

Although the silver issue was 
revived briefly in World War I, 
it did not become a major issue 
again until an outbreak of infla- 
tionist sentiment following the 
economic collapse of 1929. 

Law Passed in 1933. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt ordered 
the resumption of federal pur- 
chases of silver in 1933. Con- 
gress then passed the silver pur- 
chase act which Kennedy pro- 
poses to repeal.

A 
member of that group was Sen- 
ator John F, Kennedy of Massa- 
chusetts. 


As President, Mr. Kennedy has 


advanced the same proposal. If 
Congress accepts the idea, the 
silver issue may finally be laid 
to rest.

For the fortunate, prosperity 
will make this a season of un- 
paralleled plenty. But in hun- 
dreds of St. Louis homes there 
will be poverty so great that 


Christmas will be marked only 
by suffering. 

In this article 20 of the city’s 
hundred neediest cases are de- 
scribed; in succeeding articles 
80 more will be detailed. All are 
true stories of human tragedy— 
people in despair, those bewild- 
ered and alone, and those over- 
whelmed by sudden disaster 
that has wiped out all hope of a 
Merry Christmas. 

Contributions to the Christmas 
Fund, sponsored by this news- 
paper in co-operation with the 
Christmas Bureau of the Health 
and Welfare Council, will be dis- 
tributed to needy families and 
individuals by Dec. 25. Every 
dollar goes to the needy; not one 
cent is used for administrative 
purposes. 

All cases are authenticated 
reports, taken from among thou- 
sands on the records of the 68 
member agencies of the Health 
and Welfare Council partici- 
pating in the Christmas appeal. 

The Christmas Bureau of the 
Health and Welfare Council was 
established 37 years ago. It is 
manned by volunteers so that 
every dollar can go directly to 
the needy. More than 50 volun- 
teers will work under the direc- 
tion of Miss Mary Alice Messer- 
ley, director of the bureau, and 
Mrs. Robert Andre, administra- 
tive assistant. 

The 100 Neediest Cases will be 
listed only by number; names 
and addresses will not be re- 
vealed. Contributions will be de- 
livered to families and indi- 
viduals by staff members of the 
various member agencies who 
are familiar with the needs of 
the individual cases. 


However, when donations 
consist of furniture, appli- 
ances and other bulky items, 
delivery will be made by the 
Public Movers Association. As 
in years past, members of 
this association will donate 
trucks and time of drivers as 
a contribution to the Christ- 
mas Fund. Last year the 26 
member companies of the 
association contributed serv- 
ices valued at more than $1200. 


By keeping confidential the 
names of the needy, gifts can be 
given anonymously in the true 
spirit of charity. In all cases 
where the mother of the house- 
hold is known to be sufficiently 
responsible to handle cash gifts 
to the best advantage, money 
will be given to her to allow her 
the joy of buying for her chil- 
dren who will treasure their 
gifts all the more because. they 
came from their own mother. 

Although specific items such 
as refrigerators, washing and 
sewing machines, stoves and fur- 
niture may be -mentioned as 
needed in many cases, cash gifts 
are emphasized because dollars 
are needed to meet specific 
needs that cannot be met by 
welfare agencies. These needs 


Gifts are asked on behalf of the aged and infirm who 
alone on incomes insufficient to provide nourishing 


may include false teeth, diet 
foods or medicines, educational 
material for retarded children or 
special toys for crippled or blind 
youngsters. 

Cash gifts are also needed to 
enable needy persons to pay for 
transportation to clinics; to buy 
fuel for families; for blankets 
for invalids who must spend their 
remaining days in bed. 

In 10 years of co-sponsorship 
of the fund by the Post-Dispatch 
and the Christmas Bureau, con- 
tributors have given a total of 
$203,459. Last year’s contribu- 


tions amounted to $37,084. Be- 
sides this cash amount, there 
were large numbers of other 


gifts. 

All told, about 16,000, individ- 
uals, including children and aged 
persons in institutions, were 
brought some measure of cheer 
through the generosity of Post- 
Dispatch readers last year. 

Illustrations for the _ 100 
Neediest Cases series were 
drawn by students in the Wash- 
ington University School of Fine 
Arts in a competition under the 
direction of instructor Richard 
Burnell and Robert Robison, 
head of the department of illus- 
tration and design.

The 100 cases in this series 
serve as symbols of thousands 
of others in the St. Louis com- 
munity who must have help 
from their more fortunate 
neighbors. 

For each case in this series 
telling of a child who needs 
warm clothes for protection 
against the weather there are 
scores of other cases of children 
who will shiver in an unheated 
tenement on Christmas morning. 
For each case history telling of 
the misery of someone il] and old 
and alone, there are hundreds of 
others barely keeping them- 
selves alive on old-age assistance 
grants and who need help to 
make Christmas something more 
than another day of want. 

All contributions above the 
amounts required for the 100 
Neediest will be given to others 
in want. 


Case 1 


ELEVEN-YEAR-OLD GARY 
has a Christmas wish that no 
one can grant. Gary wishes that 
his leg, recently amputated after 
a tragic accident, would miracu- 
lously grow back in time for 
Christmas. A real family Christ- 
mas, complete with tree and 
presents, Would ease Gary's 
heartbreak somewhat but his 
mother and father cannot pro- 
vide it. Their Christmas money 
was spent for medical care for 
Gary. He does not feel sorry for 
himself but the misery over his

misfortune is deepened because 
the family’s Christmas money 
had to be spent on him. It would 
make him happy to see his little 
sister have a doll and baby car- 
riage and his three brothers re- 
ceive toys on Christmas day. 
This closely-knit family will 
have a bleak Christmas without 
help. A gift of $50 would provide 
warm clothing for the children’s 
needs and a few toys for Gary 
and his sister and brother. 


Case 2 
MRS. B. IS 84 vears old and 
without relatives. When her hus- 
band died many years ago she 


went to work and cared for her- 
self, even saving enough money 


for her burial expenses. The 
money intrusted to a relative, 
now dead, was spent without 
Mrs. B.’s knowledge. Recently 
she was placed in a nursing 
home. The cost of her care is 
met by public assistance. But 
because she has no one to re- 
member her on Christmas, the 


day will be much like the end- 
less others she has spent in the 
home. She does not complain. 
She reads her Bible and mur- 
murs that she is sure everything 
will turn out all right. But a gift 
of $25 to provide a warm robe 
and slippers and enable her to 
buy some crochet thread and 
other little personal things she 
needs would make her happy in 
the realization that someone 
cares and give her the feeling 
that she is not alone. 


Case 3 


MARCIA IS 16. She has no 
parents or relatives to take an 
interest in her. She is now liy- 
ing in an institution because a 
‘substitute’ family cannot be 
found for her. An emotionally 
disturbed child, she spends a 
great deal of her time withdrawn 
from the other children. In her 
loneliness she has turned to 
painting and sketching and has 
become quite adept with brush 
and canvas. Since she seems to 
have real talent a $25 gift to 
purchase brushes, paints and ar- 
tist’s supplies would enable her 
to go on with her painting and 
might provide the key to at 
least a partial solution of her 
problems by giving her self-con- 
fidence. The gift would also 
mean to Marcia that she has a 
friend. She is sure she has none 
now. 


Case 4 


MR. AND MRS. §S. have three 
children of their own and care 
for two foster children placed 
in their home by a child caring 
agency. The S.’s, an unusual 
couple, love their foster children 
as their own and they had hoped 
to be able to provide a modest 
Christmas for all. Now sudden 
illness has brought financial

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pressure and there may be no 
toys or even a real Christmas 
dinner. A contribution of $20 
would enable this father and 
mother to. remember not only 
their own children but the two 
little orphans in their home. This 
amount would also insure an 
adequate Christmas meal, 


Case 5 
MR. C. KNOWS that his wife, 


ill with an incurable disease and 
hospitalized, may not live until 
Christmas. With the aid of a 
homemaker secured through a 
family service he has been able 
to care for his little daughter 
Mary and her younger brother 
Johnny. Mr. C. works hard but 
the of his wife's illness, 
food, rent and part of the salary 
of the homemaker will leave not 
one cent for his children’s Christ- 
mas. Six-year-old Mary has no 
winter coat. She would like a 
pretty red one. Johnny, 3, would 
like a small wagon. Your gift 
of $14 would mean much to 
these children. 


Case 6 


MRS. N. is an aged, blind 
woman who lives alone in a 
tiny, two-room shack that 
actually is not habitable. She 
has no family to help her or to 
take her to a clinic. Her only 
income is $65-a-month Aid to 
the Blind. Because of years 
of deprivation her needs are 
many and it would be difficult 
to say which should be met 
first. She owes several years’ 
taxes on the shack she calls 
home. She never has enough 
money to buy more than a

The father had deserted the fam- 
ily before Lois’ birth. She is now 
in a foster home and her great 
desire in life is to become a 
Candy Striper, a volunteer work- 
er in a hosiptal. She realizes 
it will take money for transpor- 
tation so she tries to save the 
25 cents she earns each week by 
baby sitting. Lois has asked 
santa for $3 to pay a week's 
carfare when she becomes a 
Candy Striper. She has not 
asked for clothing but she could 
use a pretty dress and coat. 


Case ll 


TOMMY was 2 vears old when 
he was abandoned by his par- 
ents. He was found alone in a 
furnished room, cold and under- 
nourished. He still has'a heart 
condition brought on by neglect 
in infancy. For 14 years Tommy 
has been living in a foster home, 
This home has provided him 
with the love he has needed but 
than the minimum 
essentials of comfort.

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Confusing Week,

WE’VE HAD a verv busy week this week, so much so 
fhat we haven't had a chance to do much work, What hap- 
pened was that the American magazine Look said they would 
like to do a picture story on us, on how we live and work in 
Paris, and naturally we

so it was hard to sav no 
Look sent over from the 
United States two of its top 
men, Jack Star, a reporter, 
and Douglas Kirkland, a 
photographer, and 
we agreed they could fol- 
low us around night and 
day taking pictures and in- 
tervie-"ing us while we in- 
terviewed other people. At 
the time we didn’t realize 
how confusing it could be. 
The truth is we live a 
ART BUCHWALD very quiet life in Paris. In 
the morning we come in 
and read the mail, dictate a few letters to Ursula under 
pseudonyms, requesting that the editor rerun our Thanksgiving 
day column, then we play gin rummy with a fellow down the 
hall, then we go to lunch with the fellow we played gin rummy 
with, then we take a nap, then we write an article, then we 
go home and read France-Soir to find out what happened in 
Paris that day. 

There is rarely any variance in this schedule, but obviously 
this wasn’t what Look had in mind, so we had to change our 
entire schedule. 

For a starter we had to impress the Look men with the 
fact that we really lead a glamorous life. The first thing we 
did was go out to a movie studio in Paris to say hello to 
Henry Fonda, Edmund O’Brien and Darryl Zanuck, who were 
making ‘“The Longest Day.”’ 

It was too difficult to explain what we were doing 
with a writer and a photographer, so we didn’t say 
anything other than to introduce them as members of 
the Look staff. 

But as we talked to Fonda and O’Brien, the photog- 
rapher started taking pictures of us with the stars’ 
backs to the camera and Star was taking notes of the 
questions we were asking the actors instead of their 
answers. 


» FINALLY we told the stars what was going on. The press 
agent on the film immediately rallied his photographer in ‘to 
take pictures of Kirkland taking pictures of us being inter- 
viewed while we interviewed Fonda, O’Brien, and Zanuck, It 
caused quite a bit of confusion on the set as no one knew who 
was taking what of whom. 

On the way out of the studio we had the good 
fortune to bump into Gene Kelly, with whom we stopped 
and chatted while Kirkland shot pictures and Star took 
notes. 

Kelly became nervous, so we had to let go of his 
hand which we were shaking vigorously so Kirkland 
could see we really knew important people in Paris. 


NEXT DAY we had a more serious problem. Fonda, 
O’Brien, Zanuck and Kelly were the only celebrities we kriew 
were in Paris, and we still had nine days to go. 

We called up Irwin Shaw, the writer, and told him Look 
was doing a story on us and asked him if he would come to 
lunch so we could be photographed together. 

“I'd like to,” he replied, ‘‘but I’m playing tennis.” 

“Well, could they take a picture of us playing tennis 
together?’”’ we asked. 

Shaw said: ‘“‘You don’t play tennis.” 

“IT don’t do anything they’re taking pictures of me doing,” 
we cried. 

But Shaw said he had an important game and, besides, he 
photographed very badly from the back. 

So we had our picture taken with an industrial designer 
from Lausanne and Bing Crosby’s agent, whom we met by 
luck in the lobby of the Hotel George V where we were 
Waiting to be photographed with. ANYONE who came in. 
Tuesday night we had our picture taken with a stripteaser at 
the Crazy Horse Saloon, several students dancing the Twist, 
and Raymond Oliver cooking at the Grand Vefour.

>» NEW EFFICIENCY FROM OIL HEAT: One result of 
the petroleum industry's efforts to combat natural gas inroads 
in home heating is a new device that may save millions for 
oil-heat customers, Ordinarily, in an oil burner, there is some 
waste because no combustion takes place in the central area 
of the fuel spray. The new device—a special grid that can 
£0 in most existing burners—spread the flame through the 
whole spray, increasing fuel efficiency about 12 per cent. 
It’s expected to cost $45 to $55, including installation, Tested 
in 30 homes last year, it produced average savings of $53.50.

To my generation Gene Shel- 
don meant a rubber-faced, banjo- 
playing, baggy-pants comedian 
who survived the death of vaude- 
ville to become a standard and 
pretty widely known act in night 
clubs and musical comedies, 


But to today’s budding genera- 
tion, Gene Sheldon is Bernardo, a 
man who, despite the fact he 
can't talk, is loyal, brave and 
trustworthy, who saved Zorro’s 
life, not once but with some 
regularity. As such he is loved 
by millions of small fry. But 
neither generation would recog- 
nize the other generation’s Gene 
Sheldon, 


Nobody is more aware of the 
two faces of Gene Sheldon than 
Sheldon himself. He was in town 
the other day, plugging a new 
Walt Disney version of ‘Babes 
in Toyland,” in which he is one 
of the stars. While the new Shel- 
don has won him more fame and 
security than he ever knew be- 
fore, one senses that he misses 
the old Sheldon, 


As himself (or Bernardo) 
Sheldon looks like your friendly 
neighborhood druggist, or any- 
body’s favorite uncle. When I 
mentioned the Sheldon I knew, 
he smiled and said, ‘‘Wait a 
minute.” 

He pulled a soft, rolled-up felt 
hat out of his pocket. It had 
a narrow brim and a high crown, 
He perched it high on his head, 
screwed up his feature and there 
he was, the zany comedian who 
has been making people laugh 
for 35 years. 

Sheldon has been performing 
in pantomime so long that people 
are surprised to learn he can 
talk. As Bernardo he has found 
a following unlike any he ever 
had during his years as a vaude- 
ville and night club comedian— 
children. It has proved a mixed 
blessing. 

“The kids come 
me,” he said, ‘‘and they hear 
me talk. Then they get mad. 
‘Nyah, you're not Bernardo,’ 
they say, and walk away.”’ He 
shook his head, What’s a man 
to do? 


Sheldon didn’t start his career 
as a pantomimist. As a matter 
of fact he started in the role of 
a girl being sawed into parts by 
a magician, the magician being 
his father. It is interesting to 
note that when he turned to pan- 
tomime, he made his debut in 
St. Louis. It would be nice to 
be able to record that he took 
our city by storm, and that per- 
ceptive St. Louis audiences, rec- 
ognizing his genius as a come- 
dian, made him a star over- 
night. This, however, would be 
about as far from the facts as 
one could get. 

But to go back, Gene’s father 
was not a performer, in the ordi- 
nary sense of the word. He was 
a barber, a railroader and, in 
his later days, a compiler of 
books on astrology, 

When a traveling magician 
came to. their home town of 
Rockford, Ill., and mystified the 
natives by sawing a woman in 
two, the elder Sheldon decided 
he could go him one better. He 
would saw a woman in four 
parts. 

He built his own mechanism. 
Whereas the trick is usually done 
with two girls in the box, he 
used only one person and a pair 
of sponge rubber feet and ankles 
with a string attached to make 
them wiggle. Gene, made up 
in a blond wig and black bloom- 
ers, played the part. 

The act played with consider- 
able success around the Middle

West. But Gene got too big to 
get in the box and they couldn't 
seem to find a girl who was able 
or willing or small enough to 
contort herself in the box, so 
his father went back to rail- 
roading. 


Not Gene. He was stagestruck. 
He had learned a lot of magic 
tricks while touring in vaude- 
ville. Also he had learned to 
strum a ukelele and do a time 
step. At first he appeared in 
amateu* night programs. But his 
work on the stage had given him 
just enough professional polish, 
such as being able to get on and 
off the stage properly, that the 
other amateurs raised the cry 
that he was a professional, and 
finally refused to appear with 
him. 


He learned to play the banjo 
and became one of the pioneer 
performers on radio. ‘‘People 
were still building crystal sets 
out of oatmeal boxes, and the 
problem at the radio station 
was keeping the air busy. All 
you had to do was show up 
and you were on. 


“Which reminds me of some- 
thing,’’ Sheldon interjected. ‘“You 
know in England they have had 
television since 1937 or there- 
abouts.

For a while, Sheldon said, 
picking up the thread of his 
story, he worked in a ‘‘tab show”’ 
doing specialties and small roles, 
then in a touring song and dance 
show, and when they were play- 
ing the Tower Theater in Chi- 
cago another performer on the 
bill, Jack Haley, came to his 
dressing room, 


maiter, never 


‘You want to be a comedian?”’ 
Haley asked. Sheldon assured 
him that was the ambition of his 
life. ‘‘Then pick out the ‘guy 
you think is the funniest come- 
dian in the business, and be like 
him,’’ Haley advised. ‘That will 
give you a working model, 
Eventually your own personality 
will come thfough and you will 
have a style of your own.” 


Sheldon thought Harry Lang- 
don was the funniest man he 
ever saw. He went back home 
and with his father’s hat, shoes 
and pants and a coat his mother 
cut away for him, he evolved a 
sort of Harry Langdon outfit. 
He went out on Halloween and 
people laughed. His father said, 
“Okay, now get on out and be 
funny.” 


He- had an act made up of 
bits and pieces, some of which 
he had thought up, some of 
which he had absorbed around 
theaters. He got his first book- 
ing in St. Louis. “It wasn't just 
small-time vaudeville,’’ he re- 
called, ‘‘It was infinitesimal.”’ 


His debut was at a theater 
called the Woodlawn, and he got 
a chance to go on only because 
the scheduled act failed to show. 
He then played — neighborhood 
houses throughout the St. Louis 


area. He averaged about $15 a 


week, 


He soon learned that one of 
his principal handicaps was 
that he was considered just a 
good imitator of Harry Lang- 
don, So aside from the hat he 
changed the personality into 
something of his own. It was 
an improvement. He went to 
Chicago, played neighborhood 
theaters for peanuts, finally 
got an audition with Fanchon 
and Marco, played in one of 
the downtown houses — and 
went over big. 


But by then vaudeville had 
turned up its heels and was 
breathing its last. The William 
Morris Agency booked him in 
England. He stayed six months 
and was a hit in London, 
Brighton and Liverpool. ‘‘I came 
back,”’ he said, “thinking I was 
famous. What happened? No- 
body cared.”’ 


The years 1935 to 1940 were the 
dark ages for show business. 
Nothing was flourishing except 
radio, and pantomime is a little 
hard to put across on radio. But 
night clubs began to come back 
as the depression waned, and 
then in 1941 he got into a hit 
show, ‘Priorities of 1941.” 

Since then, between night 
clubs, musical comedies, televi- 
sion and the movies, life has 
been kind. ‘The only trouble 
is,” he says, ‘‘when you're lazy 
like I am you just take the good 
offers. The rest of the time I 
stay home with my kids.”’ 

By the time he had finished 
that sentence his wallet was out 


of his pocket. ‘We've been 
married 18 years,” he said, ‘‘and 
after years with no_ blessed 


events, we decided to adopt a 
family. That's David, he’s 614; 
and that’s Theresa—we call her 
Tracy—who's 2.”’

The Sheldons have a home in 
Tarzana, Calif. ‘‘Yeah, isn’t that 
a name for you,’’ he laughed. 
“You know Edgar Rice Bur- 
roughs lived there—one of the 
first settlers. A lot of new- 
comers have started a move- 
ment to try to change the name, 
but with no luck. The old-timers, 
who named it that, like it and 
want to keep it.” 


Sheldon spent four years 
with Disney, during which, in 
addition to the Zorro series, he 
made a feature called ‘‘Toby 
Tyler’ and the upcoming 
“Babes in Toyland.’”’ ‘‘The 
first time I ever spoke a line 
was in ‘Toby Tyler,’”’ he said, 
“and it seared me to death,

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Saving Voices of Cancer Victim 


St. Louis Doctors Pool Skills in Throa

THE DOCTOR often has good 
news for his patients. A fine. 
healthy baby has been born, and 
the mother is doing well. Or,’ the 
laboratory has checked and 
found no cancer. Not infrequent- 
ly, also, the doctor has bad 
news. He may have to sit down 


with a patient and tell him he 
has cancer, that surgerv is 
needed, and that the outlook is 
thus and so 

All of this, the good tidings 
and the bad, must be taken in 
stride by doctors in the course 


of a busy day. When the patient 
has something seriously the mat- 
ter with him, the good doctor 
will take the time to discuss it 
thoroughly, and do what he can 
to allay fear. Fortunately, medi- 
cal progress justifies a posture 
of optimism. 

“They can do practically anv- 
thing nowadays,"’ somebody says 


cheerfully in talking about an 
operation somebody else has just 
had. The remark is an over- 


Statement, but comes close to the 
truth. The public has great con- 
fidence in ‘“‘they’’—that is to sav. 
in the increasing competence of 
the medical profession in dealing 
with the multiple ills that afflict 
the humafw body 

A good example of such prog- 
ress mav be seen at the Wash- 
ington University School of Medi- 
cine and the university's medical 
center in the case of throat can- 


cer. In times past the person 
Sulfering trom cancer in ofr 
around the larvnx was a candi- 
date for surgical removal of his 
entire voice box. So was the 
person whose throat condition 
was thought to be ‘‘pre-cancer- 
ous.”’ 


[he reason for this wholesale 
extirpation of the offending mem- 
ber was simple. Where cancer is 
present, the surgeon's 
mission is to get if 


primary 
all out. The 
patient Can get along without a 
larynx, but he cannot get along 
with cancer. The safest course 
was removal of the larvnx. a 
relatively simple surgical proce- 
dure. 

But the larynx, more common- 
ly known as the Adam’s apple, 
is a part ofl the body well worth 
preserving if possible. In addi- 


tion to its role in speech. it en- 
ables one to swallow without 
choking and to breathe without 
Strangling. Speaking is, as a 
matter of fact, the least im- 


portant of the three functions, 


At Washington University 
surgical skill, teamed with the 
skills of the pathologist and 
the radiologist, has had marked 
success in the last few years 
in salvaging the voice boxes of 
people suffering from cancer 
of the larvnx, 

In addition, work with ex- 
perimental animals shows 
promise of developing a prac- 
ticable way of replacing the 
larynx in human beings. There 
are some 25,000 people in the 
United States who have had 
their voice boxes removed. 


“It is teamwork,” says Dr. 
Joseph H. Ogura, professor of 
otolaryngology at the School of 
Medicine, who pioneered the 
larynx-conserving operation 
here. An otolaryngologist is an 
ear, nose and throat specialist. 

The teamwork has involved the 
Department of Pathology—path- 
ology being the branch of medi- 
cine having to do with the essen- 
tial nature of disease and the 
changes caused by disease—and 
the Department of Radiology; 
concerned with the use of radia- 
tion for diagnosis and treatment 
of disease. 

In both cases the contribution 
of medical research was to arm 
the surgeon in advance with use- 
ful, specific, accurate informa- 
tion about a patient's condition. 
Pathology offered the light of 
past experience: radiology, the 
benefits of new X-ray techniques 
showing, with greater precision, 
the location of disease in the 
throat. 

Thus the surgeon, knowing in 
advance a great deal more 
about the limits of the cancer- 
ous growth, and being able to 
correlate the case at hand with 
a group of similar cases assem- 
bled by the Department of 
Pathology, can plan a course of 
action aimed at saving what can 
be saved—consistent of course 
with the patient's safety.

“You might say the Washing- 
ton University pathology depart- 
ment and Joe Ogura have joined 
together for the common good 
of the patients,’’ comments Dr. 
Lauren V. Ackerman, professor 
of surgical pathology and pathol- 
ogy. 

Since 1957, the department has 
been engaged in a meticulous 
study of past cases, hundreds of 
them, going back over decades. 

Those engaged in this non- 
romantic task have included Dr. 
Walter C. Bauer and Dr. Mal- 
colm H. McGavran, both ‘how in 
the Armed Forces; Dr. Sidney 
L. Saltzstein, instructor in surgi- 
cal pathology, and Dr. Harlan 
J. Spjut, associate professor of 
surgical pathology. 


Another principal figure in the 
work on laryngeal cancer has 
been Dr. William E. Powers, as- 
sociate professor of radiology. 

Dr. Ogura, 46 vears old, is a 
United States citizen of Japanese 
descent. He was born in San 
Francisco and was graduated 
from the University of California 
School of Medicine there in 1941. 
He has long been interested in 
the problem of conserving the 
voice box of patients with can- 
cer of the throat. 

For some time, surgeons have 
been able to cope with early can- 
cer involving the vocal cords 
without sacrificing the larynx. 
The problem has been to find a 
way of dealing with cancer 
above the vocal cords, in the 


larynx and pharynx, and to find 
out how much of the larynx 
could be removed without de- 
stroying its usefullness. 


An important point in saving 
the larynx, from the patient's 
viewpoint, is that it gets rid of 
the tracheotomy tube. This tube, 
an inconvenience to say the 
least, has to be left in the neck, 
when the larynx is removed, so 
the patient can breathe. 


“The older medical textbooks 
used to say,’ Dr. Ogura re- 
marked, ‘“‘that if the structures 
above the vocal cords were re- 
moved you could breathe but 
could not swallow, so total re- 
moval of the larynx was the 
course of action 

‘We later found that much of

Early this vear Dr. Ogura, Dr. 
Saltzstein and Dr, Spjut were co- 
authors of a paper read betore 
the American’ Laryngological, 
Rhinological and Otological So- 
ciety in Minneapolis. [hey re- 
ported results on surgery done 
here on cancer cases of a type 
where the limitations of the can- 
cer make the operation feasible. 

Discussing a series of 58 pa- 
tients, the St. Louis doctors. re- 
ported that the cure rate com- 
pared favorably with the rate 
experienced when persons with 
the same kind of disease under- 
went removal of their larynxes. 
These were significant findings. 

The operation conserving the 
larynx is more difficult, ‘sur- 
gically, than removal of the 
whole thing. It takes several 
hours, Dr, Ogura has been per- 
forming it for eight years, and 
now does about one a week, He 
emphasizes the role of the path- 
ologist and radiologist in making 
such refinements possible. 

People often think of cancer 
as one Actually there 
are many different kinds of ma- 
lignant tumors. Some tend to 
remain localized for a long time; 
others tand to spread rapidly. 
Sometimes the location of a can- 
cer has much to do with wheth- 
er it is likely to get out of hand. 
It may, for example, be con- 
fined by natural anatomical bar- 
riers, such as cartilage. 

It stands to reason that no 
surgeon, however skillful or ex- 
perienced, can recognize at a 
glance—in the office or operating 
room—just what stage a cancer 
or what it may do, His 
experience is neces-

In the case of cancer in and 
around the larynx, the School of 
Medicine's Division of Surgical 
Pathology under Dr. Ackerman 
undertook a study of all similar 
past operations, classified them 
and put the information on 
punch cards, 


Hundreds of cases have been 
studied. Dark green and gray 
filing cabinets in the pathology 
laboratories contain glass 
slides made from tissue re- 
moved in every operation per- 
fotmed at Barnes and sub- 
sidiary hospitals from 1913 to 
the present—except, for some 
reason, for the first 30 Opera- 
tions. 


The slides are made from bits 
of tissue that are fixed in paraf- 
fin by technicians and cut into 
slivers of six microns width. If 
old slides are not satisfactory, 
new ones can be made, because 
the materials are kept. 

Laryngeal cancer slides were 
studied by the team of patholo- 
gists, classified as to where the 
cancer was and whether the pa- 
tient got along all right. Where 
the outcome was not known, 
every effort was made to find 
out. Sometimes. this involved 
travel and detective work. 

“Cancers a few millimeters 
apart may vary in behavior and 
pattern,’ said Dr. Ackerman in 


discussing the work. “It is 
through this time - consuming 


labor that we have managed to 
pinpoint the life history of the 
various cancers in and around 
the larynx.” 

Thus when a new patient 
comes in with something wrong 
with his throat, and analysis of 
a bit of tissue taken painlessly 
from the affected area indicates 
cancer, the Department of Path- 
ology is able to evaluate the 
new case—before the operation— 
against a rather massive and 
detailed past experience. 

The other vital.element mak- 
ing the more intelligent evalua- 
tion possible is the X - ray 
technique, developed by 
Dr. Powers, that indicates pre- 
cisely what the limitations of 
the tumor are. Results of this 
examination are critical in the 
determination of whether the 
larynx may be saved. 

“What we can say is that in 
certain instances, when the 
tumor is ideally situated, Dr. 
Oeura has been able to leave a 
functional voice apparatus,”’ Dr. 
Ackerman said. ‘‘Not intact, per- 
hans, but functional. In the past, 
lacking this information, the 
safest thing was to remove the 
voice box.” 

Currently the Department of 
Pathology is working up detailed 
information aimed at improving 
diagnosis and treatment of other 
types of cancer. 

Meanwhile Dr. Ogura’s re- 
search to find a method for re- 
placement of the human larynx 
is going forward. The research, 
which involves experimental ani- 
mals, is supported by a $48,000 
grant from the American Cancer 
Society, and a $26,000 grant 
from the National Institutes of 
Health.

His Place

NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (UPI). 

SUPERVISORS—at home. or 
in the office—now have been 
pigeon-holed by a social 6&ci- 
entist, 

Expert Edith Arlen made six 
pigeon-holes when she _ sorted 
supervisors into personality 
types, 

She labels the types as fol- 
lows: Perfectionist, shifter, Vic- 
tor, worrier, big whip and 
buddy buddy, 

Miss Arlen, of Los Angetes, 
West Coast representative for 
Social Research Inc., describes 
the symptoms of each type in a 
report in Hospital, the journal 
of the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation. She also prescribes sug- 
gested cure tactics for sick su- 
pervisors. 

The syndromes characteristic 
of each type—and the cures~ 
follow: 


—Perfectionist: Runs every- 
one ragged because he or 
she wants everything to be per- 
fect. This type thinks everything 
must be done immediately and 
that everyone must do every- 
thing the way he or she would 
do the job. 

Miss Arlen contends that this 
type forgets that not everyone 
has the same skills, intelligence 
or interest in the job. 

The cure she recommends: 
The supervisor must recognize 
that nothing can be on an all-or- 
nothing basis, that no solution is 
perfect, that there always are 
problems for which there is no 
ideal solution. 


Shifter: This boss perpe- 
trates inconsistencies. One day, 
it's all sweetness and light. The 
next, such a boss is an old 
grouch. 

The suggested cure for a shift- 
er: learn to avoid off-the-cuff de- 
cisions and consider acceptable 
alternatives, 


—Victor: This boss is always 
right, at all costs. Never makes 
a mistake, Miss Arlen suggests 
that the victor learn to pay at- 
tention to the long-run effects of 
his or her decisions, 


—Worrier: This boss tends to 
exaggerate any situation and is 
terribly concerned about every- 
thing. Miss Arlen said the wor- 
riers ought to learn to use judg- 
ment about what needs to be 
done and how it should be done 
in a timely, considerate way. 


—Big Whip: This is the typs 
of man or woman who is harsh, 
strict and real tough. This super- 
visor often believes that the only 
way to get the work done is to 
tell people what to do and how 
to do it. 

Miss Arlen said this kind of 
boss tends to stifle initiative and 
any kind of communication, The 
cure: the Big Whip must ac- 
knowledge others have skills, 
abilities and a right to self- 
expression, 


—Buddy Buddy: This boss 
wants to be friends with every- 
body in his or her work group. 
He or she thinks people can be 
won over by a pretense of 
friendliness and by attempting 
to manipulate them into doing 
their jobs. 

“This backfires,” Miss Arlen 
said. ‘Employes begin to dis- 
trust him since they feel that he 
is really dishonest in his pre- 
tended interest in them. At the 
first opportunity, they turn 
against him.” 

The cure for this type: learn 
how to deal with the hirelings 
fairly and in an above-the-board 
manner, 

Any boss, in any situation can 
do best, according to Miss Arlen, 
by knowing and understanding 
the people in his work group. 


Safety Rules 
Against Fire 
At Christmas 


CHICAGO (UPI). Dec. 2. 

TAKE EXTRA PRECAUTIONS 
against fire during the Christmas 
season. Fire prevention experts 
offer these do's and don'ts. 

Don’t set trees close to stair- 
ways where they could block es- 
cape from upstairs in case of 
fire. 

Keep the tree outdoors until 
just before Christmas, and in a 
pail of water so it remains fresh. 

Set up the tree in the coolest 
part of the room, as far as possi- 
ble from radiators, heaters and 
fireplace, to prevent over-drying. 

Fill the water container daily 
in the tree stand. 

Use only glass, metal or fire- 
resistant tree trimmings. 

Keep electric trains away from 
the tree. A spark could ignite 
dry pine needles. 

Check lights before putting on 
the tree and discard any with 
frayed wires. 

When you open presents, get 
rid of wrappings immediately. 

Turn off tree lights when leav- 
ing the house. 

Even if tree still seems fresh, 
plan to dismantle the day after 
New Year's. 

Be sure decorative lighting 
does not overload electrical cir- 
cuits. 

Use only specially designed 
electrical equipment for outdoor 
lighting. 

Use only off-the-tree lighting 
on metal trees, @ guard against 
the danger of shock if cord be-.

fT IS NOT FAITH that moves mountains in “A Man for All 
Seasons’’ which opened last week at the Anita theater. It is thought, 
and the mountains are dancing about like so many foam-light 
whitecaps. 

For Robert Bolt has written an extraordinarily lucid play 
about an extraordinarily dif! SI ct: the authority of the 
individual conscience. The subject is difficult because its whole 
vitalitv is interior. It isn’t easy to create a hero—not even when 
that hero bears the name of S Thomas More—whose. stubborn- 
ness unto death is the result of a yviction deeply, wholly im- 
hedded in his most secret heart. It is difficult, again, because 
the intangible tena of any heart strong enough to listen to its 


own whisper even at the risk of hearing alto-

of words, 


Thanks to a superb piece of writing and an equally 
superb performance, everything has risen from the depths 
and come into the open with the piercing intensity of light 
itself. Paul Scofield is the Thomas More of the occasion, 
and the occasion is as quick with attention as his restless, 
skeptical, almost predatory eyes. No remark passes that 
does not find his eyes leaping to each nuance, literally 
tasting syllables and the intention behind them, savoring 
and sifting and salting the “tangle of the mind.” Mr. 
Scofield’s wise, witty, and deeply moving chancellor to an 
unpredictable king seems in love with life, and with some- 
thing more than life: with intelligence, everyone else’s as 
well as his own and his playing does the faculty honor. 


IT SHOULD BE emphasized here that the contest, essen- 
tially intellectual though it may be, is indeed moving. If Mr. 
Scofield rarely betrays emotion, he stirs it. There are perhaps 
only two or three times in his exacerbating struggle to serve 
king and God and self simultaneo sly when the posture of easy, 
controlled, mocking strength shivers a little. lettirg the shadow 
of a tormented flesh fall across it. At one of these times, blatantly 
betrayed, the actor's hands fly to his face. But thev do not touch 
his face, or even each other. There is a suspended tension, a 
groan of mere muscle, as the clenched fingers hesitate, hover 
before the desperate man’s eves, then slowly and forcibly descend 
to his mouth, hesitate again.as though there was a cry to be 
stifled, and then fall to his sides, spent but triumphant. They 
have not been allowed to express defeat; what More knows has 
conquered what More feels. The feeling, though, has not died.

Double Exposure 


For John Fraser

NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (UPI). 
ONE DAY, AN UNKNOWN; the next, given prominent 
exposure in quick succession in two entertainment media. 
. That’s the story of John Fraser—and that’s show business in 
the United States. 


‘‘LUnknown”’ is used here 
in a comparative sense. Ac- 
tually, many Americans 
mav remember this slight, 
light-complexioned young 
Briton for good work in 
attractive roles in two Brit- 


ish films. Even though 
‘Tunes of Glory’ and ‘‘The 
Green Carnation’ did not 


achieve mass release in 
they made an 
impression in key spots. 

Fraser, a Scot now in his 
late 20s, will get his first 
chance to make a maior 
impact here next Wednes- 
day when he plays the title 
role in the dramatization of 
Oscar Wilde’s memorable 
story, “The Picture of 
Dorian Gray.”

» “AND, YOU KNOW,” Fraser said, ‘‘I almost passed up the 
offer to come here for the first time and to make. ‘Dorian 
Gray.’ Fortunately, I reconsidered. 

“Actually, I did turn down the part when the original 
offer was made. Not that I didn’t want to come here. but the 
part of Dorian is that of a rather ‘precious’ type, and I had 
done something similar in playing Lord Alfred Douglas in 
‘The Green Carnation.’ 

‘Obviously, one of the main reasons I was approached for 
‘Dorian,’ which is a difficult role to cast, was that I had played 
Douglas. I didn’t want to get typed. 

‘But I reconsidered and accepted because, after all, Dorian . 
is a terrific role, and then there was the fact that ‘The Green 
Carnation’ had not had wide distribution in the United States.” 
» FRASER HAS REALLY distinguished support in this one- 
hour ‘Golden Showcase’ production Wednesday night. Sir 
Cedric Hardwicke serves as the unseen narrator of this story 
of an increasingly decadent young man whose portrait reflects 
his inner decay although outwardly he does not seem touched 
by the years. 

George C. Scott, Susan Oliver, Louis Hayward and Mar- 
garet Phillips are other front-line talents in the cast, And the | 
show will mark the TV debut of 21-year-old Robert Walker Jr., | 
son of the late movie star, for whom he was named, and | 
gcreen star Jennifer Jones. | 

Fraser pointed out one coincidence involving both the TV | 
and “EI Cid.” | 
“One of the prominent players in ‘El Cid,’ he said, “‘is 
your own Hurd Hatfield. I got to know him well in Spain, 
where we made the film. And it was in the title role in the 
American movie version of ‘Dorian’ about 25 years ago that 
brought him, as an unknown young actor, into almost over- 
night prominence. 

“I hope this television version can do as much for me.”

A “‘heart disease control 
program” in Chicago brings from Dr. Jeremiah Stamler these 
Being too fat doubles the risk of coronary heart 
disease; high blood pressure five times the risk; high choles- 
terol, about four times. In addition, diabetes, hypothyroid 
trouble, too much sendentary life, and too much unrelieved 
tension all can contribute, There's increasing evidence that 
heavy smoking does, too.

Heroes—Then and Now

NEW YORK, Dec. 2. (AP) 

THEY ARE NOW as they were 
then, that day 20 vears ago, a 
hodge-podge. Short, tall. Well 
born, poor. Quiet, self effacing. 
Muscular, aggressive. They live 
in suburban comfort and in 
crowded city streets. 

Yet different as they are, they 
share a common bond — the 
light blue collar of the United 
States’s highest military award, 
the Medal of Honor. 

They are vesterdav’s heroes 
and vesterday for them began 
just two decades ago. Dec. 7, 
194] 

What's become of them, those 
that still live? 

One runs a-bank. Another a 
football league. One, legless, 
works for the Veterans Admin- 
Stration. One's a mayor, an- 
other fears unemployment. 
neir country once avcain 
stands threatened by war. Amer- 
cans once again may be ask- 
ing how well thev will face the 
crisis, can they from their many 
walks of life measure up? In 
that sense it mav be well to 
hear again from yesterday's 
heroes 

The day that twisted the chain 
of their lives, the day we now 
call Pearl Harbor day, was a 
Sunday. 

Audie Murphy was squirrel 
hunting in northeast Texas. He 
bumped into a mail carrier who 
said the Japanese had attacked 
Pear! Harbor. 


hey can't do that.”’ he said.

“Where is Pearl Harbor, any- 
way?” 

RALPH NEPPEL was skating 
on a frozen pond near Carroll, 
la. Francis Burke, already in 
the Army. was moving north. 
His unit bivouacked near the 
farm that was ultimately to be 
the home of his future command- 
er in chief in Gettysburg, Pa 
Pvt. Gerrv Kisters had returned 
from church and was daydream- 
ing about going home in a month 
to his sweetheart after a year $s 
draft service at Fort Bliss, Tex. 

At Sauflev Field, Pensacola, 
Fla.. Joe Foss was officer of 
the day. He doubled the guard, 
then tripled it. Then, for the 
first time in his life he boarded 
a bike to check the guards.

Two years later, in Sicily, 
he was the ranking noncom ina 
reconnaissance unit that was 
pinned down by machine gun 
fire 

“The officer with us was 
helpless. It was his first en- 
gagement. I was the only one 
able to do the job.” 

The “job” included wiping 
out two machine gun posts de- 
spite being wounded five times. 
Was it bravery?

Hawaii, gateway to the Orient, 
hosted 210,658 visitors during 
the first eight months this year, 
a 6.4 per imcrease over 
1960, the Hawaii Visitors Bureau 
reports. 

Indications are that this heavy 
traffic of American travelers 
will continue through this month, 
leading to another record-break- 
ing year, For 1962, more than 
200,000 United States business 
and pleasure travelers are ex- 
pected to venture beyond Ha- 
waii, spending an_ estimated 
$140,000,000 in contrast to the 
$104,000,000 expended in 1960. 

Number of Factors. 

A number of factors account 
for this substantial rise in pop- 
ularity of Pacific travel. Econo- 
my air fares have been con- 
sidered a particularly effective 
inducement, cccording to Ameri- 
can Express offices in New Del- 
hi, Calcutta, Singapore, Karachi 
and Manila. Economy fares have 
increased tourist traffic to these 
cities as much as 25 per cent 
since their introduction last 
year. 

Jet services and new air routes 
have been vital in making the 
remoter areas of Asia and par- 
ticularly those in the South Seas 
more accessible to typical Amer- 
ican travelers. Regular T.A.I. 
and South Pacific flights now 
crisscross Polynesia, Melanesia 
and Micronesia, enabling tourists 
to island hop for the first time 
to places of World War II fame 
such as the Solomons, New Brit- 
ain, New Guinea, Samoa and the 
Tonga islands. 

Opening up this area is ex- 
pected to benefit Australia and 
New Zealand with air travelers, 
breaking long journeys by island 
stopovers. 

Tahiti is now on the tourist 
routes with T.A.I. offering twice- 
weekly, nonstop jet runs from 
Los Angeles to Papatee.

SALVAGE FOR ARTS SAKE 


Old Sculpture Rescued From Manhattan's 
Building Wreckers by Ex-St. Louisan 


By PAUL BERG of the PICTURES Steff 


A SMALL but dedicated group of Sunday archeologists is 
recovering striking examples of architectural art from the 
rubble of buildings being razed in New York. Their efforts soon 
may have the imprimatur of the Brooklyn museum, which is 
considering plans for a permanent sculpture garden to exhibit 
the findings. 

One of the most active collectors is John Rublowsky, who 
played in the first violin section of the St. Louis Symphony orches- 
tra from 1950 to 1955. Since then, he has changed careers and 
is now editor of Space World magazine. 

A prerequisite of the building boom that has been going on 
in Manhattan for the last six or seven years is the wholesale 
razing of older structures. Many of these buildings, especially 
brownstone structures built between 1870 and 1910, were dec- 
orated with pieces of unusual sculpture. This was mainly the 
work of anonymous stone carvers who give evidence of con- 
siderable talent and skill but not much formal training. In a 
sense, they were primitive sculptors but many produced work 
that had originality, individualism and strength. 

Some of the most interesting works were the bas-relief faces 
used as keystones in window and door arches, or arrayed on 
pediments and cornices, or just stuck, seemingly at random, any- 
where on a wall to brighten a drab facade. For 50 years or more 
the stone faces looked down at people passing below, but most 
people rarely looked up to notice them. 

However, Rublowsky and a friend, Ivan C. Karp, noticed 
them a few years ago when they started going on jaunts to ex- 
plore and photograph the city’s interesting neighborhoods. “We 
saw beautiful statuary being cracked by the wrecker’s bulldozers 
and carted off as rubble,” recalls Rublowsky. He and Karp 
began spending their Sundays retrieving as many examples of 
esthetic value as they could find. They soon attracted others 
inspired by the same interest—artists, sculptors, engineers, art 
directors, scholars, students. 

To give their efforts some status and gain the co-operation 
of city officials, art museums and wrecking companies, they 
incorporated a year ago on a non-profit basis as the Anonymous 
Arts Recovery Society. They now have 50 members and to date 
have salvaged about 35 to 40 tons of building decorations. Plans 
to exhibit the best of the collection in a sculpture garden at the 
Brooklyn museum include the reconstruction of several complete 
portals and wall sections with window arches.

DN gecaak oe HANDS and expressive eyes do the 
speaking for Leopold Stokowski when he con- 
ducts a big symphony orchestra in concert. He trans- 
lates into graceful gesture and ever-darting glance 
every element of the music played except the sound 
of it. These are the only signals he needs to beat tem- 
po, hold melodic line in high relief, balance harmony, 
control volume, invoke attacks, explode dynamics. 

Conspicuously missing in his podium demeanor 
are facial grimaces and body contortions. Nor does 
Stokowski ever rely on baton to assist him in getting 
lightning responses to his demands and drawing from 
100 or so instruments the dazzling display of tonal 
colors for which his musical interpretations are justly 
renowned. “Without baton,” the venerable maestro 
explains, “I am completely free to mold phrases 
exactly as I want them.” 

The Stokowski podium eloquence that is never 
completely seen by the audience is captured—for one 
of the few times in his long and brilliant career — in 
the photos in this article. The pictures were made last 
weekend when he came here to guest conduct the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. The photographer sat 
with the orchestra, about 20 feet from Stokowski, dur- 
ing a concert at Kiel Auditorium Opera House. 

Though approaching his eightieth birthday, Sto- 
kowski conducted here with youthful fire and master- 
ful control. His every gesture was clean, concise and, 
musicians said, easy to understand. Stokowski's habit 
of springing occasional new demands, not worked out 
in the gruelling rehearsals that he always insists on, 
kept the orchestra members noticeably alert. 

Although audiences at the two Stokowski con- 
certs were not able to see the maestro’s eyes in ac- 
tion, they did share in the effectiveness of his hand 
movements. One listener aptly described Stokowski's 
conducting as “a visual hearing.” 

Stokowski, of Polish ancestry, was born in London 
in 1882. He has been conducting American orchestras 
since 1909. It was his long and illustrious tenure as 
head of the Philadelphia Orchestra from 1912 to 1939 
that won him ranking among the all-time great con- 
ductors. As for his last name, Stokowski says it is 
more often mispronounced than not. “There is no 
‘cow’ in my name,” explains the maestro softly. 
“That second syllable rhymes with ‘stuff.’ “

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ASS DEPARTURE of the long-ruling Trujillo family from the 

Dominican Republic signalled a quick return by air from 
Puerto Rico of two principal opposition leaders. Thousands 
turned out in the capital city (its name already changed from 
Ciudad Trujillo back to Santo Domingo) to give a returning-hero 
welcome to Dr. Variato A. Fiallo, 67-year-old physician who is 
president of the nonpartisan National Civic Union, and Dr. Man- 
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uel Tavarez, 37-year-old lawyer who heads the country’s leftist 
14th of June Movement. 

Part of the great crowd gathered in greeting (photo above) 
on and near the Durate bridge on the highway leading from the 
airport to the city proper. 

But even as it enjoyed the first flush of freedom from a 32- 
year-old dictatorship, the Caribbean island nation wrestled with 


new troubles in filling the power vacuum resulting from the 
Trujillo family downfall. Demonstrations against President 
Joaquin Balaguer, a Trujillo carry-over appointee, were followed 
by a general strike called by opposition leaders in an attempt 
to force Balaguer out of office. 

Balaguer sought public support with new appointments of 
his own, such reforms as abolishing the Trujillo secret police, 


and public expression of hope for an eventual elected govern- 
ment patterned on democratic lines. There were requests to 
the Organization of American States to lift sanctions placed on 
the country in 1960 for being a “threat’’ to hemispheric peace. 
Meanwhile, a United States Navy task force anchored off 

the Dominican coast prompted Cuba to lodge “aggression” 
charges against the United States in the United Nations.

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George Powell, a veteran Madison County grow- 
er, calculates that about 65 horseradish farmers have 
some 1500 acres planted in the two counties and will 
produce about 9,000,000 pounds of horseradish roots 
this year.

Thousands Meet in Freneh 
Village to Honor Patron 
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By SAM LAMBERT 


AS THEY HAVE for centuries, Euro- 
pean gypsies gather each year in the 
Mediterranean village of Saintes-Maries- 
de-la-Mer to honor their patron saint. 
The gypsies, sometimes numbering 
more than 100,000, descend from all 
parts of the continent on the tiny French 
seaside village. While they formerly 
came on foot or horseback, most now 
arrive in automobiles or trailers. 

In addition to participating in re 
ligious processions and ceremonies — 
part Christian, part pagan — the gypsies 
renew acquaintances, discuss mutual 
problems and sometimes elect tribal 
chieftains. The get-togethers, distin- 
guished by the fabled beauty of many 
of the women, invariably end in a festi- 
val of dancing, singing, merrymaking.

The village where the annual gath- 
erings are held is named after St. Mary 
Salome and St. Mary Jacoby, who are 
believed to have lived there. Legend has 
it that their servant, St. Sarah, was an 
Egyptian, and because her skin was as 
burnished as a gypsy’s, the nomads have 
adopted her as their own patron. 

Gypsies are believed to have mi- 
grated from India about 1000 A.D., reach- 
ing Europe in the fourteenth century. 
Many still speak a language based on 
sanskrit, and they maintain their own 
customs in whatever land they are in. 
However, the ever-tightening framework 
of twentieth-century industrial life has 
forced many gypsies to settle down, but 
the stateless wanderers remain a pictur- 
esque mixture of old and new.

Cattle Drive 
In Missouri 


Carthage Family Recaptures Bit of 
Old West When They Move Herd 


To and From Summer Pastures - 
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In middle of country backroad, Larry Jack- 
son, 10 years old, holds a calf that fell behind 
the herd as his father rides up to help put the 
laggard into the cattle trailer. Other members 
of the family ride along beside the herd to help 


keep a lane open for traffic. One horseman has 
gone to the hilltop to warn oncoming autos. 


As Jackson holds a taut rope on a lame cow he 
has lassoed, hired-hand John Lewis fashions a 
rope halter so the cow can be led into cattle 
trailer. Back of trailer can be lowered as a ramp. 
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In the style of the old West, the Jacksons drive their cattle across a 
creek near Stella, Missouri. A lunch sfop was made at the convenient 


N THE MAKE-BELIEVE WEST of television, cattle drives are an everyday 
occurrence, but in the real West of fences and stock trucks, they 
are a rarity. However, this phase of the old West is recaptured in 
southwestern Missouri twice each year by the Wayne Jackson family. 

The Jacksons and their four children live on a 400-acre farm 
near Carthage, where they raise and sell Black Angus stock. Each 
spring, they drive their herd of 200 or more cattle to summer 
pastures in the rugged Ozarks near the Arkansas border. In the 
fall, they drive them back home again. Each drive lasts about 
two-and-a-half days, covering 50 miles of back roads at two miles 
an hour. 

Over the years, the Jacksons have contended with stampedes, bliz- 
zards, freezing rains and traffic headaches, but they have always brought 
the herd through intact. Rustling and Indian raids are no problems but 
barbed wire fences, busy highways and railroad tracks are. Part of the 
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watering spot. White-faced cattle are a cross between Herefords and Black 
Angus breeds. The drive was supposed to start at sunup and end 


planning includes checking the train schedules of one railroad and 
timing the drive to cross three main highways in broad daylight. Two over- 
night stops are made in pastures of friends along the route. The family 
returns home each night. 

The young stock cause the most trouble by straying off the road and 
through fences. They often have to be lassoed and dragged back on the 
trail. Calves that lag behind are put in a big cattle trailer pulled by the 
family truck. 

The Jackson children (ages 5, 7, 8 and 10) all enjoy watching TV 
cattle drives but find them pale imitations of the real thing. They learned 
to ride horses at about two and joined the drives as full-fledged cowhands 
at age four. 

The drives were started in 1919 by Rama Jones, father of Mrs. Jackson, 
after he bought several hundred acres of hilly pasture land near Bethpage, 
Missouri. Jackson joined the family operation in 1949 and has been “trail

In the 1950s, when severe drouths made cattle raising difficult, Jackson 
began working for a rocket plant at Neosho.

riRANA, ALBANIA. 
HE WHOLE WORLD suddenly is talk 
T ing about Albania: the poorest, tini 
est, most tempestuous country in the 
Communist orbit. This Lilliputian dicta- 
torship has dehed and decried the Russian 
Goliath. Not that the Albanians are com- 
plaining about Soviet oppression; they 
don't think the Soviets are harsh enough. 
L naccustomed to such impudence, Rus- 
sia's Nikita Khrushchev is positively apo 
plectic about Albania. He denounced her 
at the recent Communist Party Congress 


with a rage more awful than he directed at’ 


\merica. But little Albania, like the wild- 
cats that infest her mountains, snarled 
back at him and snuggled up instead to 
Red China. 

\lbania (pop.: 1.6 million) is isolated 
from the rest of the world by a miniature 
Iron Curtain which keeps out. capitalist 
and Communist outsiders alike (except for 
the favored Chinese). | was permitted to 
spend an afternoon here only because our 
plune had developed engine trouble en 
route from Budapest to Rome.

| learned some of the answers from AL 
bania’s neighbors on both sides of the Iron 
Curtain. More answers came from PA- 
RADE's Washington Bureau, which has 
access to the latest official intelligence. 

For sheer cussedness and spunk, the 
\lbanians, man for man, probably have 
no equals anywhere. They are ready to 
hight at the drop of the white wool skull- 
cap which most of them wear. If there are 
no outsiders available, they fight among 
themselves. Good old mountain feuding 
is still a popular pastime. Albania’s moun 
tains are more wild and craggy than those 
of West Virginia, and hillfolk feuding has 
developed refinements unknown in the 
land of the Hathields and the McCoys. For 
instance, an Albanian feudist gains immu- 
nitv from being gunned if he is accom 
panied by a woman or small boy. 

Most houses in the country are built of 
stone; instead of windows on the’ first 
floor there are rifle slits. The people are 
as poor as they are wild. Since they have no 
money to buy autos and few paved roads, 
there is a noticeable lack of cars. 

Albania has been conquered but never 
controlled by outsiders. The Turks tried 
to rule her from 1431 to 1912, a painful 
and profitless venture which they finally 
gave up. Alternating periods of anarchy 
and monarchy followed. The last ruler, 
King Zog, fled in 1939. 

During World War II, the Albanians 
decided to try communism. Neighboring 
Yugoslavia helped General Enver Hoxha 
establish a Communist regime. With char- 
acteristic Albanian gratitude, Hoxha soon 
turned on Yugoslavia with a ferocity sel 
dom equalled even in the boiling Balkans. 
Radio Tirana daily accuses Yugoslavia of 
all sorts of pro-Western, unMarvxist crimes: 
this despite the fact that Yugoslavia is

about nine times Albania’s size and far 
more powerful militarily. 

Unlike most of his countrymen, Hoxha 
is a university graduate, once studied in 
Paris. But he is typically tough, a dictator 
who keeps his country under control with 
strict police-state methods. Hoxha, 53, 
also understands mountain fighting well 
enough to put down the little rebellions 
which frequently flare up. 

Hoxha is one of the few people who 
have told off Nikita Khrushchev to his 
face. It happened in Moscow a year ago; 
Hoxha accused Khrushchev of being soft 
on capitalism. He went so far as to suggest 
that Khrushchev, because of his belief in 
peaceful co-existence, was a traitor to the 
Communist revolution. 


Home in a Huff 


According to reports, Khrushchev ex- 
ploded with anger and demanded an 
apology. Instead, Hoxha turned on his 
heel, denounced Khrushchev all the way 
home, ordered Soviet subs out of their Al- 
banian base, purged Khrushchev men 
from the Albanian government. 

Understandably, Khrushchev didn’t in- 
vite Hoxha back to Moscow for the recent 
Party Congress but used the forum 
to excoriate Hoxha from afar. The in- 
tractable Albanian in his mountains re- 
turned the verbal fire. To replace ousted 
Soviet technicians, he also opened his 
country to the Chinese Communists who 
share his view of Khrushchev. 

\lbania, of course, has been even more 
contemptuous of the United States. About 
four years ago planes of her tiny air force 
downed an American fighter which had 
strayed across her border. By a policy of 
assailing both her friends and enemies, 
Albania finds herself left with nothing but 
enemies —-except for Red China. 

The question arises as to what all the 
furor over Albania is about. Certainly Rus- 
sia doesn’t want to lose ground. But Russia 
must wish the little Balkan blusterer would 
shut up and stop creating the impression 
that all is not sweetness in the Communist 
camp. 

Better men than Khrushchev have tried 
to make Albania behave, and their fail- 
ures clutter the pages of history. .

HE TRAFFic courTS of the United States are an 
outrageous scandal. 

They make a mockery of justice, a travesty of 

fair play, and a disgrace of democracy and decency. 

In theory their duty is to dispense justice —even- 
handedly, impartially, constitutionally. In practice 
they mete out injustice—in a full range of sad and 
shameful varieties. 

These are the incriminating findings of an exhaus- 
tive investigation by PARADE. For six months, PARADE 
reporters have observed traffic courts of every size in 
every corner of the nation. They talked to judges, 
magistrates, bailiffs, police, trafic experts—and mo- 
torists. With few exceptions, they found everywhere 
the same dismal conditions and need for reform. 

The worst feature of traffic courts is that they are 
the only courts where you are considered guilty until 
proven innocent—and proving innocence is almost 
impossible. But traffic courts also can be indicted on 
these five counts: 

1. They are so overcrowded and inefficient that 

a fair trial is virtually impossible. 

. They ignore or flout basic constitutional rights. 

. They put justice on a cash basis. 

. They disregard their self-proclaimed duty to re- 
educate violators. 

. They foster disrespect for the courts and con- 
tempt for law and order. 

Here’s a random sampling of what masquerades as 
justice in many of America’s cities and suburbs: 

Philadelphia specializes in the judicial fix. If you 
get a ticket, you simply call your politicak ward-heeler. 
He contacts a magistrate or a court official: You can 
watch these shenanigans going on every day outside 
the court building at Broad and Brown streets. 


The Big Stall 


Yonkers, N.Y., now in the midst of reform, used to 
feature the stall. Trials for not-guilty pleaders were 
postponed and postponed until they gave up in exas- 
peration. “Maybe you call this justice,” shouted a 
laundry-truck driver at a judge recently, pleading 
guilty after three postponements, “but I call it a fraud!” 

Crofton, Ky., and surrounding towns have their own 
unconventional rules. A St. Louis métorist caught in 
the Crofton speed trap recently offered a check as his 
“bond.” Clerk Iva Renshaw would not accept it with- 
out security. The motorist left his watch. 
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Youngstown, O., rewards traffic court injustice. 


TRAFFIC COURTS 


The chances are one in two that you will be 
arrested for a motoring violation within the 
next 12 months. What kind of justice will you 
get? PARADE investigated across the country 
and found traffic courts a mockery, a travesty 
and a national disgrace. Many of them even 
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Crusader for justice, Joe Noffsinger, shows sign 


warning motorists of one of nation’s worst speed traps. 


After the State Supreme Court disbarred Magistrate 
Frank R. Franko for “a blatant play for popularity in 
imposing extremely light sentences,” the voters elected 
him mayor. 


Chicago specializes in the forgotten summons. 
There are four million cases in the basement of the 
court building and the pile is growing larger. And for 
$2 to $5, you can bribe a court attaché to “lose” your 
records, too—as even the presiding judge admits. 


New York’s South Queens court last year heard 
66,000 speeding and stoplight cases; only five were 
acquitted. 

A Cleveland judge makes a sport of seeing how fast 
he can whiz through his daily calendar. In Massa- 
chusetts, police chiefs, not judges, often decide which 
cases should be tried. California, among others, in- 
dulges in a legal fiction in which “bail” is posted for 
trials that never take place. 

One of the most bizarre examples of traffic court 
justice was that of the New York motorist arrested for 
ignoring an invisible one-way sign. The motorist, un- 
derstandably, pleaded not guilty. The arresting officer 
admitted the sign had been knocked out of place and 
could no longer be seen from a car. Nonetheless, he 
argued, “the principle is the same.” The magistrate 
agreed. He found the bewildered driver “technically 
guilty” and levied the maximum fine on him! 

Many influential organizations despair of the whole 
traffic court mess. One widely-respected authority on 
traffic courts says privately, “Most courts just plain 
stink, and the rest only look good by comparison.” Out- 
spoken W. B. Timmons of the Alabama Motorists 
Association says: “The traffic courts are the biggest 
slot-machine racket in the country.” The U.S. Bureau 
of Public Roads calls the courts the “weak point in the 
whole traffic safety program.” 


Where it Hurts 


You might well ask what difference it makes if 
traffic courts are crowded, corrupt, conniving, ineffec- 
tual. Aren't most violators guilty anyway? Aren't the 
stakes small and the fines insignificant? What does 
traffic court injustice really mean to you? 

The mess in the courts hits victims in two places: 
in the driver's license and in the pocketbook. In states 
which use the “point system” of driving demerits, you 
can lose your driving privileges if you are repeatedly 
convicted—and it makes no difference whether the 
convictions are just or unjust. The same is true of 
insurance premiums. A conviction jumps your rate 
20 to 100 per cent. A series cancels coverage. 

If you should go to traffic court this year—the 
chances are one in two you'll be ticketed, one in eight 
that you'll go before the judge—what can you expect? 

PARADE spent a day recently looking over the 
shoulder of a Chicago judge in a traffic court prob- 
ably much like yours. At 8:30 a.m. when the reporter 
arrived, business had already begun. Outside the 
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Packed like sausages, motorists cram into Chicago’s night court. Chicago judges call the court “the meat grinder.” 
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courtroom, detendants handed sealed envelopes to 


court attendants. It is general knowledge that vou 
can buy vour way out of a trathe charge in Chicago 
Even Presiding Judge Altonse E. Wells says hope 
lesslv, “How can we stop it?” 

It was standing room only in the courtroom when 
the judge arrived at 9 a.m. Immediately those who 
wished to plead guilty lined up against one wall. One 
by one they edged forward, clutching summonses. 
The bailiff accepted each summons, droned off the 
name, and handed it to the judge. He never looked up. 
Twelve dollars,” he said to the bailiff, all the while 
scribbling and rubber-stamping. The bailiff handed 
the summons back to the defendant, repeated the sen 
tence, and pointed him toward the cashier. 

When the guilties were disposed of, several score 
trooped up to plead “guilty with an explanation.” The 
judge looked bored. One man tried to explain that he 
had, indeed, passed a stoplight but that he was rushing 
his wife to a hospital. The judge cut him off in mid 
sentence. “ Ten dollars,” he said. 

Those pleading not guilty came forward last. A 
woman Charged with ignoring a policeman’s instruc 
tions contended that the signals were unclear. “Guilty,’ 
broke in the judge. A man hesitatingly tried to give his 
side of a speeding charge. The judge impatiently said, 
“You re taking too much time.” The man threw up his 
hands and pleaded guilty. Not one defendant in ten 
vot two minutes’ hearing. Finally, after 300 cases in 
seven hours, the judge called it a day. 


Has a Motorist Rights? 


The judge did not once mention the defendant's 
rights —only occasionally, for instance, did he explain 
the motorist’s right to question his accuser. Nor did 
the judge challenge a police officer's testimony — even 
when it conflicted with the defendant's. In a few 
cases, teenaged drivers were directed to attend the 
court’s driver improvement school; otherwise, the 
court's duty to educate was mentioned only once- 
when the judge told a defendant,“I hope this teaches 
vou a lesson.” 

Yet, appalling as the Chicago court is, it cannot 
match other cities in one important respect — money- 
grubbing. Many cities have come to depend on trafhc 


courts for revenue. They must have a steady flow of 
fines to balance their budgets. This is why courts 
convict as many as 97 per cent of those arrested. It 
also accounts for daily ticket “quotas” assigned police 
men and for pressure on judges to keep fines up. 

Many judges told PARADE privately that they were 
under orders to bring in more money. Judge O. E. Can 
non of Corpus Christi, Tex., said it publicly. Just after 
he took office, the judge told PARADE, he got a flow 
of hints, reminders and finally blunt notice from the 
city administration that his fines were not producing 
enough. The judge snapped back that his was an inde 
pendent court. Later the administration was voted out 
of othce. 


Justice by Cash Register 


The newest wrinkle in big-city courts, the so-called 
“cafeteria court,” is devoted to making this whole 
process of plucking the motorist painless and quick. 
\ cafeteria court resembles a bank more thah a hall 
of justice. You simply sidle up to a counter, announce 
vou are pleading guilty, turn in your summons, pay up. 
[here is no conversation, no trial and almost no sound 
but the clink of the cash register. You might just as 
well be paying an electric bill. 

But what city slickers do for revenue is child’s play 
compared with the highway robbery in rural areas 

Bedford, Ky., pop. 533, on Route 42 between 
Louisville and Cincinnati, has raked in as much as 80 
per cent of its budget with a speed trap that is simplic 
ity itself. Town Marshal Harry Webster, possibly 
the only police chief in the U.S. who cannot drive a 
car, can run the trap almost without leaving his front 
porch. Webster and his deputy-son Raymond stretch 
electric timer cables across 35 m.p.h. Route 42 in front 
of their home. Raymond mans the timer while his dad 
hides around a curve. When an out-of-state car zips 
by, Raymond whistles and the marshal steps out of the 
brush, holding up his hand and shouting, “Stop!” 
Raymond hurries up with the timer’s supposedly irre- 
futable evidence and shows it to the motorist. 

So many out-of-state motorists are stopped that some 
Bedford citizens are convinced that the timer is set for 
an illegal speed in advance, and no real clockings are 
made. But most motorists have better sense than to 


argue. They simply go to court——which in Bedford is 
ludge Frank C. Bell's de« repit desk in the local news 
paper ofhce —and pay up. Judge Bell runs his court on 
a unique principle, which he explains this way 

How many times have: vou been guilty of a viola 
tion and not been caught? Well, then, it seems to me a 
person shouldn't mind paving out $12.50 even though 
this time technically he mav not be guilty 

What can be done about the shortcomings of trathe 
courts? What are American municipalities doing? 

\ccording to legal experts, progressive courts are be 
ing operated in places like Warren, O., Dade County, 
Fla., Portland, Ore., Denver, and Oklahoma Cit\ 

kor six vears running, the Warren court has won 
the American Bar Association accolade for small-cits 
courts. Judge James Ravella has built it into an educa 
tional rather than a punitive institution. Visiting 
Judge Ravella’s court is refreshing. It is clean, well- 
lighted, comfortable—a shrine to justice. Sessions 
open with a safety movie and a talk by the judge on safe 
driving. Evervone is apprised of his rights. In his 
questions, the judge tries to teach, not bulldoze 


A Good Court 


Even more remarkable is the court in Dade County, 
set up in 1958 in the consolidation of 27 municipali 
ties around Miami. The Dade traffic court, savs Senior 
Judge Jack N. Turner, was established with a fourfold 
mission— 1) To increase respect for law and order; 
2) to educate violators and correct improper driving 
habits; 3) to lead the wav in community safety activi 
ties; and 4) to give fair and impartial justice to those 
arrested. “Coming to court in Dade County,” savs 
ludge Turner, “means a lot more than paving a fine.” 

However, some motorists object to a hearing on 
virtually every charve as too much trouble. And counts 
ofhicials now are considering a change to allow them 
to mail in fines tor minor offenses. 

Dade s big departure is its consideration tor cle 
fendants. PARADE watched in astonishment as judges 
questioned arresting officers as closely as motorists. 
In cases where officers failed to appear defendants 
were dismissed for “lack of prosecution.” Once a judge 
even chided a prosecuting attorney for cross-examin 
ing a motorist too vigorously; another time he asked

Netherton believes trafhe cases should be handed 
over to new “administrative tribunals” of traffic ex 
perts. The fine system would be abolished. Instead, 
tribunals would be empowered to restrict, suspend or 
revoke driving privileges. They would be fact-finding 
agencies rather than trial courts. But defendants would 
retain the right to appeal their decisions. At the heart of 
the operation would be driver improvement schools 
ind rehabilitation clinics 
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Che bulk of experts, however, want to keep traffic 
cases in court—but newer, better courts. Thev believe 
top-to-bottom reform is necessary, supported by an 
aroused citizenry. Here are their recommendations:

judges. Worst problem today, he says, is in 212 big 
city courts—but ‘‘an owful lot remains to be done.” 


1. Eliminate the judicial fix; divorce the courts 
from local politics; organize them as arms of the state 
judiciary, with provisions for removal of unqualified 
personnel. 

2. Increase sharply the number and caliber of 
full-time judges and personnel; increase the number 
of sessions to provide tor speedy trials without delay. 

3. Eliminate fines and jail sentences except for 
the most serious violations; emphasize driver school 
attendance and license restriction. 

4. Abolish “cash register justice, the use of the 
court to produce revenue, and the fee system under 
which judges and police are paid from fines. 

9. Give courts the power to clean up places that 


produce too many tickets, eliminate technical viola 
tions, and correct misleading signs and signals. They 
also should exercise discretion in dismissing inadvert 
ent violations. 

6. Change the prevailing attitude that defendants 
are automatically guilty and restate the basic American 
principle that a man is innocent until proven guilty. 
This may be the most vital reform of all 

“Our government was founded on the premise that 
every man should have his dav in court,” says James 
Lconomos, trathe court expert of the American Bar 
\ssociation and a leading crusader for judicial re 
form. “The nation cannot afford courts that are not 
upholding these principles.” 2 


Here's what you can do 


to improve traffic courts 


1) Demand justice. If arrested, don’t plead guilty 
unless you believe you are. Fight for your inno- 
cence even if it means time and trouble. 


2) Visit your traffic court. See how it runs, how 
people and cases are handled, what its strengths 
and weaknesses are. Invite judges to your club 
meetings to explain the court and its functions. 


3) Support independent courts. Fight for quali- 
fied judges and personnel; form and join citizens’ 
committees to upgrade and streamline the lower 
courts. 


4) Ask the city to get help. If your city is not 
part of the American Bar Association Traffic In- 
ventory program, ask city officials to join. If the 
court is specially bad, propose that the ABA 
suggest improvements. 


5) Be law-abiding. Drive safely, obey the law. 
Don't try to get tickets fixed. Remember that 
democracy begins with respect for law and order.

WASHINGTON. 
NE DAY last summer, | called on U.S. Secret 
Service Chief U.E. Baughman at his spacious 

office in the Treasury Building. He seemed unusually 

relaxed, and I soon found out why: he confided that 
on the following day he was announcing his retirement 
after 33 years of active duty, the last 13 of them as 
boss man of the “silent service” that guards the lives 
of our Presidents and the integrity of our currency. 

We talked for a while about his retirement plans 
and he reminisced about his years of chasing counter- 
feiters and protecting Presidents. Suddenly he smiled 
and reached into the big center drawer of his desk. 

“Fred,” he said, “let me show you a secret. Nobody 
knows about this except my secretary, Miss Duncan. 
It’s sort of a Secret Service man’s dream.” 

As he spoke, he unrolled a huge sheet of drawing 
paper. It was covered with pencilled sketches, symbols 
and topographical details. I looked closely and saw it 
was a plan for a seaside estate complete with houses, 
roads and recreational facilities of all kinds. 

“There it is,” Chief Baughman said, “my personal 
dream for a permanent Summer White House. We're 
probably the only country that doesn't have a perma: 
nent summer residence for its chief executive.”

“The way I see it,” Chief Baughman went on, “this 
would be a place where all our future Presidents, rich 
or poor, could work and relax, in privacy and, above 
all, security 

“Few people realize that the crushing burden of the 
Presidency of the United States makes it absolutely 
imperative that he be able to relax completely from 
time to time, to get away from crowds, to find a little 
breathing room.” 


Potiuck for Presidents 


“Throughout our history, this has been a problem 
for our Presidents. Only the very wealthy could af- 
ford their own summer homes. The others had to 
take potluck, visiting with friends or using makeshift 
facilities at government installations such as Key 
West, Fla., or Camp David, in the Catoctin Moun- 
tains of Maryland. And in any case, they all posed 
serious security problems.” 

During the Civil War, President Lincoln liked to 
relax occasionally on the grounds of a government 
reservation a few miles from the White House. That 
worked out all right until one day when Mr. Lincoln 
set out for a ride around the grounds and a sniper put 
a bullet through the crown of his stove-pipe hat. 
Harry Truman was endangered by barracudas while 
swimming off Key West, and John Adams is said 
to have had a swimming mishap that was almost as 
bad: he slipped down to the Potomac for a quiet dip 
one hot summer day and was trapped by a lady job- 
seeker. She sat on his clothes until he promised her 
a job. 

Another problem is the fact that Presidents’ prefer- 
ences in recreation have varied as widely as their indi- 
vidual personalities. Calvin Coolidge liked to sit. 
Teddy Roosevelt was a rugged outdoorsman who

loved hunting and fishing. Harry Truman delighted 
in early morning walks. President Eisenhower was 
happiest on the golf course. The Kennedys, one of the 
youngest families ever to occupy the White House, 
go in for active outdoor sports—sailing, water-skiing, 
tennis, horseback riding, touch football, and the like. 

“Just the other day,” Baughman explained with a 
grin , “we had to buy a bicycle for one of our agents 
in Hyannis Port. Caroline had been soloing on her 
new bicycle and we couldn't have the agent running 
alongside on foot or trailing her in a limousine. 

“If we had the permanent Summer White House 
that I've been dreaming about, it would give our 
First Families the privacy and security they need, 
plus just about every kind of recreational facility 
they could want. 

“Ideally, it would be located on the seacoast about 
200 miles from Washington, an easy range for our 
new, fast helicopters. The main residence would be 
a small replica of the White House, fully equipped 
with world-wide communications. 


Security Shuffleboard 


“As I see it, the entire estate would cover an area 
of about nine square miles—three miles on each side 
—fronting on the ocean. The whole grounds would 
be a security area, but within it there would be a 
small, tight security area for the First Family, contain- 
ing the official residence, offices, private beach and 
boating facilities, swimming pool, tennis courts, 
shuffleboard, and even a ball field. 

“There also would be an 18-hole golf course on the 
estate, a big lake, riding paths, picnic areas, anything 
you could think of except maybe mountain climbing. 

“And, of course, there would be appropriate quar- 
ters for visiting dignitaries, the White House staff and 
press, an auditorium for movies and news confer- 
ences, and underground utilities and parking.

recreation areas, give the First Family a chance for private, quiet relaxation 


“Security would be relatively simple, since there 
would be only one access road to the grounds and a 
300-foot watchtower equipped with radar and tele- 
vision cameras to scan the whole area day and night. 

“But let's not forget,” Chief Baughman added, 
“that the permanent Summer White House, like 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue in Washington, would belong 
to all the American people. I think there should be 50 
summer cottages, one for each state in the Union, built 
along the ocean front. 

“That way, each state could send outstanding fami 
lies or individuals who have performed exceptional 
public service for two-week vacations on the Summer 
White House grounds. They would have complete ac- 
cess to and use of all the recreational facilities except 
those that were within the immediate Presidential 
compound. 


Funds from the People? 


I asked Chief Baughman how much all this would 
cost and how it would be paid for. 

“Undoubtedly, millions of dollars,” he replied. 
“But the way I see it, this should not be a congres- 
sional appropriation of treasury funds. It should be 
financed by public subscription, with every citizen 
who is concerned with the health and well-being of 
our Presidents contributing whatever amount he 
deems appropriate. 

“But please tell PARADE’s readers not to send any 
money to me or the Treasury for this purpose. It 
seems to me that the ideal way would be for some 
group of private citizens to obtain official sanction to 
form a commission that would raise the necessary 
funds.” 

Today, the Summer White House is one man’s 
dream. Tomorrow, it may become a reality. And, who 
knows, the man who dreamed it up may one day be 
called out of retirement to administer it. .

How to prejudge a movie 


by LLOYD SHEARER 


HOLLYWOOD. 

EFORE THEY ATTEND a movie, many film-goers 
B ask: “Who's in it?” 

These people — probably the majority of the movie- 


going American public—ask this particular question, 


because for years they've been misled by Hollywood 
into believing that the answer matters. 

If by chance vou find yourself in this group, please 
believe me, you've been duped. You've been victimized 
by the perpetuators of the star system—the press 
agents, the exploiters, the studio executives, all the 
rest of that crowd. You've been told that a screen staf 
is a motion picture’s most valuable ingredient, that 
the cast of characters makes the movie, that film is 
an actor's medium. 

This is patent nonsense, and every sensible person 
in the film industry knows it. 

There is only one valid method of prejudging any 
motion picture: FIND OUT WHO DIRECTED IT. 
This is how the most knowledgeable people in Holly- 
wood select their film-fare. “Who's directing it?” thev 
ask. Not “Who's playing?” 

Everyone connected with the film industry knows 
that the motion picture is basically a director's me- 
dium, and it’s about time the American public was 


told so. Every film is as good or bad as its director and 
his script. The actors and actresses are of secondary 
importance and those who are honest and intelligent 
readily admit it, which is why so many of them, crea- 
tively ambitious—-like Marlon Brando, Ida Lupino, 
Robert Montgomery, Dick Powell, José Ferrer, Burt 
Lancaster, Otto Preminger, and Elia Kazan, to name 
only a few—have tried directing. Kazan and Prem- 
inger both succeeded as directors and rapidly aban- 
doned their acting careers. 

Every player worth his salt recognizes (and these 
are the words of Bette Davis) “that in films it’s the 
director who's the supreme artist, who in the final 
analysis is responsible for the success or failure of the 
picture, who shapes his material, inspires the per- 
formers, controls, juggles and fits together all the 
pieces. We players are merely puppets a director 
dangles.” 

Here are two lists, A and B, of the world’s best 
motion picture directors with at least one of the direc- 
tor's films, not necessarily his best, beside his name, 
so that vou can identify his work. 

| rate the men on the A list higher than those on 
the B list. I consider the A directors as turning out the 


INGMAR BERGMAN (The Virgin Spring) 


The above lists of blue-chip directors—and mind 
you, the men therein are not named in order of merit 
—are, like all such lists, arbitrary. They are mine, 
however—born of 30 years of film-viewing, 20 years 
of covering movie production the world over. 

Here is how I compiled them. Each time I inter- 
viewed a leading figure in the industry—a writer, 
screen star, director, or executive whose judgment I 
respected —I would ask, “In your opinion who are the 
best motion picture directors in the world?” 

Where I felt an individual’s reply was lacking in 
objectivity I put little stock in it. For example, several 
years ago in Italy when Ingrid Bergman was married 
to Roberto Rossellini, I asked her my question. Im- 
mediately she replied, “After Roberto I would say 
William Wyler, then...” Quickly I dismissed her 
number-one rating of Rossellini’s directorial talent on 
the grounds of wife-loyalty. 

This past August I asked Melina Mercouri, the 
leading actress in Greece, for the same information. 
“At the top of my list,” she replied, “I must, I simply 
must put the name of Jules Dassin.” Knowing that 
Mercouri is deeply in love with Dassin, who directed 
her in Never on Sunday, I declined to accept as rea- 
sonably objective her opinion of him as a director. 

Some time back I asked one of Hollywood's pioneer 
producers why he had omitted from his list the name of 
William Wyler, director of Mrs. Miniver, Ben Hur, 


and The Best Years of Our Lives, certainly one of the 


greatest American motion pictures ever made. “Willie 
used to have it,” he told me. “But no more.” Later | 
learned the producer and Wyler had quarreled vio- 
lently, were no longer on speaking terms. 

Where love and hate instead of honesty and some 
objectivity were involved in the various assessments 
made, I held them lightly or not at all. To those judg- 
ments I considered valid—founded on intellect, not 
emotion— I! added my own. 

Quarrel with my lists if you wish. Subtract or add 
to them as you will. But if you want to judge intelli- 
gently the motion pictures coming to your community, 
if you want to spend your movie-money wisely, you

must use directors as the criteria in selecting your 
film fare—not movie stars. 

There are several reasons why it is unwise to 
attend a movie solely on the basis of stars. Those actors 
and actresses who are under contract to a major studio 
frequently have no say in their choice of roles. By 
contract they are compelled to play whatever parts 
the studio assigns them regardless of what they think 
of the script. The basic story-choice is made by the 
studio executive and the studio producer, of whom 
there are only a competent few in Hollywood. 

Those stars who have story approval are notoriously 
poor judges of a script. When they read a screenplay 
they concentrate on their particular role, form no 
valid judgment of the overall story. Ingrid Bergman, 
for example, one of the truly honest actresses in the 
business, has said time and time again: “When I go 
to a projection room to see the rushes or the whole 
picture, I watch myself and none of the other charac- 
ters. Many times I don’t even know what the rest of 
the movie is about except in the most general way.” 

Hollywood is replete with cases of stars who were 
forced to play in a particular film only later to win an 
Academy Award for their performance in it. The 
latest example is Elizabeth Taylor, who last year won 
an Oscar for Butterfield 8, a film she reportedly con- 
sidered a piece of trash, an opinion in which I concur. 
Clark Gable was chary of playing Rhett Butler in 
Gone With the Wind. If MGM hadn't forced him, he 


never would have done it. 
Ego-Ridden Actors 


Most screen stars are too narcissistic and ego-ridden 
to judge a script objectively. A good director is not. 
He is a discriminating judge of the all-important 
literary material which serves as the foundation of his 
direction. Frequently he has written some of the 
script himself or collaborated with the writer. 

In the past few years many screen stars have be- 
come independent producers, have gone into business 
on their own, have in turn hired directors. In most 
such cases the films have turned out poorly, since no 
top echelon director is going to let an actor tell him 
how to direct a film. The result is that the actor hires 
an inferior director, usually short on integrity—the 
adjective for him is “cooperative’—who will do the 
actor’s bidding. Result: awful motion pictures. 

I asked George Stevens if he would direct a film 
with Frank Sinatra, a highly opinionated singer- 


turned-actor who also owns an independent produc- 
tion company. Sinatra’s last good role, for my money, 
was the part of Angelo Maggio in From Here to 
Eternity directed in 1953 by Fred Zinnemann. The 
role had previously been offered to actor Eli Wallach 
who turned it down. Zinnemann obtained a superb 
performance from Sinatra which won the crooner an 
Academy Award. Since then Sinatra has not been 
guided by one director on my A list with the result 
that he has appeared in such bombs as Never So Few, 
Ocean's 11, and The Devil at Four O'Clock. More im- 
portant yet, he has not since 1953 developed as a 
versatile actor. In all his films he is one-dimensional. 
He plays Frank Sinatra. The reason: no distinguished 
directors behind him. 


Who’s Boss? 


In reply to my question, Stevens, a diplomatic man, 
explained without mentioning names that it was most 
difficult for a director to direct any actor who owns a 
piece of a picture. “It is doubly difficult,” he added, 
“when the actor happens to be a millionaire. Million- 
aires give direction easily, but they don’t take direction 
easily. I am not about to direct any actor who insists 
upon re-writing the script or laying down the condi- 
tions and hours of work or casting the production with 
his pals or telling me how to direct.” 

Directors of integrity will walk off a film before 
they concede their authority to an actor or producer 
who they feel knows less about the film than they do. 
John Huston departed A Farewell to Arms when he 
began arguing with producer David Selznick. Carol 
Reed left Mutiny on the Bounty a few months ago 
because he couldn't see eye to eye with one of the stars 
and producer Aaron Rosenberg. Fred Zinnemann_ re- 
fused to direct Old Man and the Sea because Spencer 
Tracy gave him a bad time. It is doubtful that Billy 
Wilder will ever film with Cary Grant, another actor 
who likes to call the shots. 

Top directors control the navigation of their films. 
They do not relinquish direction to actors and ac- 
tresses—which is why in your scheme of assessing 
movies you must realize that good directors generally 
assure good movies but good actors do not. Spencer 
Tracy is a fine actor, but did you see him in The 
Mountain or The Devil at Four O'Clock? Tony Quinn 
is an excellent actor. Did you catch him in The Buc- 
caneer. Cantinflas is a masterful performer. Pepe 
almost ruined him. 


ys 
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The twenty directors I have listed can make a bad 
player look good and a good player look better. As 
a case in point, take Marilyn Monroe. In my opinion 
Miss Monroe is a full-fledged movie star but not a full- 
fledged actress. Chronically late on the set, nervous, 
unsure, a victim of an apparent sense of insecurity, 
incapable at this point of adding depth on her own to a 
characterization, she has nevertheless given two mem- 
orable comedy performances in her career, in Seven 
Year Itch and Some Like It Hot. Both films were, 
directed by Billy Wilder, according to many of his col- 
leagues, the number-one motion picture director in 
the world today. 

I watched Wilder direct these two films—at one 
point in Some Like It Hot Monroe had him staggering 
so frequently on the ropes by virtue of her unprofes- 
sional behavior that he vowed he would never again 
film with her, a vow he expects to break—and I can 
testify that he figuratively clawed an outstanding per- 
formance out of this muddled, bewildered screen star, 
syllable by syllable, second by second, gesture by 
gesture, grimace by grimace. What it cost him in seeth-. 
ing ulcers I can well imagine. 

Take Wilder away from Monroe, and you end up 
with mediocre Monroe in a mediocre film like Let's 
Make Love. Take Wilder away from Jack Lemmon 
with whom he did The Apartment and you find Lem- 
mon laying an egg in The Wackiest Ship in the Army. 

Give Natalie Wood a director like Elia Kazan, and 
she comes alive in Splendor in the Grass. Let George 
Stevens direct Rock Hudson in Giant, and for the 
first time Hudson loses his wooden movements. 

If you want to see clearly how different directors 
can affect an actress’ performance, take a young girl 
like Pamela Tiffin, a model fresh to movies. In her 
first film, Summer and Smoke, directed by Peter Glen- 
ville, Pamela gives a neophyte’s completely ordinary 
performance. In her second film, One, Two, Three, 
Billy Wilder’s latest comedy in which she stars with 
James Cagney (see cover ), she is truly excellent. 


A Handy Guide 


I'll tell you what. Clip and save my A and B lists of 
directors. Put them in your billfold, purse, or on your 
bulletin board. Next time you see a movie advertised, 
check the ad for any name on the lists. If the film has 
been directed by any of these men, go see it and rest 
assured your money will be well-spent. . 

This is not to say that no good movies are directed 
by directors not on these lists. Several enjoyable films 
such as The Parent Trap, The Hustler, Pocketful of 
Miracles and many more have been directed by other 
men, newcomers and in-and-out veterans. 

I simply feel that the average American movie-goer 
is entitled to an intelligent guide to films. Since he 
cannot read screenplays in advance, a list of outstand- 
ing directors comprises the best guide I know. 

After all, what horse-bettor wages his money on a 
race without first studying the jockeys and a record of 
the horses’ past performances? | 

Try my guide to movie-going for six months. I'm 
sure you'll find it worthwhile. All the directors listed 
are winners; very rarely do they run out of the money.

S PEARL HARBOR Safer from surprise at- 
I tack today than it was on December 7, 
1941? Or was the tragic lesson of 20 years 
ago wasted? 

Here is what some of the nation’s leading 
military experts have told PARADE: 

Many of the weaknesses that led to the 
disaster still exist. 

A surprise assault, if it should come, might 
succeed for the same reasons it did 20 years 
ago—because of blackouts and bottlenecks 
in the chain of command. 

Millions of words have been written about 
what went wrong at Pearl Harbor two decades 
ago. But nothing is more telling than a single 
paragraph from the investigative report that 
came out a few weeks afterward. This de- 
clared: “The forces available were adequate 
to frustrate a surprise air attack or greatly 
mitigate its effectiveness.” 

In other words, an alert defense could have 
beaten back the attack. The reason the de- 
fenders were caught off guard was a break- 
down in the chain of intelligence and com- 
mand. The chief causes: interservice rivalry, 
red tape and protocol. 

The first Japanese straw in the wind was 
picked up by the Navy on September 24,

20 years later experts say it could happen again 


more than 10 weeks before the big strike. It 
was a coded dispatch from Tokyo to the Jap- 
anese consulate in Honolulu, asking for a 
detailed report on the position of every ship 
in Pearl Harbor. The Navy decoded the 
message in Washington but failed to forward 
it to the Army. 

On November 25, a Japanese naval task 
force was discovered lurking among the Mar- 
shall Islands only 72 hours from Pearl Har- 
bor. It was tracked until it suddenly imposed 
radio silence. The Navy recognized this— 
the silence before the pounce—as the final 
and most dangerous phase of an enemy fleet 
movement. Yet the Navy shared neither its 
information nor its apprehension with the 
Army, which went on polishing its boots. 


War Warning 


But Washington was beginning to stir. On 
November 27, Admiral Harold Stark, the 
Navy chief, sent an urgent message to his 
Pacific commanders: “This dispatch is to be 


considered war warning...an aggressive 
move by Japan is to be expected within the 
next few days . . . execute an appropriate de- 


fensive deployment.” General George Mar- 
shall, Army chief, sent a similar message to 
his commanders warning of “hostile action 
at any moment.”

Does this mean we have failed to correct the mistakes of 
Pearl Harbor? Not entirely. Twenty years ago, only President 
Roosevelt could command both Admiral Kimmel and Gen- 
eral Short. Today the command at Pear] Harbor is no longer 
split; Admiral Harry Felt has direct authority over all three 
services in the Pacific. But he has less time to guard against 


another act of treachery. 

A weakness is that defense responsibilities are still divided. 
The Air Force is responsible for land areas, mostly islands, 
while the Navy defends the seas around these islands. 

Military information, though better coordinated than 20 
years ago, still is not always shared. Complained an Air 
Force general: “It’s easier for us to find out what the Russian 
Navy is doing than our own Navy.”

CABINET WIVES. More and more U. S. officials traveling abroad 
are taking their wives with them. Secretary of Labor Arthur 
Goldberg set the style recently by having his artist wife 
accompany him on a trip to Scandinavia.

Only San Francisco comes close to those 
figures with $9.19 for the average house call, $5.94 for the 
average office visit. Los Angelenos also pay the highest fees 
to dentists. A tooth filling in New York costs $5.33 on the 
average -- in Los Angeles $8.67 and in San Francisco $8.43. 
Conclusion: it costs most to be sick in California. 


BERLIN JITTERS. What has been the true effect of the Berlin 
crisis on West Berliners? West German newspapers have soft- 
pedaled the development, but the fact is that West Berliners 
with money are pulling out of the beleaguered city. There are 
220 licensed moving vans which are permitted to go through East 
Germany without search by the Communist People’s Police, and the 
waiting list to book on these vans is now longer than ever. 
Another major indication of how the West Berliners feel may be 
gleaned from the rise and fall of deposits in West Berlin banks. 
Ever since Khrushchev started turning the screws, bank deposits 
in West Berlin have shown a sharp decline. There has been no 
decline, however, in post office savings which are subscribed to 
by workers and the so-called "little man." This leads 
authorities to believe that it is the middleclass businessman 
who iS most anxious to take his money and family out of 

West Berlin and transplant them further west. In the first 


three weeks of October 1961, 1200 West Berliners broke up their 


homes and left the city. This is three times the number of 
families which left in the month of March. 


FALSE BELIEFS. How much do you really know about automobile 
accidents? According to safety experts, most of what you 
believe is false. The three most erroneous beliefs are that: 
(1) Car crashes usually occur during long trips when the driver 
gets tired; (2) rear-seat passengers are relatively safe from 
serious injury; (3) you are safe if the crash impact throws you 
clear of the car. Not true. More than 80 per cent of all car 
accidents occur within ten miles of home. Rear-seat passengers 
are just as liable to serious injury as front-seat passengers. 
A passenger inside an automobile incurs less injury on the 
average than one who is thrown outside. Single most important 
improvement in preventing injury and death in car crashes is 
the safety seat belt. Experts hope that by 1963 automobile 
manufacturers will equip all cars with belts.

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Keeping the Public Informed 
Vital Job, Says Chris Condon

T WAS A GOOD DAY for the Irish, that 

day back in 1952 when Condon, Cassidy 
and Kennedy met. It was at a tea in Wor- 
cester, Mass., for a young Congressman 
who was seeking a seat in the United States 
Senate and, perhaps, even then was nur- 
turing a greater ambition. He was John F. 
Kennedy. 


Gerard Christopher Condon, better 
known to St. Louisans as Chris Condon, 
KSD-TV's newest news announcer, remem- 
bers with reasonable pride his first meeting 
with the man who one day would be Presi- 
dent. But he has a better reason for re- 
membering the occasion—it was at the 
Worcester tea that he had his first date 
with Clare Cassidy, a local radio personal- 
ity at the itme. She is now his wife. 


Chris Condon, curly-haired, rather gray— 


“early graying runs in the family" — is 
serious looking, serious-minded. He rarely 
smiles on-camera, but he explains this by 
saying that these are serious times and he 
deals with a sobering commodity. There's 
little in the general news these days, he 
says, to be particularly happy about. Hi 
soberness adds authority to his delivery. 
He has pleasant mannerisms. As he 
speaks, he punctuates his words from time 
to time with a quick nod of the head, as 
if for emphasis, and, in closing, purses his 
lips and looks directly into the eye of the 
camera—the eye of the beholder, in fact 
as if to say: “THIS is it. You have heard 
the news. All of it, and up to this moment.” 


CONDON HAS WON aational recogni- 
tion for his work in the news field. He 
holds the George Foster Peabody Award 
and citation from the Radio and Television 
News Directors Association. 

Condon went into news with dedication. 
"| started college with the idea of getting 
into archaeology,” he says, “but gradually 
became more attracted to a news career 
because | felt that there was nothing more 
important than keeping the people in- 
formed in the times we live in. | felt that, 
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particularly in a democracy, with free news 
media, no job is more vital. 

"As for broadcast news, | like the im- 
mediacy of it and the fact that there's 
great variety within a single day. We have 
hundreds of news stories to pick from. And 
TV seems to be an unparalleled instrument 
for reaching people. TV news goes right 
into the home, and for free. 

"ITS A CONSTANT BATTLE, of course, 
to put on the air in just a 10-minute period 
the stories that should be covered. There's 
also the constant struggle to balance the 
‘hard news’ with some in lighter vein. With- 
out human-interest stories you wouldn't 
hold the attention of the viewers for the 
important stories they should hear about. 
So, we have to compromise and make a 
‘news show’ at least a little entertaining as 
well as informative.” 

ondon was born in Hackensack, N-.J., 
38 years ago. After high school there he 
entered Fordham University. Army service 
for three years—he became a staff sergeant 
— interrupted his education, but at the 
same time gave him his first epportunity 
to do news broadcasting, which was to in- 
fluence his future. He was news editor of 
the Armed Forces Radio station at Cebu, 
in the Philippines, where he wrote his own 
newscasts and delivered them on the air. 

When he returned to Fordham after the 
war, he took up the study of radio writing 
and became the first news director of the 
school’s FM radio station. After graduation 
in 1947, he got his first radio job with a 
Hudson (N.Y.) station. Impatient in his 
search for betterment, he moved frequently, 
working at stations in Montgomery, W. Va., 
Huntington, Va., Annapolis and Baltimore, 
Md. in the next two years. 

CONDON FOUND his first feeling of 
permanence in Worcester, where he spent 
five years as a newscaster and also had a 
once-a-week news analysis program. With 
Bill Porter, now editor of the Douglas Ed- 
wards evening CBS-TV program, he did 
brief biographies on men in the news and 
for this they won, in 1951, the coveted 
Peabody Award in the category of news 
documentaries. 


Until 1956, all of Con- 
don's experience had 
been in radio. That year 
he moved to Tulsa, 
Okla., where at KVOO- 
TV he did his own news 
writing, editing and de- 
livery. Three years later 
he went on to WDAF- 
TV in Kansas City 
where he also wrote 


and presented the news. 
It was while working for 
WDAF 

(for his 


that he won 

station) the 
Radio and Television 
News Directors Associa- 
tion award for commu- 
nity service for the cov- 
erage of a strike of con- 
struction workers. 
Through this coverage, 
he says, the station was 
credited with bringing 
about a strike settle- 
ment earlier than might 
otherwise have been an- 
ticipated. 

Besides his 6 and {0 
p.m. newscasts on KSD- 
TV, Monday through 
Friday, Condon has a 
documentary program, 
five - minute interviews 
at 5 p.m. Saturdays with 
personalities in the 
news. He also is moder- 
ator of “Youth Speaks 
Up,” a public affairs 
discussion program with 
panels of high school or 
college students. This 
program, resumed two weeks ago after a 
summer's absence, is heard on KSD-TV at 
| p.m. Saturdays. Condon writes a column 
of TV criticism for a Kansas City publica- 
tion. 


CONDON’'S CHOSEN FIELD is news for 
an individual station; he has no network 
ambitions. “There are many good men at 
the networks,” he says, "but since top jobs 
are few most of them are on the fringe. 
I'd rather not be one on the fringe.” 


For relaxation, he plays some golf—"not 
well, around 100"—and “fair” tennis. "What 
| really enjoy most is sailing and skiing,” 
he says, “but this isn't that kind of country.”

With his wife and two children, Kathleen, 
H/p, and James, |'/2, Condon lives at Fen- 
ton, in St. Louis county. His wife, whose 
home originally was in Uxbridge, Mass., is a 
former French teacher and holds a master's 
degree in folk music from Clark University. 
When he met her in Worcester, at the 
Kennedy tea, she conducted a folk music 
program on a Worcester radio station. 

On the handsome side, it's rather sur- 
prising to know that Condon doesn't get 
mash notes. “News is too serious a busi- 
ness, he says. Since he came here three 
months ago from Kansas City, however, he 
has had letters from transplanted Kansas 
Citians saying, “Welcome to St. Louis.”
